The present session now about to close was opened on the 1st of 
September last by an inaugural lecture delivered by Professor Van 
Someren. m. d. 

Changes among the Pi-ofessore. Several changes in the constitution of 

the College have occurred since the last 
annual Report. By G. 0. G. dated Ist June 1856 the establishment 
was placed under the supervision of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion, in acordance with an order of the Honorable the Court of Direc- 
tors. About the same time L. Geddes Esquire, Inspector General of

Council. Dr. Evans was consequently relieved from the duties of 
Acting Secretary, which he had conducted with much ability for near- 
ly 18 months.

The conduct of the students has been gene- 
Conduct of Students, rally speaking good. The Council regret, however, 
that several cases of insubordination have been brought to their notice 
during the session and reported to His Excellency the Commander-in 
Chief, by whose orders three lads were reduced in rank and pay, 
which punishment it is to be hoped may have the desired effect of 
preventing similar irregularities. 

As no fewer than six students have deserted during the present 
session, and there being reason to believe that they are induced to do 
«o by the facility of their obtaining employment in other departments 
on higher salaries than they obtain at College, and as this appears to 
be a growing evil, the Council deem it desirable that some decided 
measure should be adopted with the view of putting a stop to this prac- 
tice. They would therefore suggest that in future Renames of all lads 
absconding from College should be published in the Fort Saint George 
Gazette as deserters from the public service, with a prohibitioa 
against their subsequent employment in any Government situation

Eitract from the Report "A complete course of lectures on Physio- 
of the Professor of Physio- logy has been delivered this session. It con- 

sisted of 81 lectures and 21 examinations, 
forming a sum total of 102. 

There has been a large and valuable addition made to the de- 
partment since last session, and all drawn by the College draughts- 
man. 

" The Apprentices generally have acquired a creditable acquain- 
tance with the subject of Physiology." 

IS ^ X ir .1. « X J. " The course of instruction in Chemistry, 
Extract from the Report of ^, -.oinri- i ^ 

the Professor of Chemistry, ^or the session 1866-56. commenced on the 

2nd of September last. It consisted of 113 

lectures and 14 examinations in Inorganic Chemistry, and 49 lectures 

and 12 examinations in Organic Chemistry. 

" Inorganic Chemistry. The junior class attended instruction on 
this subject. It consisted of 27 Apprentices, 14 Medical Pupils and 
1 Lane scholar. 

" The subjects treated of were the same as stated in last report, 
viz. heat, general principles of chemical philosophy, elementary bo- 
dies and their more important compounds. Much of the session was 
necessarily occupied in explaining at length those subjects which the 
Native students did not readily comprehend. 

" The students as a class were well behaved. The progress of the 
Apprentices with a few exceptions was good, that of the Medical Pupils 
bad ; the greater number of the latter were remanded students and 
thus had two courses of instruction in Chemistry, nevertheless, they did 
not benefit much. 

"Lane scholar W. Lyons is a young man of good attainments, he 
acquitted himself creditably. 

" Medical Apprentices, M. Wade, R. Pointon, and P. D'Sylva are 
deficient in attainments, and unfit for advancement to the next class. 
This remark applies to the whole or nearly the whole of the Native 
Medical Pupils. The pressing wants of the service, however, do not 
admit either of their removal from the College or detention in the ju- 
nior class for another year. 

" Medical Apprentice D. Callaghan is a young man of good attain- 
ments. He is entitled to the first prize, he is at the head of the class in 
the Register of merit. Though the Native Pupils have not done what 
they should have done to merit a prize^ I recommend the College 
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Gonncil to award a small prize to the first lad in the class (J. Zachariah 
No 475, ) by way of encouragement to the others. 

" Organic Chemistry. The second class was instructed in orga- 
nic chemistry. It consisted of 24 Apprentices, 2 Stipendiary students 
and 16 Medical Pupils. 

" The subjects of instruction differed but little from those stated 
in report of last session. 

" The conduct of the Students was good, the progress of the Ap- 
prentices fair, that of the Pupils indiflfercnt. Medical Apprentice "W. 
Hamilton who aflForded me assistance in writing equations on the dia- 
gram board in my lectures to the junior class, is the first in this the 
2nd Class in the order of merit; he is fully deserving of a prize, I 
would also recommend that the second boy G. W. Wright should be 
allowed a prize, and further that a small prize be given to Medical 
Pupil S. Appala Nursiah No. 450, the first in his division of the class, 
as before observed, for the sake of encouragement to the pupils ge- 
nerally. 

Practical Chemistry. The 4th or Senior class was exercised 
in the room adjoining the Laboratory ( there being no proper accom- 
modation in the Laboratory or elsewhere for the purpose ) two days 
in the week. Attention was chiefly directed to the preparation and 
application of tests, and the method of detecting the presence of the 
metals and their compounds, also the mineral and more frequently 
occurring vegetable acids. These exercises were conducted chiefly with 
the view of rendering the young men familiar with the way of testing 
for poisons. 

" The urgent want of suflScient space suitable for keeping chemi- 
cals and apparatus, and for conducting the general duties appertain- 
ing to the chemical department is lightly touched on here, as there 
seems now to be a well founded hope of seeing the College enlarged so 
as to meet the requirements of its different departments. Should the 
contemplated alterations and additions however be postponed for any 
length of time from imavoidable causes, I would strongly recommend 
that a portion of the verandah and general storeroom of the Labora- 
tory be enclosed as a temporary students' Laboratory." 

" I continue to receive efficient aid from my assistant Mr. G. 
Norton in the various duties of the department." 



Extract from the Report of 
the Pxofesflor of Botany. 



" Number of Lectures delivered 80, num- 
ber of Examinations 216, number ofExcur- 
tions 6. 
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The arrangements for tuition were ma^e to depend chiefly upon 
the demonstration of fresh specimens of living plants, of those a large 
assortment, comprising all in flower at the time, were brought from 
the gardens of the Medical College and of the Horticultural Society. 
Instead of limiting the course to the required number of 60 lectures 
I found it expedient to extend the number to upwards of eighty. 

" The series of Diagrams has been increased from the best sources, 
and specimens of new or interesting plants frequently contributed 
from the Mofussil, have been submitted for the inspection and exami- 
nation of the pupils, all that is useful in Indian or domestic economy 
being particularly dwelt upon, 

" Each student was examined separately on the organization of 
living plants taken at random ; the object being first to ground them 
well in structural Botany, and then to give them a knowledge of the 
Linnsean and natural systems, and also of Medical and economical 
Botany. 

" The conduct of the class has been generally good, the intelli- 
gence and industry of a large number have been satisfactory. A few 
individuals have given occasion for reproof by reason of their idleness^ 
carelessness and repeated absence. 

" Every pupil was supplied with a copy of the class book of Pro- 
fessor Balfour of Edinburgh, one of the most successful and popular 
teachers of Botany. 

" In December last, at the recommendation of the College Council, 
and with the sanction of Government, 2d Dresser F. Appavoo was ap- 
pointed 2d Assistant in the Department. As the correspondence con- 
nected with the Vegetable kingdom continues to increase, and refer- 
ences are flowing in from all parts of the Presidency, the appointment 
is of great consequence to me. He has made himself very useful both 
in the instruction of the 1st and 2d year's Pupils, and in the preserva- 
tion of the records and specimens. 

" As mentioned in last year's Report a valuable collection of dupli- 
cates of Vegetable specimens was received from the Madras Exhibi- 
tion, consisting of an interesting series of oils, gums, spices, dyes, 
starches, grains &c. These have been highly useful for the purpose of 
instruction, but it is to be regretted that from want of space, a portion 
of them has been inconveniently placed in one of the out houses. 

" An excellent collection of cereal grains made in the neighbour- 
hood of Madras was presented to the Museum by P. S. Mootoosawmy 
Moodelliar who receives this day his Diploma as a Native surgeon. 
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" The class visited the Horticultural Gardens on several Saturday 
evenings, and a number of the more zealous and attentive students ac- 
companied me to various localities in the neighbourhood of Madras, 
for the purpose of collecting plants, and practically illustrating the 
subjects embraced in the lectures. It is my hope soon to see a small 
well arranged Garden either at the Medical College or Horticultural 
society's grounds, where the the plants can be grouped according to 
the Natural orders, this enabling the students to study systematic 
Botany and the affinities of plants."

ment and the proceedings of the class gene- 
rally were so similar to those of former years as to require no special 
or detailed record. It may be mentioned, however, that specimens of 
various indigenous medicines have been submitted to practical exami« 
nation during the year. 

" A Manual of Indian Materia Medica is much required, as the 
work of Ainslie is quite out of date; there is reason to hope that this 
want may be supplied at no very remote period. 

" The conduct of the class has been good. 

" 2d. Dresser F Appavoo who assisted in this class for the last 
two years, was this year appointed permanent Assistant, and has ren- 
deied good service." 

" During the session seventy four lectures

" The Clinical duties at the Eye Infirmary have been carried on 
in the same manner as in former years. 

" 3009 Case of Diseases of the Eye came under the observation of 
the students between the 1st of May 1855, and the 30th of April 1856. 

" At the Lying in Hospital one or more students are upon duty 
every night, and are present at the labours which happen then. Their 
avocations at the Medical College prevent their presence during the 
day, but even with this limited attendance they have ample opportu- 
nities of becoming:; acquainted with practical Midwifery, as 801 con- 
finements took place at the Institution during the year."

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" The course on the principles and 

tures and 15 Examinations, or ninety three 
days in all. Twelve of the examinations have been recorded. 

" The second year's students,, those to whom this conrse has been 
their first in Surgery, have made as usual with few exceptions btrt 
little progress. 

"The Ifative Medical Pupils of the class are remarkably deficient in 
knowledge of the meanings of English words, and although every word 
or expression pectiliar to a course of lectures on Surgery is entered in 
the syllabus, so that the Native students may have it in their power 
to obtain the meanings in anticipation of the lectures in which those 
technical expressions may be employed, they have almost invariably 
failed to become acquainted with them in time to understand the lec- 
tures. The consequence of this has been that these students have been 
Stearing without profit and have been often sadly mortified in finding, 
notwithstanding my frequent attempt at teaching them ikiglishy that 
great part of the lectures have been spoken in vain, much valuable 
time is thus wasted, owing to the preliminary deficiencies of the 
Native Pupils. This .would be of less moment were these pupils under 
instruction as a distinctly separate class, but as they are side by side 
with the better educated Medical Apprentices, the latter are but too 
frequently compelled to bear with a kind of instruction much below 
what they are well fitted to comprehend, because the lecturer is obli- 
ged to talk down to the very limited English colloquial capabilities of 
the junior Natives." 

Extract from the Report " The course has extended to 30 Lectures 
of the Professor of Climcal for which one thousand and eight Surgical 
Surgery. cases have been written by the students. The 

number of cases actually written is considerably larger than the number 
of patients admitted, as one cage is sometimes reported by 2 students 
as when it is transferred. In addition to this, all the European female 
Medical cases from the end of lastsassion to 2f4th December were repor- 
ted by Surgical pupil8,^and these are here included. About 150 of those 
most suitable for the purpose of instruction have been read and com- 
mented on before the Class. 

" I have not had any superior Surgical case writer to bring to 
notice this session* All who have been under my tuition in the Surgical 
"Wards have been very attentive to the patients. 

The case Books and Register have been upon the whole well 
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kept, and the cases very fairly reported. The only deficiency this year 
is in the quality of the observations on the cases. 

" The Surgical Wards have afforded during this session a very 
fair field for eflFective teaching, as there has been great variety of 
Diseases under treatment (as shown by Appendix A) and the o^evdr 
tions have been more numerous than during past years.

6 have been recorded. The course is intended only for senior Medical 
Apprentices about to leave College, but it has this year been attended 

most regularly by all the senior Native Pupils as volunteers. The ex- 
{Lminations of the Natives in Jurisprudence have not been registered, 
but they have been very satisfactory. 

" Although the supervision of this Class was voluntarily under- 
taken, audit has always been a source of much pleasure to me, lam 
compelled by the multifarious duties in which I am engaged to re- 
quest the Council will be good enough to endeavour to make some 
arrangement by which I may be relieved of its charge."

Military Surgery. l^as been delivered this session for the first time 

and was extended by the Senior Medical Appren- 
tices and Native Medical Pupils* 58 lectures have been delivered and 15 
examinations held ; making a total of 73 hours devoted to this branch. 
All the subjects noted in the Syllabus Have been fully entered 
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into. All the lectures are made up of matters the greater part of 
which are either not given, or are merely touched on in the course of 
Practical Surgery, so that the course is in every respect of considera- 
ble advantage to the Students. 

The Surgical operations on the dead body have this year been 
conducted by the senior Students with more than usual reference to 
Military Surgery, and are, therefore, mentioned in this report, instead 
of as formerly in the report in Clinical Surgery. The list of these 
operations by the Students is given in Appendix B. 

" The want of a manual for this class has rendered the teaching of 
it more laborious than it would otherwise have been ; an inspection of 
the Syllabus which was compiled for this course will shew that no 
European work yet published is sulBSciently extensive in its embrace 
ot subjects to meet the requirements of a Military Surgery Class in 
this country ; soine little progress, however, has already been 'made 
in compiling a manual, which it iti hoped may in some measure supply 
the deficiency."

" The general conduct of the Students has been good, and with 
the exception of the Junior of the two Classes of Natives who have 
for the most part disappointed me, their progress in their studies has 
been on the whole very satisfactory, particularly as regards the 
Apprentices. 

" The Stipendiaries, Lane, and Private Students in my Class got 
on well, and their conduct was praiseworthy. 

" The prize in the Class of Theory and Practice of Medicine has 
been awarded to Medical Apprentice R. T. Lyons. 

" I recommend that an Extra prize may be given to Medical Ap- 
prentice J. V. Duckworth, as he is equal in his general standing in the 
class with Lyons, and for sometime past has been at its head. 

" The number of Medical Patients attended by the Clinical Stu- 
dents in the Wards of the General Hospital during the year ending 
30th April is 1147. 

" The Students in Clinical Medicine have been as a body very 
attentive to their duties in Hospital, and I believe have fairly profited 
their opportunities/^

The Library which is annexed to the Col- 
lege has been increased during the year by 
148 Volumes, the space allotted to it is much too tonfined for the pro- 
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per custody and useful arrangement of the books, in as much as a larg3 
proportion of them are placed in double rows one behind the other. 

Inconsequence of insuflScient accommodation it was found necessa- 
ry that the valuable Library of the Medical Society should be trans- 
ferred to the Medical Board Office. 

The Council have appointed a Sub Committee to draw up a Ca- 
talogue raisonnee of the Books now in the Library. A printed Cata- 
logue will enable the Professors and Students to avail themselves of 
the Library more fully, and to fill up deficiencies in a more methodi- 
cal manner than could otherwise be done.

xpenseso o g . Tabular statement of the expenses of the Col- 
lege is given ; there is an increase of 423 Rupees in the total amount 
this year compared with the last. This arises from the circumstance of 
including in the expenditure the cost of the Indian supplies in the va- 
rious departments of instruction, which has not hitherto been custo- 
mary, and the addition arising from the salary of an Assistant in the 
department of Botany, who was added to the Establishment of the 
College in December last. 

The average monthly expenses of the College including the sala- 
ries of the Professors, Assistants, Servants, and Contingent expenses, 
exclusive of supplies from England, amounts to Rupees 1734. 4. 2. 

The Council have now the satisfaction of 
Col^ge^oTS^^^ ^^""^ announcing that this College has at length 

received the recognition of the Royal College 
Surgeons of London as one of the Colonial schools of Medicine and 
Surgery, and upon this ground application has been made through 
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Oovenmient to the Honorable the Court of Directors requesting that 
the recognition of the Colleges of Surgeons of Edinburgh, Dublin, Glas- 
gow and Aberdeen may also be obtained. Several students of the 
College have already distinguished themselves at the Medical schools 
of Great Britain, obtained Diplomas, and even appointments in the 
service, and it is to be hoped that their example may be followed by 
others. 



J. Kellie Esq. President Medical College Council, having pre* 
sented the Candidates to his Lordship, said, 

" It now becomes my pleasing duty to present to your Lordship 
these two Native students, Mootoosamy Moodelliar and Kanagaroyen, 
with the view of their receiving at your hands the Diploma of Native 
Surgeons. 

"These young men have been more or less under professional tui- 
tion for 14 years and have during that time received at this College 
instruction in every branch of Medical science; of the extent of their 
professional acquirements it is not my province here to speak, and it 
will be sufficient for me to say that after undergoing a most searching 
examination by the Examiners appointed by Government they pass- 
ed through the ordeal with much credit, and have been pronounced 
by them fully entitled to the higher honors which this College can 
bestow." 

J. B. Preston Esq. Physician General, addressed his Lordship 
to the following effect. 

"My Lord. 

" The Annual Report of the Medical College having been read, I 
shall with your permission offer a few remarks as Government Exa- 
mmer relating to the result of the duty with which I was entrusted, and 
which, as your Lordship is aware, involves very great responsibility. 

" In ascertaining the qualifications of the candidates, both Civil 
and Military, my difficulties were lessened by having associated with 
me Mr. Richmond, Superintending Surgeon, and Dr.Mackenna, Garrison 
Surgeon, as Assessors, and by the willing aid of all the Professors, of 
whose scientific acquirements your Lordship and the Government are 
fully aware. Their able assistance I cordially acknowledge.

9. The annual examination of the entire College was conducted on 
this occasion by a Committee of Medical Officers unconnected with the 
College, the Inspector General of Hospitals being President, and Messrs. 
Sanderson and Porteous, and Dr. Mudge, Members of the Committee* 
For some years past the annual examinations of candidates for diplo- 
mas had been conducted by a single examiner with three assessors, and 
the final examination of military students by a separate committee of 
two examiners ; but considering the number of subjects embraced in 
the college course, I was led to question the expediency of continuing 
this arrangement, and came to the conclusion that it would be prefer- 
able that the entire examination, both of candidates for diplomas and of 
military students, should be conducted by a single Board of Examiners. 

3. In addition to the final examination of candidates for diplo- 
mas and for admission into the military medical service, the duty of 
examining and reporting on the junior classes was entrusted to this 
board, who were requested to furnish me with a full report on the 
examination, stating their opinion of the progress made by the students 
in the several classes, and in several subjects of instruction, together with 

any remark on the course of instruction or on any other points which 

the results of the examination might suggest.*' 

A 
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4. I was induced to call for this Report with the view of obtaining 
the independent opinion of medical officers of experience on several 
points on which material difference of opinion had prevailed among the 
Professors, and especially on one point on which conflicting opinions 
had been recorded by the College Council in the course of the past 
year. I refer to the proposal made by the Medical Board to the effect 
that in the case of native pupils the number of subjects of instruction

5. Two Second Dressers, F. Appavoo and M. Juggernad, presented

& Of the two first named candidates, only one, F. Appavoo, pass- 
ed ; the other was rejected as not having attained the prescribed standard. 

7. Of the other three Second Dressers and of the two Stipendiary 
Students the Committee report most favorably. The three former are 
stated to have passed a highly creditable examination in each of the sub- 
jects named, and the Committee were highly gratified with the facility, 
readiness, and accuracy with which they answered, shewing clearly their 
thorough acquaintance with the subjects. The Committee remark that 
these three candidates showed every indication of having received a good 
preliminary educatioji. 

8. The attainments of T. Anthony, Lane scholar, and of private 
student, J. Bilderbeck, are also favorably noticed. 

9. Seventeen Medical Apprentices and four medical pupils were 
examined for admission to the respective grades of Assistant Apothecary 
and 2nd Dresser. Twelve of the former, the Committee state, came up 
to the standard expected of them, and the Committee draw particular 
attention to the attainments of J. Green, W. Kamey, E. A. Morris, 
H. Staggs, and H. J. Scott. Five failed to reach the prescribed stand- 
ard, but being considered by the Committee to have attained a rudimen- 
tary professional education sufficient to make them, with hospital prac- 
tice, and experience, useful subordinates and equal to the position they 
are intended to occupy in the service, were recommended for admission. 

10. The four medical pupils were all passed as Second Dressers. 
Their attainments the Committee appear to have considered somewhat 
below the mark, with reference to their having received three years* 
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Collegiate instruction, but sufficient for the subordinate duties they aro 
destined to perform. 

11. The examination of the students and pupils above referred to 
was preceded by an examination of the entire College in classes, extend- 
ing over four days. This examination. I understand, was conducted 
principally by the Professors in the presence of the Committee, the Com- 
mittee occasionally putting questions, and generally superintending the 
course of examination. 

12. The examination of the classes is reported to have been gene- 
rally satisfactory, excepting that of the senior class in two subjects. Prac- 
tical Medicine and Chemistry. With the first of these subjects only a 

few of this class seemed to be well acquainted, and the answering on 
the whole was only tolerable." In the second, Chemistry, there was 
a complete failure,. which the Committee attribute to the method of 
examining adopted by the Professor of Chemistry, the students of this 
class, when subsequently examined separately by the Committee, having 
acquitted themselves more satisfactorily. 

13. The Committee conclude their report with some important 
suggestions with reference to the course of instruction and management 
of the College. 

14 They consider the course of study prescribed for the native 
medical pupils and medical apprentices unnecessarily high and unsuitable 
to their future position and prospects in the service. They observe that 
the pay which the subordinate grades of the medical service receive, and 
their prospects in the service, are not such as to satisfy and make contented 
men who acquire such an education and so large an amount of profes- 
sional qualifications ; that they are neither in position, pay, or general 
knowledge equal to a higher grade in the service, while in simply profes- 
sional attainments they are above their position and pay. 

15. Entertaining these views, the Committee recommend that the 
course of study of candidates for the situations of Assistant Apothecary 
and Second Dresser should in future be conducted on a more limited 
scale, and that with the view of encouraging the few students of the 
Eurasian class who may surpass their fellows and give promise of fitness 
for more important duties, appointments similar to those now held out to 
the native students, under the designation of native surgeoncies, should 
be thrown open to them, and that the College should be re-arranged, 
so as to provide for the instruction of two distinct classes of students, 
one to meet the wants of the military service, and the other embracing 
a larger or more intimate study of all the branches of study for those 
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who seek the more extended sphere and responsibilities conferred by the 
possession of the College diploma. 

16. The Committee finally recommend a complete re-organization 
of the governing body. " Each professor/' they observe, " acts inde- 
" pendently and according to his own zeal and industry, or as his own 

sense of duty prompts him." They accordingly suggest that the Coun- 
cil should be re-modelled, and that it should in future consist of three 
professors and three lay or non -professional members, with one of 
" the professors as Secretary, and a President invested with authority 
*' and influence/' 

17. The report of the Committee, which should have been sent to 
me direct, was by some mistake made over to the Secretary to the 
Medical College Council, and by him was laid before the Council. It« 
or rather a copy of it, for the original has been retained by the Council, 
was eventually forwarded to me with the Secretary's letter of the SOth 
April last, in which the Council comment at length on the report of the 
examiners, and especially on those parts of it which refer to the exami- 
nation of the 4th class in chemistry and to the proposed re-organi- 
zation of the governing body. They at the same time forwarded a 
letter from Professor Mayer, appealing against the strictures which he 
considers to have been passed upon his qualifications as a teacher by 
the examining committee. 

18. It is to be regretted, I think, that the Committee should have 
based upon the unsatisfactory result of the examination of the 
senior class, any remarks calculated to impugn Mr. Mayer's ability as 
a teacher of chemistry, inasmuch as the students of this class are 
shown to have acquitted themselves well when afterwards examined 
separately by the Committee. Of the method of examining adopted by 
Mr. Mayer the Committee were of course competent to form an opinion 
from what passed in the class room, and I presume that they had suf- 
ficient grounds for the remarks recorded by them on this point. 

19. The first of the two questions raised by the Committee at the 
conclusion of their report, viz., the expediency of curtailing the course 
of instruction in the case of military students, is one of considerable 
difficulty, and I am not at present prepared to ofi*er any definite opinion 
on the subject, for while there is no doubt considerable force in the 
arguments adduced by the Committee on the ground of the inappli- 
cability of much that is now taught in the College to the duties which 
commonly devolve on the medical subordinates when acting under the 
orders of European medical officers, it must be borne in mind that these 
persons are always liable to be employed on detached duty, and to be 
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entrusted with responsibilities, for the due discharge of which their 
professional education cannot be too complete. I have applied to the 
Committee for a more detailed statement of their views on the subject, and 
of the reasons for which in each of the several branches of instruction they 
consider that the course should be reduced. Without such a detailed 
statement of the reasons applicable to each branch of instructioni it is 
impossible to form a judgment on the general proposition. The matured 
views of the Committee, and also those of the College Council on the 
subject, shall be laid before Government before the commencement of 
the ensuing session. 

20. I fully concur with the Committee as to the necessity of some 
change in the constitution of the governing body. The present plan of 
the Council, consisting of the Professors with a President who, with the 
exception of his casting vote, has no greater power than any other mem« 
ber of the Council, and consequently cannot be deemed to be invested 
with any special responsibility for the eificient working of the College, 
appears to me to be unsatisfactory both in theory and in practice. The 
powerlessness of the President under the rules at present in force was 
singularly demonstrated on a recent occasion in connexion with the 
annual report of the Council which accompanies this letter. One of 
the profesors had entered in the extract from his report some remarks 
which appeared to me to be out of place, and the President having been 
informed of my opinion requested me to return the report, in order that 
the objectionable passage might be omitted. It was accordingly sent back 
and was re-circulated by the President with a minute suggesting the 
omission of the passage referred to, with his reasons for making the sug- 
gestion. When the report and minute were returned from circulation 
it appeared to the President that a majority of the Council were in favor 
of the proposed omission, and he accordingly instructed the Secretary 
to strike out the passage and to return the report to my office. The 
Secretary objected to take this course, on the ground that he was not 
satisfied that the majority were in favor of the President's proposal, and, 
on being again directed by the President to carry out his previous instruc- 
tions, denied the competency of the President to give him any orders 
whatever without the sanction of the collective Council. At a meeting 
subsequently held, at which the President's construction of the votes on 
the particular question at issue was pronounced to be correct, it was 
the unanimous decision of the Council (not of course including the 
President) that the Secretary was perfectly justified in the course taken 
by him, and that, beyond presiding at Meetings of the Council and 
giving a casting vote when necessary, the President had no authority 
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whatever. Under these circumstances, whatever may be determined as to 
the constitution of the Council, it is clearly necessary that the powers 
and responsibilities of the President should be more fully defined than 
they are under the existing rules* 

21. At both the other Presidencies the Medical Colleges are under 
the management of a single officer under the designation of principal, 
who, like the principals of other educational institutions, is responsible 
for the efficient working of the College. At Bombay, apparently, there 
is no Council. At Calcutta the professors form what is designated a 
consultative council, and it is the duty of the principal to consult this 
council with reference to any proposal involving a change in the pre- 

scribed course of instruction, or in the general management of the 
" College or Hospital,*' and the principal, when forwarding his own 
proposal, is required to forward also any resolution that may have 
been come to on the subject by the collective council. All notices, orders, 
&c., regarding the internal management of the College, are signed and 
issued by the principal, who corresponds in his own name with the 
Director of Public Instruction on all matters connected with the College. 

22. The arrangement proposed by the Committee of Examiners 
would vest the management of the College in a council of six, three of 
whom are not to be professors, with a president having authority and 
influence, assisted by a secretary. What degree of authority and in- 
fluence is to be assigned to the president the Committee do not define. 
The College Council not unnaturally object to the proposal, and especi- 
ally to that part of it which deprives three of the six professors of any 
voice in the management of the College. 

23. It appears to me, afier a careful consideration of the subject, 
that the rules for the management of the Calcutta College might with 
advantage be introduced at Madras. They secure to the president or 
principal that authority which is essential to the efficient discharge 
of the duties which ought, but which on the present system do not, 
devolve on the President of the Madras Medical College Council, and 
at the same time they secure to the professors the right of recording 
their views on every subject affecting the interests of the institution, 
or their respective branches of instruction. The adoption of these rules 
would not entail any of the ill effects which might possibly result from 
the entire abolition of the Council, or from depriving a section of the 
professors of all voice in the management of the College. The appoint- 
ment to the Council of one or more gentlemen not holding Professorships 
might be advantageous, and would not in any way interfere with the prac- 
tical working of the Calcutta system. 
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24. Both at Calcutta and at Bombay the principal holds one of 
the professorships^ and receives a separate salary as principal. At 
Bombay there has never been a secretary^ and I believe that when the 
rules now in force at Calcutta were introduced^ the appointment of 
secretary was abolished. I would stiongly recommend a similar ar- 
rangement here, on a vacancy occurring in the office of secretary. 
Under the plan I have suggested, the correspondence of the College 
would be conducted in the name of the principal, and I know of no part 
of the secretary's duties which would not more properly be performed 
by the head of the institution. It is very desirable, I think, that the 
principal should be a paid officer, and I would propose a salary of ru- 
pees 400 per mensem, the office being tenable in addition to any other 
presidency appointment* Pending the abolition of the secretaryship, 
the appointment of principal might be continued as that of president has 
been hitherto, as an unpaid office. 

25. I annex a draft of the Rules* which I propose to substitute

26. The Annual Report of the College Council calls for but little 
remark. The Professors of Anatomy and Chemistry advert to the cur- 
tailment of the session as having injuriously shortened the course of 
instruction. This appears to have been caused by a request which 
I made to the Council last year, that the termination of the session 
might be so arranged as to admit of my receiving their report early in 
May. To meet this arrangement the session was commenced a fortnight 
earlier than usual, but not it would appear sufficiently early to admit of 
the time taken from the latter part of the session being made up for at 
the commencement. It was left to the Council to settle the time for 
commencing, and it is to be regretted that an earlier date was not fixed 
on. The next session will commence on the 1st of August. 

S7. The progress of the native pupils appears to have been more 
satisfactory than during previous years. 

28. It has been usual to print the Annual Reports of the Medical 
College Council. That for 1855-56 was published as a selection from 
the Records of Government. On the present occasion the report of the 
Committee of Examiners should, I think, be published with it as an 
Appendix. I have, &c.

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Draft Rules for the Government of the Madras Medical College. 
1. The government of the Madras Medical College shall be vested 
in a principal, aided by a consultative council composed of all the 
professors and of any other members i^ho may be appointed by Oorern- 
ment, subject to the general control of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion. 

S. All correspondence on the business of the College shall be 
conducted by the principal, or by the secretary under the instructions 
and in the name of the principal. 

S. The principal shall convene a meeting of the council whenever 
he may think it expedient to do so, or whenever a requisition signed by 
three professors, and setting forth the question to be discussed, shall be 
made to him for this purpose. 

4. At meetings of the council the principal, or, in his absence, 
the senior professor present according to the date of appointment, shall 
take the chair. The chairman shall have a vote on all questions put to 
the meeting and, in the event of opinions being equally divided, shall 
have a second, or casting vote. 

5. Minutes of the proceedings of all such meetings shall be for- 
warded to the office of the Director of Public Instruction for record, or 
for such orders as may be necessary. 

6. Any proposal involving a change in the prescribed course of 
instruction or in the general management of the College, which the 
principal may desire to submit for the sanction of superior authority, 
shall be laid before a meeting of the council for discussion before being 
so submitted ; and the principal, when forwarding his own proposal, shall 
forward also any resolution which may have been passed on the subject 
by the meeting. 

7. All notices, orders, &c. relating to the delivery of lectures and 
other matters connected vnth the routine of the College shall be signed 
and issued by the principal, who shall exercise a general superintendence 
over the interior economy of the College, the supervision of the build- 
ing, museum and library.

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ANNUAL REPORT of the MADRAS MEDICAL 
COLLEGE, SESSION 1856^7. 



The present Session was opened on the 15th of August last by an 
address delivered by Professor J. E. Mayer. 

Change$ among the Profe$s&r9^ 

During the year several changes have taken place among the Pro- 
fessors. Mr. Blacklock, who had for the last five years gratuitously 
conducted the course on Medical Jurisprudence, finding his time did 
not admit of his continuing to do so, was permitted to resign this duty 
and was succeeded in the office by Dr. Urquhart, the Coroner of 
Madras, who was appointed professor of that branch of medicine on the 
15th January of the present year, also Mr. Shaw, the Professor of 
Midwifery and Diseases of the Eye, having proceeded to England on 
medical certificate. Dr. J, L. Paul was appointed to conduct these 
classes during his absence. 

Natural Philosophy. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Kellie it was proposed that a course of 
Lectures on Natural Philosophy should be delivered at the College, the 
council considering it desirable that the Students should have an 
opportunity of acquiring some knov9 ledge of that branch of natural 
science, not only as a part of a liberal education, tending to enlarge the 
mind, but as one of the collateral sciences which is most useful in ena- 
bling the students to understand the principles on which the human body 
is constructed. Dr. Yansomeren undertook the course, und the pro- 
posal having met with the approval of Government has been carried out. 
The latterpartof the course however, owing to Dr. Vansomeren's tem- 
porary indisposition in January last has been delivered by the Reverend 
Mr. Halley. The lectures were with the sanction of Government opened 
to the public by an admission fee of Rupees 10, Twenty tickets being 
issued. 

Native Assistant. 

Consequent on the late Native Assistant, P. S. Mootoosawmy 
Moodelliar, being appointed Native Surgeon, the post of Native Assis- 
tant became vacant and was obtained by concourse. 2nd Dresser Jug^ 
gematbum Naidoo being the successful candidate.

Stipendiary student, P. Rajaruthnum, has made indifferent pro- 
gress in -Chemistry, and Professor Mayer consequently considers him 
ineligible for advancement and recommends his being remanded. With 
this exception the conduct of the stipendiary, private, and Lane stu- 
dents has been very satisfactory and the progress made by them during 
the session equally so. 

Candidates for Stipendiary Studentships* 

Nine candidates appeared this session at the examination for sti* 
pendiary studentships, the three best qualified being selected to fill the 
existing vacancies. It was recommended however, that three more of 
the nine, who were also found to be qualified, should be permitted to 
attend the lectures pending other vacaacies taking place. 
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Two of the lads declined attending College, being unable to do so 
without pay, and from inability to purchase the necessary text books ; 
the third on the list who availed himself of the offered' advantage conse- 
quently succeeded to a vacancy occasioned by the death of stipendiary 
student A, Vencatasawmy Naidoo. 

The following seven stipendiary st^ents having made creditable 
progress are recommended for advancement as follow : —

Native Medical Pupils. 
Although the difficulty of finding Native lads sufficiently qualified 
to fill the situation of Native medical pupil still continues to a great 
extent, the measures adopted for affording them preliminary education 
have met with considerable success. 

Out of 19 pupils who were remanded for three months further 
study at the normal school, 16 came up to the standard required by the 
Order of Government, the remaining 4 being sent back for further study. 
Of 17 who were examined in August last, 8 were foimd qualified. 
At the suggestion of the President in which the Council concurred, a 
certain number of pupils were by order of Government placed under 
Mr. Kellie for preliminary instruction at the Vepery dispensary previ- 
ous to commencing their studies at the College. By the report received 
from Dr. Maclean, who had repeatedly examined the Vepery Dispensary 
class at the request of Mr. Kellie, vide Appendix No. 14, it will be 
seen, that these young native pupils " read English with tolerable flu- 
ency, understand what they read very well, and can give the meaning of 
the most difficult words ; they have also a fair knowledge of elementary 
professional matters, such as technical terms, names and properties of 
medicines, modes of compounding, reading of prescriptions ; some in- 
struction has also been given in hospital duties. In short by the system 
of training pursued here, ground has been broken, rough obstacles have 
been cleared away, and the minds of these lads have been prepared in 
some degree to receive seed and to turn it to good account.*' 

Owing to the urgent demand by the exigencies of the service for 
8nd dressers and the difficulty of teaching the native lads several of the 
branches of medical education taught in the College ; the curriculum 
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of study for natives has, by a recent Order of Government, been consi- 
derably modified. As a temporary measure, and in order that they 
might give their undivided attention to subjects of practical importance, 
it was ruled not to be imperative for them to attend the lectures of 
Chemistry, Botany, Medical Jurisprudence, and Military Surgery. 

About the middle of the session, owing to an urgent demand for 
Snd dressers, by the Order of Oovemment 10 of the best of the senior 
class of Native pupils were selected and appointed to act in that capacity, 
and it was ordered by His Excellency the Commander in Chief that they 
should be promoted to that grade on their being reported qualified as 
such by the medical officers under whom they were appointed to serve* 

Extract from the report of the Professor of Anatomy. 

The course included sixty-eight lectures and nineteen examinations, 
forming a total of eighty-seven. 

The session has this year been most seriously curtailed and injuri- 
ously withal, it is impossible for one lecturing but thrice a week to deli- 
ver a course of a hundred lectiires in seven months and a half, with 
Christmas and other holidays intervening and reducing still more the 
number of available days ; and I beg to urge, that the ensuing session 
should commence on the 1st August, and^ not close till the 8th April 
following. 

In my reports of last year, and the year preceding also, I was com- 
pelled to complain of the want of room, the same complaint must be 
urged again, I regret to say ; in three important respects is improvement 
called for under this head, the anatomical theatre requires enlargement^ 
the dissecting room should be furnished with a verandah, and the profes- 
sor provided with a private room. 

Eighty-two anatomical demonstrations were given to the junior 
class by my assistant during the session, and six to the I^ative medical 
pupils of the 2nd class. 

The arrival of a large number of Wilson's Anatomist's vade meeum 
before the commencement of the session enabled me to furnish the stu- 
dents with certainly the best text book in our language, and has rendered 
me material assistance in the instruction of my classes; 

The conduct of my assistant and prosector has been goodt 
Extract from the report of the Professor of Physiology. 

Owing to the curtailment of this session principally, the number 
of lectures in the course have amounted to only sixty-five, and the exa- 
minations have numbered eighteen, being eighty^three in all. The course 
has, in consequence, been very incomplete, and did not include any lec^ 
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tures on the functions subnervient to tlie continuance of the species^ 
the adaptation of thoae to the physical laws of the world, and on death. 
It is scarcely necessary to urge that future sessions should not be simi- 
larly pared away ; at least 8 full months and 10 days should be allowed 
for this important course of instruction. 

The proficiency of the class of medical apprentices generally is 
not of a high order, the first 10 or 12 have made good progress and of this 
number Callaghan and Connagasawmy deserve special commendation^ 
and Soomasoondrum merits notice. Of the Native medical pupils 
Zachariah and Francis alone have really profited fairly by the coursCf 
the rest know very little of physiology. 

A large and most valuable collection of microscopic objects has 
been lately added to the department of the museum, and will prove of 
great assistance in subsequent courses. They embrace sections of bones 
and other structures of the human body, and will do more towards familiar- 
ising our students with the minute anatomy of the textures than fifty 
lectures upon the subject. 

Extract from the report of the Profestor of Chemistry. 
From alterations in the periods of commencing and ending this 
session, it has been an unusually short one, nevertheless, in consequence 
of extra lectures, the ordinary number has been very nearly maintained, 
thus there have been 108 lectures and 16 examinations given to the 
class of Inorganic Chemistry, while to the Organic class there have been 
65 lectures and 7 examinations given. 

The arrangements for tuition have not differed materially from those 
heretofore adopted ; they have consisted not merely in oral instructions 
and explanation, but In constantly bringing home to theminds of the stu- 
dents, every thing so taught by experimental illustrations, specimens, and 
diagrams, by working out equations with symbols on a board in the class 
room, by demonstrating practically what had been thus worked out, and 
finally by causing them to explain the agencies by which the results ar- 
rived at had been brought about. The attention of the class has been 
kept up, by making it a constant practice to ask questions of any boy who 
appeared to be permitting his thoughts to wander from the subject un- 
der consideration. The students have sometimes been called on to ques- 
tion each other on those portions of study that had been gone over, this 
practice however was found not to be economical as to time, it has there* 
fore been seldom resorted to. 

The subjects treated of were heat, general principles of chemical 
philosophy, elementary bodies, both metallic and non-metalliC| and 
their more important compounds.

The laboratory practice has not been altogether satisfactory this year^ 
I think however it will be in my power in future to render this portion 
of chemical teaching more effective in so far as this can be possible with 
the present inadequate and insufficient accommodation. 

The lamentable want of accommodation for laboratary students 
and practice has for the last six years been annually brought to notice^ I 
nevertheless feel it my duty again to bring it forward, and with the 
greatest respect to press the subject on the consideration of authority. 
As a temporary measure I would strongly recommend that a portion of 
the verandah and general storeroom of the laboratory be enclosed aa 
a temporary student's laboratory. 

I continue to receive the most efficient aid from my assistant^ Mr, 
Oeorge Norton, in the various duties of the department 

Extract from the report of the Professor of Botany. 

Number of lectures delivered, 71 ; number of examinations, I£ ; 
number of excursions, 2. 

The teaching of a botanical class ought always to depend mainly 
upon the demonstration of living plants, and with this view, fresh speci- 
mens have been regularly procured, previous to the lecture, from the 
horticultural gardens or elsewhere. The series of diagrams have also 
been increased, chiefly by original drawings, and many interesting speci- 
mens from the various up-country exhibitions have been explained and 
submitted for the inspection of the class. My desire being to shew the 
practical advantages of Botany, and to demonstrate how this science 
may in many ways be made subservient to use in trade and com« 
meree. After grounding the pupils well in structural botany, I then 
proceeded to the consideration of the Linnsean and natural system of 
classification, and afterwards to that department which may be called 
Medical and Economical Botany. 

The conduct of this class has been good, and the intelligence and 
industry of the majority satisfactory. 

6. Marrow stands first, and deserves high approval. J Croker^ 
E. Canterbury, and T. £• Judge come next, and deserve conunendation. 

Every pupil was supplied with a copy of the class book of Pro- 
fessor Balfour of Edinburgh, the complete text book of a most success- 
ful teadier. 

F. Appavoo, botanical assistant, has made himself very useful 
both in instructing the 1st and 2nd year students, in the preservation of 
specimens, and in the arrangement of the raw products at the Ban«* 
quetting Hall (during my absence in Bunnah). He is now thoroughly 
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tFained in tbitf, and I would iDbmit (for the consideiation of my col- 
leagues) that it ia of great importance retaining his services at the 
collie. 

It was mentioned in last report that many yaluahle additions had 
been made to the museum, being duplicated from the exhibition of 
1855 ; these were vegetable substances used in the arts or domestic 
economy, which the living plants do not exhibit— other interesting 
specimens are expected from the exhibition now open, and we have 
reason to believe, that further contributions will come in from other 
quarters. Every corner in the present building is occupied, even to 
the passages, and it has become a question in what manner specimens 
can be stowed away so as to take up the smallest space, and yet give 
the largest amount of instruction and information. 

The botanical class attended the horticultural show and visited 
the exhibition, when opportunity was taken of explaining to a number 
of these students the arranged objects. This seems to be not one of 
the least important objects of these exhibitions, and it has always been 
my duty to encourage this taste as much as possible. 

Extract from the report of the Professer of Materia Medica. 

Number of lectures delivered, 91 ; number of examinations, 9. 
" The essential characters and native names of indeginous remedies 
have been carefully inculcated, as the increase of our knowledge in this 
direction appears to be every day more important, and it is through the 
instrumentality of our former students that we can best hope for its 
extension. 

" Royle's Manual of Materia Medica is the text book used in this 
class. Dr. Waring's Manual of Therapeutics is also of great service, and 
is frequently referred to, A cheap hand book of Indian Materia 
Medica is still much required. 

The conduct of the class has been generally good. A few idle 
and thoughtless ones have occasionally required reproof. 

Stipendiary student A. Vencatasawmy and medical apprentice 
J. A. Peters were carried off by sudden illness before the close of the 
session. The former was near the top of the class, and gave promise of 
future usefulness. 

The first year students (Native medical pupils) at the recom* 
mendation of the College Council were permitted to study Materia 
Medica instead of attending the preliminary course of Botany. This 
experiment was sanctioned in consequence of the pupils possessing a 
very imperfect knowledge of the English language, and the importance 
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of confining their attention to the more practical branches of medical 
study. Their progress with few exceptions has been good. I cannot 
but regret that these pupils had not the advantage of previously 
receiving elementary instruction in Botany. 

Snd Dresser F. Appavooi who was last year appointed assistant in 
the department, has done good service ; his knowledge of the diagrams 
and specimens, and his experience in teaching will render him a great 
assistance to my successor in this department. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Midwifery and 
Diseases of the Eye. 

During the Session 76 lectures on Midwifery and Diseases of Wo- 
menand Childreuiand S4 on Diseases of the Eye (including examinations), 
were delivered to the 4th and 3rd classes of apprentices and the Srd 
class of native pupils. 

The most deserving students in both subjects are Green and Kamey 
of the 4th9 Ruthnum and Manicum of the Srd class. 

The Clinical teaching at the Eye Infirmary and Lying in Hospital 
has been carried out in the same manner as in former years. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Surgery. 

The course on the principles and practice of Surgery has consisted 
of 57 lectures and 29 examinations, or 86 days in all. Ten of the ex-« 
aminations have been r^^tered. 

All the students of this class have made fair progress, and have 
conducted themselves very satisfactorily. The second year's native stu- 
dents, to whom this course has been their first in surgery, have evinced 
more knowledge of English than native students of their standing have 
done during the last five years, and have shewn more willingness to ascer- 
tain the meanings of technicalities prior to each lecture. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Clinical Surgery. 

The number of lectures has been S7, or 3 fewer than is given in an 
average of years. This deficiency is owing to the shortness of the 
session. Cases were written by the students, and very fair remarks 
were made by them on each case, about a third of these cases were read 
and commented on before the class. All the students who have attended 
the Civil Surgical Wards of the General Hospital during the last year 
have evinced good capacity for profiting by the practice, and have been 
regular in their attendance and attentive to the patients. The names 
and numbers of the cases treated by the apprentices and native medical 
pupils during Session 1856-57 are given in Appendix 15. 

There has been a very fair variety of Surgical cases in the Clinical 
Wards during the Session. On the 1st September last all the Military 

c 
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eaaet were transferred to Dr. Evans, as the Professor of Surgery had been 
appointed to the sole charge of the civil surgical division of the hospi- 
tal, which has always afforded the best field for surgical practice. This 
arrangement has of course considerably diminished the number of cases 
in the wards of the Professor of Surgery. The military cases, however, 
are not lost to the students by this arrangement, but are visited by them 
while they are in attendance on the medical cases in charge of the Pro- 
fessor of Medicine. Much of the falling off in the number of surgical 
patients in the General Hospital exhibited in this return, compared with 
those of the last few years, has been occasioned by the improved circum- 
stances of the poorer classes. Very few cases of abject misery and star- 
vation are now to be seen compared with what was but too common 
during the 3 previous years. Number of cases treated in the surgical

Stipendiary Student Ruthnum has exhibited a very remarkable facility 
in reporting and commenting upon cases. He brings out the appli- 
cation of surgical principles to practice in a manner which has not been 
equalled in this College during the four previous sessions, and which 
affords excellent proof of the advantages to be derived from a good 
preliminary education. A good deal of his superiority of course is 
owing to the fact of his having been a year longer at College than the 
generality of the students of Clinical Surgery. 

Stipendiary Student Manicumhas proved himself to be the second 
best surgical case writer. He is however decidedly inferior to Ruthnum 
in this very valuable accomplishment. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Military Surgery. 

" There were 4S lectures and 1 1 examinations, or 63 days in att 
Ten examinations were registered." 

" This class has profited considerably by the course, although, owing 
to the shortness of the session, the subjects in the last two pages of the 
Syllabus could not be gone into. Every student in this class i* 
worthy of commendation. 
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" The operations perfomed on the dead body by the members of 
this class are enumerated in Appendix No. 1. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Medicine and Clinical Medicine. 

To the students in this class 83 lectures were delivered, in- 
cluding examinations. The shortness of the session prevented a greater 
number being given.'* 

The progress generally of the students has been satisfactory and 
their conduct in the class room commendable. 

Extract from the Report of the Professor of Clinical Medicine. 
To the students in this class S5 lectures have been delivered.*' 
One thousand and eighty six medical cases (besides 170 surgical 
military,) have come under the observation of the students in Clinical 
Medicine in Hospital, between the 1st April 1856 and the Slst March 
1867.** 

The conduct of the lads in hospital, with one or two exceptions, 
has been highly praiseworthy, and it is impossible not to feel an interest 
in students whose general demeanour has been marked by so much pro- 
priety, and who to intelligence have added regularity and zeal in the 
performance of their duties, with kindness towards the sick. The spirit 
of the students was strikingly shewn in the instance of a recent sudden 
and alarming outbreak of cholera in the wing'of H. M. 43rd Regiment 
L. I. on its arrival at Madras, and when the hospital of that corps was 
crowded with the sick. Nothing could exceed the zeal and devotion of 
the students when their services were temporarily called for upon that 
occasion ; a fact which, I conceive, reflects credit not only upon them- 
selves, but upon the college where they were trained. 

Extract from the Report of the Professer of Medical Jurisprudence^ 

The course of Medical Jurisprudence has consisted of S3 lectures 
and 9 examinations by Dr. Blacklock, and 16 lectiures and 4 examin- 
ations by myself.'* 

The conduct of the pupils during the part of the session I have had 
charge of the class, has been most excellent, and their general industry 
and intelligence, has been in the highest degree satisfactory." 

Hitherto the annual examinations of the several classes attending 
College were conducted by the Professors of the Institution, and the 
examination for diploma and for the final examination of Military 
Students by an Examiner and two Assessors appointed by Oovemment, 
but on the present occasion, and at the suggestion of the Director of 
Public Instruction, all of the above duties have been made to devolve 
upon a Committee of Medical Officers unconnected with the CoUegCi and 
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nominated by him. The report has been submitted to Government 
through the Director of Public Instruction^ with such remarks as the 
Council feel called upon to make. 

Result of the final Examination. 
The annual examination commenced on the 1st April, and extended 
over a period of 1 1 days. In the Appendix will be found a statement of 
the result of the final examination — 1 S Medical Apprentices and 4 Native 
Medical Pupils have been passed by the Committee as Assistant Apo- 
thecaries and 2nd Dressers — 5 others of the former class, although found 
by the Committee not to have come up to the required standard in 
reference to the advantages afibrded them, are still considered sufiicient- 
ly educated to fill the subordinate situation alluded to and their promo- 
tion to that grade has been referred for the consideration of His Excel- 
lency the Conmiander in Chief.

Private Student J. Bilderbeck, Lane Scholar Y. Anthony, and 
Stipendiary Students Manicum and Ruthnum having completed 4 years' 
study at the College, appeared for their 1st examination, and they are 
reported by the Committee of Examiners as having also passed very 
creditably.

Chief to attend the College with the view of qualifying for the grade of 
Assistant Apothecary having appeared before the Committee to undergo 
the required examination, 2nd Dresser J. P. D'Silva has been reported 
qualified, and J. Isacke remanded for a further study of 4 months.

Library. 

The College Library has been increased this year by 124 volumes, 
a catalogue Raisonn6 of the books has been prepared, and is now nearly 
ready for distribution. 

A proposal for materially enlarging the library and rendering it 
more serviceable is under consideration. 

As mentioned in last year*s Report there is great want of room in 
the library, but a second tier of book shelves is now in the course of 
being made, which will add considerably to the present accommodation. 

The same measure has been adopted to give more room in the 
Museum. 

Anatomical and Pathological Museum* 
The Museum has received an addition of 51 Pathological Specimens 
since last Report. In Appendix, No. SI, will be found a list of donors 
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and the preparations contributed by each. Arrangements have been 
proposed for adding to the collection in the Natural History Depart- 
ment of the Museum, and the College Council trust that these will meet 
with the approval of authority. 

Expenses of the College^ 

In the Appendix to this Report a detailed Tabular Statement of the 
expenses of the Collie is given ; there is an increase of Rupees 1S50-4-0 
in the total amount this year compared with the last. This arises from 
the cost of the Indian supplies in the various departments of instruc- 
tion, and the addition arising from the salary of a Professor of Medical 
Jurisprudence who was lately added to the establishment. 

The average monthly expenses of the college, including the salaries 
of the professors, assistants, servants, and contingent expenses, ex- 
clusive of supplies from England, amount to Rupees 1,772-15-10« 

Establishment of the Professors and Servants. 
The sta£f allowances of the professors, and the pay of the esta- 
blishment, has been transferred from the Military, to the Civil Depart- 
ment. 

Conduct of the Assistants. 
The conduct of the College Assistants has as usual been very 
satisfactoiy.

It will be seen from the tabular statement that the young men arc 
but very partially acquainted with vernacular languages. There is 
only one, 1 think, who could write a note in a vernacular. 

Several, I learnt, could formerly read and write tolerably well, but 
they have forgotten what they acquired in consequence of having 
relinquished the study of vernaculars. Had means been adopted to 
comhine instruction in one or more of the vernaculars with the other 
studies, even for a very brief space daily, many, if not all of the young 
men I examined, would have been in a very different state as regards 
their fitness to communicate with the natives of this country. 

I would suggest that an hour be set apart each day for the study and 
practice of vernacular languages in Tamil, Telugu, and Hindostani, and 
that efiorts be made to familiarize the students with the technical terms 
current among the people speaking each particular language connected 
with physiology, the materia medica, and therapeutic matters 
generally. The instruction should be thoroughly practical, such as 
relates to reading, writing, and speaking intelligibly,

Admitted on the evening of 11th September 1856, a young man 
with compound fracture of the lefl tibia and fibula at about two or three 
inches above the ankle, the bone being eicposed bare between the lips « 
of the wound in front of the limb. He has also a contused wound on 
the right temple, with an oedematous and livid state of the upper lid 
of the eye of the same side. States that the accident has occurred by a 
fall from the mast of the ship about fifty feet from the deck, that he had 
been thrown overboard, and that by the assistance of his comrades he 
had been conveyed back to the ship, where he had the limb set up 
and a draught of laudanum and wine administered to him by the sur- 
geon of the ship. He complains of pain in the wounded limb, and also 
in the lefl shoulder. Is incapable of opening the right eye, and the 
globe of the eye on examination was found to be perfectly clear and 
free from any mischief. 

The limb was set up by splints and bandages with dry lint dressing, 
and an adhesive strap was put over the small cut on the outer angle of 
the right eye to support the edges. 

I2th September — 16 ounces of blood were drawn from the arm last 
night, followed by a pill consisting of four grains of opium and one of tartar 
emetic. Complains of restlessness during the night Bowels confined. 
R : Oleum Ricini 1 oz.

The bowels were not freely m^ved by the oil. Skin very warm 
and dry.

— The stiffness of the jaws having increased last night, the 
patient was put upon Tincture of Canabis 1 dr. every hour from eight 
P.M. Pulse 104, soft, full and not irritable. Skin very cool and moist The 
patient cannot open his mouth in the least degree, and the back of the 
neck is rigid and painful. Complains of pain in swallowing. Face na- 
tural, pupils dilated. Is bent slightly back by spasms every few 
minutes.

A little while after spasms of both the upper and lower extremities 
came on and lasted for a short time. Pulse gradually sinking, the unhappy 
patient died about 20 minutes to 3 o*clock morning.

The case under our present consideration is one- of compound frac- 
ture in which a portion of the tibia is seen protruding through a gaping^ 
wound. The accident is one of a serious nature, the patient being almost 
placed at the very eve of his life, as might be inferred from the immense 
height from which he was precipitated, the different parts of the ship 
machinery against which he had to be jammed, and what is more, the 
immense sea around him. If he had escaped injury in the ship, he had 
the sea to contend with, and the case would have become complicated 
with symptoms of drowning. However he was soon helped out of the 
latter difficulty, so that the pernicious effects of salt water were not 
superadded to the miseries of fracture. He has been sent to the hos- 
pital in a much better state than could have been expected, the limb 
being properly and nicely set up. There was severe ecchymosis of the 
eyelid from extravasated blood, and effusion from the dilated capillaries, 
causing ptosis, and the orbicularis muscle is rendered inactive from dis* 
tension and from the pressure of the effused contents, as an effect of 
which, the individual is incapable of opening his right eye till yester- 
day morning, when he could expose only a portion of the eyeball. The 
globe on examination was found perfectly safe, and here the patient had 
the risk of suffering from inflammation of the eye and its attendant 
evils, had the injury been penetrating, thereby adding the misfortune 
of impaired vision to the misenes of a distorted limb. There was a 
great puffiness of the integument of the right temporal region, and here 
again the weakest part of the skull was on the point of being smashed, 
and the fractured part acting as a foreign body would have irritated the 
soft texture of the cerebral mass and lighted up the symptoms of com- 
pression, under which the patient might sink. But as the mind of the 
patient remained perfectly clear throughout, the absence of any injury 
to the brain was at once, but not necessarily, inferred. Setting aside 
the great dangers of these accidents, the shock from the high fall would 
by itself have been sufficient to occasion concussion, and when the 
patient was brought to the hospital, he was in the transition stage, that 
is, a short interval preceding the re-action, when a mixture of the 
symptoms of depression and reaction are seen. He complained of 
feome pain in the left shoulder, but an examination of the part shewed 
no evidence of fracture of the clavicle or any of the prominent points 
of the bones of the shoulder joint, nor was there any detectable lesion of 
the integument. It is a mere injury to some of the muscular fibres. 
He was in a state of depression at the time of admission, skin being moist 
and cool and pulse small, but scarcely three hours have elapsed, when the 
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stage of re-action came on, as manifested* by quick and full pulse, hot 
skin, and great pain in the limb, calling for an immediate relief by 
depletion, and accordingly 16 ounces of blood were drawn from the 
arm, by which the volume of the circulating fluid is diminished, heart's 
action lessened in strength and frequency, and tendency to inflammation is 
thereby checked. The depressing influence of venesection was kept up 
by a pill consisting of four grains of opium and one of tartar emetic 
administered inmediately after the operation. The subject being young, 
plethoric, and of a sanguine temperament, the re-action if left to run its 
course would have caused serious inflammation and endangered the 
patient's life. The clot was firm and not very hufiy, and imbedded in a 
large quantity of serum^ shewing that the inflammatory action had just 
then commenced, and had not run on to any great extent. On the morn- 
ing of 12th, bowels being found confined, an opening medicine had 
been given to remove irritating matters from the intestines, matters which 
would only add fuel to the flame of re-action, and congee diet was ordered 
both as an antiphlogistic regimen and also in connection with pain in 
the jaws, whch the patient complained of while chewing bread. As no 
free purgation was procured from the oil, and the symptoms of re-action 
still persisting, the patient was put upon compound saline mixture next, 
by which the excitement was intended to be reduced by free evacuation. 
This plan had the desired effect by the evening of the 14th September. 
Although the symptoms of re-action have been greatly subdued, a jerking 
pulse and a warmth of skin characteristic of ferer still continues to last, 
but in a much lower degree. With regard to the eye, the depressing 
measures pursued have been sufficient to prevent any bad action being 
set up, and consequently the extravasated matters are gradually absorbed 
away, as indicated by the subsidence of the swelling. Any lesion which 
the eye ball might have suffered would be by this plan entirely corrected. 
The limb supported in a cradle is prevented from starting, and the 
elevated position of it is calculated to prevent the determination of blood 
to the seat of accident, and up to this time no spasms have occurred, which 
would have aggravated the suffering and rendered the treatment trouble- 
some. The horizontal position should not be recommended for any 
length of time, especially as the patient is reduced by antiphlogistics, 
lest the lungs be insidiously implicated by congestion and oedema, so 
that at a future convenient time the patient should be made to sit up 
frequently, or if this cannot be done, stimulants would be necessary* 
This remark applies more to the weak and the infirm. The subject 
being full and sanguine, the depurating organs have a tendency to be- 
come sluggish, which should be guarded against, nor should the weaken- 
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ing measure be carried too far, lest the patient*s vitality be depressed 
and a feeble union only of the fractured ends procured. The site of 
injury is not one which would render our prognosis unfavorable, as acci- 
dents near knee-joint, for example ; but however, the chance of success 
is less than in a case of simple fracture. Almost all the sjrmptoms of 
fracture can be elicited from the patient excepting spasm and shortening 
of the limb, should pain in the limb increase, leeching may be employed 
round about the part to procure capillary bleeding with considerable 
advantage. Fomentations are objectionable for fear that capillary en- 
gorgement be increased and suppurative exudation induced. If 
suppuration should occur the patient would be weakened, and conse- 
quently tonics and cordials would be subsequently necessary. Exfolia- 
tion may probably occur, which must be carefully lookedfor, and detached 
pieces of bone must be removed, for otherwise acting as foreign bodies, 
and therefore as so many sources of direct irritation, they prevent the 
effusion of callous lymph, which is so necessary for the repair of fracture. 
A generous diet will be subsequently necessary to furnish the requisite 
materials of repair. 

On the evening of the 16th September, while the limb is being 
dressed, the patient complained of stiffness of the jaws, and on examin- 
ation it was found that he could open his mouth only to a very slight 
degree indeed, and at 8 o'clock night, the stifihess and pain having 
extended to the back of the neck, the tincture of canabis was commenced 
as an antispasmodic, and continued till the following morning, when the 
difficulty of swallowing having increased, the medicine could not gain 
free access into the system. About 12 o'clock the patient's agony and 
the difficulty of breathing from spasm of the respiratory muscles, being 
aggravated by the attempt to exhibit medicine by the mouth, recourse 
was had to enemata. The injections were with difficulty thrown into the 
bowels, and even that but partially on account of the spasmodic contrac- 
tion of the muscular fibres. Although several enemata were repeatedly 
used, no impression could be made on the disease. The spasms conti- 
nued to rage unresisted, and the patient was deprived of almost all nutri- 
ment by the constirction of the muscles of deglutition. Frictions with 
solutions of opium were next employed largely, so as to relax the muscles 
both topically and generally by its absorption and conveyance to the 
irritable spinal centres. Even this failed. Almost all the inlets to medi- 
cine and nutriment being thus ocluded, the respiratory channels were 
next tried, and chloroform was introduced in large quantities as a 
relaxant, but the spasms grew as violent as the treatment was earnest, 
causing the greatest agony and restlessness, till at last all the prompt 
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measures failed, and the furious malady taking a rapid course ended in 
asphyxia, both from spasm of the muscles of respiration and effusion of 
mucus into the bronchial tubes, at about 3 o'clock morning. In the 
course of the disease, it is curious to observe that the extremities were 
perfectly free from spasms almost till the expiration of the patient's life. 

On the evening of the 18th September a post mortem examination 
of the limb showed an extensive extravasation of blood into the muscles 
from the ankle up to the knee, producing a very deep discoloration of 
the soft parts. The ends of the fractured bones were found to overlap 
each other, and the posterior tibial nerve was imbedded in a large mass 
of dark clot. It migbtbe easily imagined from this, that how great, persis- 
tant and unavoidable must the source of irritation be to the spinal nerves, 
when nothing more than the slightest scratch is enough to excite tetanic 
spasms. The lungs were highly congested, especially the right, but the 
abdominal viscera showed no vascular injection. On opening the integu- 
ment of the eyelid a gritty feel was perceived, evidently from the fracture 
of the orbital ridge. The fractured piece was next searched for, but on 
removing the calvarium and the brain, the roof of the orbit was perfectly 
smooth and natural. This accounts for the soundness of the patient's 
intellect during the whole period of the disease. But on continuing 
the dissection of the face, the zygoma was found perfectly safe, and the 
%hole of the outer rim of the orbit was found knocked down into the 
antrum of the superior maxilla. The outer part of the socket of the eye 
was filled vrith small dark clots. The eyeball was free from any injury.

No. 24. 
Fractura. 

Pauliam, at. 18, Pauper. Temperament nervous. 
Admitted 17th January 1857, with fracture in the neck of the 
humerus. Says that it was occasioned yesterday at 5 p. m. by a fall from 
a piall, of the height of four feet, while he was asleep. The shoulder 
ret^ns its rounded appearance, but swollen and a little depressed. The 
joint itself is very little moveable, and on any attempt at it the patient 
complains of severe pain. The pain is situated about the shoulder joint 
and extends downwards as far as the insertion of the deltoid, and up- 
wards along the spine of the scapula. Neither is the patient able to 
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raise the forearm at will, but does so mechanically by the assistance of 
the other hand. The axilla presents nothing abnormal. There is neither 
shortening nor mal-position of the arm. There is no evidence of fracture 
of the clavicle. Acromion is natural in its position, but rather promi- 
nent, crepitus about the surgical neck is distinctly heard by firmly hold- 
ing the joint with one hand and gently drawing the arm outwards by 
the other. The patient is rather of a spare habit. Bowels constipated 
for the last three days. Health good in other respects. 

The arm is suspended by a sling, and cold lotion applied to the part. 

Spoon diet. 

18th. — Swelling is somewhat increased, no change otherwise. 
To have Ivfiu : Senn<3e 4 oz. 
Mag : Sulph. 5 drs. 

Statinu 

Spoon diet, with two pints of rice and one pint of broth. 
Same dre^sing to be continued. 

19th. — Bowels- moved thrice yesterday. The swelling is little 
diminished, but the patient complains of having had no sleep last night 
from the severity of pain. 

Continue sling and cold lotion. Full diet. 

SOth. — The patient keeps the arm in such a way that the hand 
points forward. 

He was forced to bend the forearm on the chest, but on not doing 
so we were obliged to bend it and keep it in that position by a roller. 
Cold lotion continued. 
21st. — Swelling is diminishing. Slept very little last night 
To have Tinct : Opii. 2 drs. 
Aqua. 1 oz. 
H.S.S. 

Continue cold lotion and bandage. 
23rd. — The swelling is steadily going down. Pain not so severe as 
before. Has had sound sleep for the last two nights. No appearance of 
the formation of callus. 

Omit cold lotion. Put on a roller as before with a pad under the axilla. 
26th January. — There is little or no pain. Swelling has almost dis- 
appeared. Continue the dressing. 
28th. — Bone is good, position, no displacement, improving steadily. 
30th. — Absconded yesterday. 

Remarks, 

This is a case of simple fracture, there being no wound externally 
communicating with it. It is occasioned by the patient stretching forth 
his arm while he was falling from a height of four feet. This stretching 
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forth of the arm is only an instance of the acts instinctively performed 
by men for defence on such occasions. When the body is falling 
towards the ground the upper extremity being the heaviest part, the 
head is liable to come against it ; and by putting forth the arm he was 
saving one of the most important and vital organs, the brain, at the ex- 
pence of one which is comparatively of little consequence. The height 
from which the patient fell deserves some attention. It was four feet, 
and we know of persons jumping from a greater height than this with 
impunity. This is just because the weight of the body falls in a line 
which corresponds with the long axis of the resisting bones. But in 
the present case, the weight of the body fell at an angle oblique to the 
bone, hence it gave away. The particular part where the fracture oc- 
curred is, what is called the surgical neck. This may be accounted for 
by the way — that the weight came on the bone, if not by its structure, 
for the extremities of the shaft being the growing points lengthways, 
it is firmer in the centre but becomes weaker and weaker as we proceed 
towards the extremities. Under this circumstance if the bone had not 
given away, dislocation would have been the result. And if the bone 
had been sufficiently strong to resist the weight that fell upon it, the 
latter consequence would be inevitable. Hence it is that dislocations 
are so common among Europeans while fractures take their place among 
the Natives. 

There is no sign of fracture of the clavicle. Neither is there dis- 
location of the head of the humerus, for the essentials of that affection, 
such as tumour in the axilla and depression in the joint are absent. But 
the acromion is prominent, shoulder depressed and the joint immoveable* 
The prominence of the acromion is not unnatural, for the opposite side 
presents the same appearance, depending merely on emaciation. The 
depression of the shoulder is due to the reluctance of the patient to put 
the trapezius and supraspinatus into action for fear of pain, as to the 
immobility of the joint, it arises from other muscles being in the same 
state. Neither could we move the joint ; for when it is moved by the 
distal portion of the bone, the broken ends rub against each other and 
a great pain is complained of. As to the proximal portion of the bone 
we could not get a firm hold at it. Even if this were possible the 
movement will be somewhat obstructed, for there is a swelling round 
about the joint and the fractured part. This swelling is caused by 
vascular congestion as well as from the resulting effusion, such a state 
of immobility arising from pain and paralysis of the muscles seems to 
have a special object in cases of fracture, viz., to keep the broken bones 
in a proper position to bring about the union but the swelling itself 

H 
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tcrves to promote the formation of callus. This statement goes against 
the old view that callus is furnished only by the vessels connected with 
bones, which does not appear reasonable, for callus is nothing more 
than lymph when poured and the Ijrmph is same wherever it is effused, 
the particular organization impressed on it being dependant on the tissue 
with which it is in contact. So that if it be possible for callttstabe 
formed from lymph poured from the capillaries connected with bone 
and periosteum, we do not see why it is impossible when it is poured 
from tlie capiJlaries of the muscular and other tissues. In fact there 
must be sometbii^ more than periosteum and bone to bring about bony 
union in ft fractuied part, for in places which are almost subcutaneous 
bony union rarely takes place. Such is the case with patella and cranial 
bones. Besides the immobility of the shoulder joint from pain and 
swelling, the patient himself is not able to move his elbow joint ; but the 
joint itself is not affected, for we could move the joint though the patient 
is unable to do so. Tlie cause of this immobility arises either from a 
want of power in biceps or from pain produced by the ends of the bones 
being pressed against each other during its contraction. The vaiious 
facts hitherto mentioned show that neither the shoulder nor the elbow 
joint is affected. The true nature of the case is pointed out by the cre- 
pitus- heard about the neck of the humerus. This shows that there is 
fracture. However the absence of this is not an indication that there is 
BO fracture, for when there is much swelling it cannot be heard. Be- 
sides when there is much pain the process for hearing it is impractica- 
ble. Again when a fracture is oblique the broken ends slip one upon the 
other, unless they are brought in apposition, it cannot be heard. But 
here the crepitus was readily heard without anything being done pre- 
viously. Hence we see that the fracture is not oblique. This accounts 
also for the fact of there being no shortening in the limb. 

In the hands of some practitioners this is a fair case for leeches and 
fomentation, both of which are injurious, for by applying leeches we de- 
prive the patient of so much nutritive materials that the process of union 
becomes retarded. The object of leeching is to reduce the swelling but 
too much reduction is not favorable for it serves some particular purpose 
as was pointed above. Besides it serves mechanically to keep the ends 
of the bone in their place in the absence of splints. As to fomentation, 
it increases the swelling and makes the capillary distension so much 
worse that suppurative exudation may be the result. We require neither 
too much reduction nor too much swelling, hence the patient was put on 
senna draught, but as soon as the swelling was reduced a little he was 
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wiered full diet . The object of this is to supply materials for repait% 
Locally we have done nothing particular at first We simply put on 
cold lotion to constrict the capillaries and left the limb at rest. This is 
the suggestion of nature herself ; for fractured parts naturally become 
motionless either from muscles being paralysed or by their action being 
interfered with by pain. We never applied any splints, for there was so 
much swelling that they could do very little good. In fact splints are 
not necessary in this case, the weight of the arm assisted by the swell- 
ing being sufficient to keep the broken ends together. But for conve- 
nience sake the patient carries his arm backwards with his hand directed 
forwards. In this way the lower end of the bone is zdlowed to slip be- 
low the pectoral muscle. If union be allowed to take place in this state» 
k will make a bad arm ; if not, false joint will be formed. To prevent 
this we have placed the arm bent across the chest and retained it so by a 
bandage ; besides we supported the forearm by a sling to prevent oedema. 

All these conditions are calculated to secure the recovery of the 
patient, yet it is difficult at present to say what the termination will be. 
The habit of the patient being spare, one would suppose that the union 
will be protracted ; but it is curious to observe that among natives the 
reparative process is better carried on in thin than in stout persons. 
The age of the patient is quite favorable for it is eighteen when the con- 
structive operations cf the body are active. The situation of the fracture 
is not of any vital importance. But the only thing is, that if it be neg- 
lected, the joint may become fixed from effusion and the muscles may 
be rendered incapable of acting from a want of use. So that as soon as 
it is convenient the arm shall be put in motion, perhaps passive at first 
and then active. In conclusion there is nothing special to be taken no- 
tice of, the same plan of treatment being continued since the time we 
have made our remarks last However in the progress of the disease, a 
new symptom presented itself, viz., disturbed sleep at nights, against 
which it was necessary to guard in proper time. For it is during sleep 
that the formative processes of the body are carried on, and if this be 
wanting the union of the bone would be retarded. Hence it is that we 
have placed the patient under the influence of opium. This being done 
the patient went on steadily improving as it was pointed out in our 
prognosis. But unfortunately before we could trace the course of the 
disease to its very termination, the patient absconded.

Madras Medical College% 
Abstract SlatemanU of Military and Civil students attending the 
Madras Medical College, who received pay during the Session 1856-57* 
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Proceedings of a Committee of Examination of the Students of the Madras 
Medical CoUegCy as per Extract from Minutes of Consultation, 



The Committee was engaged on the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th April in 
examining the different classes. Commencing with the 4th or senior 
class (while the 3rd class was that day engaged in writing exercises). 
The Committee was gratified by the answers and apparent progress of 
the students of this, the senior class, with the exception of their replies 
on two branches of study. 1st, on practical medicine with which only a 
few of the class seemed to be well acquainted, and the answering on the 
whole was only tolerable. 

Sndly, On Chemistry — here the class seemed to the Committee to 
have signally failed, whether from the mode in which they were examin- 
ed by the Professor or from the cause assigned by him, that of their not 
having been instructed on this subject during the past session. Chemistry 
not being taught after the third year — this however, if the cause, went 
far to satisfy the Committee that there must be some defect as regards 
the degree or nature of that instruction which could be forgotten in so 
" short a period." On the after examination of the students of this class 
however, individually by the Committee, to pass them into the service, 
it was foimd that many of them were very much better informed on 
this subject than they appeared to be when examined in class by the 
Professor of Chemistry, whose method of questioning the lads was such 
perhaps as to cause hesitation, and make them appear to less advantage. 

2. On the other subjects of examination the class as a class 
answered satisfactorily — there were individualexceptions^ 
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President. 
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3. On the following day, 2nd Aprils the 3rd or second senior class 
was exanuned and acquitted itself generally on the several subjects of 
study very much to the satisfaction of the Committee, including the ex- 
amination on Organic Chemistry. The same remark is applicable to the 
2nd and Ist, or two junior classes relatively to the time they have been 
engaged in study. 

4. The written exercises of the different classes were very various, 
some being very good and highly creditable to the writers, while others 
were very indifferent, shewing generally in a very marked manner the 
want of a preliminary general education. 

5. The examination of the 4th class Medical Apprentices and 3rd 
class Medical Pupils individually, as to fitness for the service, occupied 
five and part of the sixth day. Of seventeen of the former twelve came 
up to the standard expected from them, in reference to the advantages 
they have had during four years of study at the College, of these the Com- 
mittee begs to particularize the names of J. Green, W. Kamey, E. A. 
Morris, H. Staggs, and H. J. Scott. Five were defective in reference 
to these advantages, and this standard, though the Committee is inclined 
to regard them as having attained a rudimentary professional education 
sufficient to make them, with hospital practice and experience, useful 
subordinates, and equal to the position they are intended to occupy in the 
service ; and therefore, though the Committee does not regard the five 
apprentices. Boon, Falloon, Flynn, Sausman, and Walker, qualified sa 
regards the standard adopted, it would respectfully refer the subject for 
the consideration of His Excellency the Commander in Chief as to 
whether these young men should not now be admitted into the service. 

6. The Committee has passed the four Medical Pupils for 2nd 
Dressers, though not satisfied with the standard of their attainments 
after three years* study, but with reference to the above remarks as to 
their fitness for the duties of the subordinate position they are to occupy 
in the service, regarding their short attainments as mainly arising from 
their previous imperfect education preventing their obtaining the full 
benefit of a professional system of tuition. 

7. With respect to the 2nd Dressers J. P. D'Silva and J. Isaacke, 
examined as candidates for the grade of Assistant Apothecary, the 
former answered very creditably and has been passed, the latter was defi- 
cient in his knowledge, but as he was allowed one year to study and he 
has only been eight months, the Committee beg to reconunend his being 
allowed to have the remaining four months to continue his studies. 

8. Two 2nd Dressers, F. Appavoo and M. Juggemad, were sub- 
jected to the final examination as candidates for the diploma, and after 
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a searching enquiry as to the amount of their knowledge on the 
appointed subjects, the former was considered qualified for it, although 
the Conmiittee was not well satisfied with the first operations he per- 
formed on the dead subject — he improved in those he last performed. The 
Committee regrets to report that Juggemad did not come up to the 
standard that would justify his being recommended for the diploma. 

9. On the three 2nd Dressers, Moideen SheriflP, M. lyasawmy, and 
J. Rajuntherum, candidates for the diploma of the College, the Com- 
mittee has the pleasure of reporting most favorably. They have passed 
a highly creditable examination in each of the subjects named for this 
the first examination for the diploma, and the Committee was highly 
gratified with the facility, readiness, and accuracy with which they 
answered, shewing clearly their thorough acquaintance with the subjects. 
It was remarked that these three Candidates gave every indication of 
their having received a good preliminary education. 

10. The two stipendiary students, T. Ruthnum and C. Manikum, 
passed very creditably on the subjects of first examination for diploma. 

11. The Committee has the pleasure to report most highly of 
T. Anthony, Lane Scholar, who was inferior to none in his answering, and 
here the Committee would again particularly remark on the advantages 
apparent in him as regards a previous English and classical education, 
his knowledge of English, his correctness of diction and pronunciation, 
stood out in favorable contrast with most of the other natives. 

12. Of the two private students, J. Bilderbeck and Janay Jahan 
Khan, the former acquitted himself very creditably, and has passed the 
first examination for the diploma. The Committee regrets that the 
latter entirely failed ; he was in no respect equal to the others, nor did he 
at all come up to the required standard as a candidate for a diploma. 

13. Having thus given a summary statement of the examinations, 
the Committee beg now, with reference to the letter to their address from 
the Director of Public Instruction under date the 14th Instant, to make 
a few remarks the result of the impression left on their minds by the 
examination of the College. 

14. The first point which attracted the attention of the Committee 
was the nature and extent of the professional education required as 
qualifying young men to be passed into the subordinate medical grades 
of the army, and the high standard aimed at. The Committee cannot 
think that this amount of professional acquirement is requisite, or that 
its attainment is subservient to the good of the service generally ; it is 
not necessary in the subordinate position its recipents are to fill 
generally in the service ; the pay they receive, and their prospects in the 
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service, are not such as to satisfy and make contented men who acquire 
such an education and so large an amount of professional qualification, 
they are neither in position, pay, or general knowledge, equal to a higher 
grade in the service, while in simply professional attainments they are 
above their position and pay. It therefore becomes a question whether 
the instruction at the College to these classes of students (Medical 
Apprentices and Native Medical Pupils for their respective grades) 
should be on a more limited scale — namely Medicine and Surgery, with 
ample Clinical instruction, Materia Medica and Pharmacy, Midwifery, 
diseases of the Eye, and Chemistry and Botany, so far as connected with 
Pharmacy and Materia Medica ; and all in relation to the position they 
are to hold in the service. There will always be a few students of 
superior intelligence and preliminary education who will surpass the 
rest, attract the notice of their teachers and superiors, and be fit sub- 
jects for the authorities to select from to fill, after further study, any 
independent or important charges the exigencies of the service may 
require. For this purpose they would respectfully recommend that the 
^diploma should be extended to such, and the position of Sub- Assistant 
Surgeon conferred on them ; thereby placing them on a similar footing 
with the Medical Pupil to whom the Native Surgeoncy is open. 

15. In reference to the above remarks the Committee would sug- 
gest that the College education should be so arranged as to oflTer two 
distinct courses of study — one, as above sketched, to meet the wants of 
the military service, the other embracing a longer or more intimate 
study of all the branches for those who seek the more extended sphere and 
responsibilities conferred by the possession of the College diploma. 

16. In the above remarks the Committee feel that they are running 
some risk in the present day, of incurring odium, as those who would retard 
the progress of education, but they hope their views will not be so 
interpreted, and indeed feel some confidence that they will not in the only 
quarter from which they respect criticism, but they have a duty to fulfil 
and would be culpable should they shrink from it. 

17. The Committee would also beg with all due deference to re- 
mark that the organization of the College itself appears to them defec- 
tive ; each professor acts independently, according to his own zeal and 
industry or as his own sense of duty prompts him. The Council should 
not be confined to the professsors alone, but have an equal number of 
lay (or non-professor) members, say three of each, with one of the 
Professors as secretary, and a president invested with authority and 
influence. 
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18. The Committee in conclusion beg to append a Report from 
the Professor of Vernacular Languages, which meets with their entire 
approval.

To THE DIRECTOR of PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, 

Madras. 

Sir, 

Agreeably to the request contained in their letter of date the 17th 
ultimo, the College Council have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of the proceedings of the Committee of examination of students of the 
Medical College. The unusual tenor of this report has awakened in the 
minds of the College Council deep regret, not unmingled with surprise. 
Before giving expression to these feelings, the Council are desirous 
of stating, that they scarcely know how to deal with the Report under 
consideration, as they are unacquainted with the contents of the letter 
you addressed to the Committee, and by which they state they have been 
guided. If the Committee of Examination have not exceeded the 
powers confided to them, they have been virtually constituted the 
supervising authorities of the College, for not only have they spoken of 
the attainments of the students (their right to do so which is not question- 
ed) but they have pronounced upon those of the Professors, in so far 
as their capabilities of teaching are concerned, and have gone so far as to 
make the deficiencies of the students chargeable on their teachers 
(at least in one instance) ; and 2ndly, they have proposed to remodel the 
Council, by substituting three lay members in the room of three of the 
professors. Thus those men who have labored so zealously as teachers, 
and whose labours have conferred a name and character on the Madras 
Medical College which have confessedly rendered it second to none in 
India, are pronounced to be incompetent to conduct the affairs of that 
Institution any longer — its whole future management (the president not 
being a teacher) is to be taken out of their hands, and is to be con- 
fided to those who neither have nor are in future to assist in preserv- 
ing or furthering its reputation ; while those who are expected to do 
both, are virtually degraded and reduced to a subordinate position. 
These propositions are the more striking, as, while the chairs at the 
council table of three of the professors are to be appropriated to new 
men, there is manifestly no intention that these gentlemen should 
perform professional duties. 
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Extraordinary changes are generally prefaced by a statement of the 
reasons which have led to their being considered necessary, failures, 
omissions, or shortcomings are prominently set forth, but in this case 
neither failures, nor omissions, nor shortcomings are charged against 
those whom it is suddenly proposed to place in the position of cyphers 
at their own council table. On the contrary, excepting the singular 
complaints made against the Professors of Chemistry, the general tenor 
of the report tends to shew, that the teachers do more than is required. 
With reference to the complaints mentioned, nothing is more simple 
than to shew how entirely groundless they are. The subject given for 
examination was Nitrogen — this is an elementary body, belonging t3 
the division of Inorganic Chemistry, in which, as the curriculum will 
prove to any one, only the 1st year's boys are instructed, the 2nd year's 
boys are instructed in Organic Chemistry, the 3rd year's boys have no 
Chemistry, and the 4th year's boys have only laboratory practice ; it 
therefore follows, that the 4th year's boys had received no instruction in 
the subject on which they were examined during the long term of threb 
years, and not one, as stated by the Committee, yet upon this miscon- 
ception of fact, they proceed to reflect on the Instructor of the class as 
follows this however, if the cause, went far to satisfy the Committee, 
" that there must be some defect as regards the degree or nature of that 
" instruction which could be forgotten in so short a period," and, what 
is altogether unaccountable, they allow this passage to stand, although 
the following sentence vitiates it m totOy inasmuchasit states, that many 
of these lads were found to be much better informed when examined 
individually, than when examined by the Professor, to whose method 
of questioning^' they attribute the hesitation of the boys, and their 
appearing to disadvantage. Did it not occur to the Committee, 
that if this were the true reason, the same method of question^ 
ing'' would have prevented the 2nd year's boys when examined in 
Chemistry from appearing to advantage, which it is admitted that 
this class did in the highest degree — the College Council submit, 
that it is much more likely that three consecutive examinations with- 
out any interval for recollection, or for re-directing their ideas, added 
to the long term (as above shewn) during which these boys had received 
no instruction, caused their apparent deficiency at the time of examina- 
tion, than that such deficiency proceeded from the instructor's "method of 
questioning." 

The Committee of Examiners appear to assume that each Professor 
is responsible for every faulty answer given by any of his pupils perfect- 
ly irrespective of the cause of such faulty answers. The Council cannot 
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admit any such doctrine. Individuals fail far more frequently from inat- 
tention on their own parts, and from the want of study while in atten- 
dance u^on lectures, than from dereliction of duty on the part of the 
teacher. 

It has already been remarked, that neither failures, nor omissions, 
nor shortcomings have been charged against those whom it is proposed 
to exclude from the management of the College ; the only ground on 
which the proposed changes are advocated is^ that the organization of 
the college appears to be defective, each professor acts independently, 
and according to his own zeal and industry, or as his own sense of duty 
" prompts him/* Before making this statement, it is to be regretted 
that the Committee of Examiners did not make some enquiry; 
as they would thereby have been saved from making assertions 
which are signally incorrect. 1st, each professor acts independently 
only while teaching in his own class room ; surely it cannot be 
proposed to interfere with this independence ? and if not with this, 
what else is there to interfere with? The number of lectures to be 
given is not now even at the option of the whole Council, for since 
the recognition of the Royal College of Surgeons, each professor is 
compelled to deliver the number set down in their regulations, other- 
wise the certificates of the College could not be received. Again, 
there is no independence in the hours of attendance, for these are arrang- 
ed for each teacher by the whole Council, nor is it even correct to say, 
that the teacher is altogether independent even in his own class room, 
for he must give so many examinations, independent of his lectures, and 
whatever may be done in the class room, no individual teacher, without 
appealing to the Council, can do more than put a student down two or 
three places. What then does this assertion mean, it must be left for the 
Committee of Examiners to explain, as the College Council are quite 
unable to do so. Of the organization of the College it is easy to say it is 
defective, but where is the proof ? none has been brought forward. 

The Council is now constituted nearly as decreed by Government at 
the period when the College was established, except that it has been con- 
sidered objectionable that the Superintending Surgeon should be its 
President, as the freedom necessary to the exercise of deliberative func- 
tions would be destroyed, and it is no longer under the supervision of 
the Medical Board ; it has by these changes certainly not become less 
capable of performing all the duties required of it, yet now it is suddenly 
pronounced to be faulty and incompetent, and requires to be remodelled ; 
but it must be remembered, that it has grown and prospered under this 
9ame faulty and incompetent organization. The College Council have 
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neither patronage, nor property, nor funds of anj kind at their disposal, 
to abuse or mismanage, they have no private views or interests except 
for the good of the College. There can therefore under these heads be 
no grounds for distrust or for want of confidence. They have done that 
which they were appointed by Government to do, according to the opi- 
nion of the Committee, too well. What then are the grounds on which 
such radical changes are proposed ? it must be admitted that they are 
difficult to discover. 

The College Council are aware that some gentlemen, who have had 
no experience whatever as teacheis, indulge in the idea that they can 
beneficially direct and guide those who not only have had considerable 
experience as teachers, but who have carefully studied the most approved 
method of teaching, and who have been pronounced (not by gentlemen * 
who never taught) but by those who are acknowledged to be models in 
the art of conveying and imparting knowledge, as peculiarly fitted to be 
teachers. Now ideas of this kind, though strongly advocated by indi- 
viduals, will not bear one moment's scrutiny, as they are founded on the 
converse of all experience and may be regarded as peculiar individual 
opinions. 

Extraordinary as this must appear, it is the sober and bond fide state- 
ment of what is at this moment practically acted on and put forth, though 
of course not in the exact order of dependence shewn above, but stripped 
of the Co'pia Verborum by which the propositions are shrouded, this is 
really what is asserted. 

The College Council are further aware that the opinion that there 
should be no Council for the College, has been lately put forth, and that 
the whole management should be vested in one individual. Now inde- 
pendent of all the reasons before stated, and the absence of any special 
qualifications for so serious a responsibility, it must be borne in mind 
that even the authority of a President, who was at the same time Super- 
intending Surgeon, was determined by the highest authorities to be in- 
compatible with the necessary freedom of a deliberative body, which 
Government has from the outset determined that the College Council 
should be; this determination has on more than one occasion been 
reiterated ; from all this it is abundantly evident that those who put forth 
the idea referred to, have very imperfectly studied the ground before 
them, since the constitution of the College has been entirely overlooked^ 
and with it the orders and intentions of Government. In like manner, 
the Committee of Examiners recommend, in the face of a late order 
from the Court of Directors, that the secretary should be one of the 
professors. All these things prove, if additional proof were wanting^

that the recommendations which have elicited these remarks, have not 
been so closely considered as could have been wished. 

The College Council have heard two sounding phrases relative to 
the subject of College management repeated so often^ that they think 
it worth while to analyse their meaning. The first of these is, that 
there is no unity of action in the College Council," the second is, 
that " they (the College Council) are morbidly apprehensive of any 
change.'* 

The answer to the first statement depends entirely on the meaning 
attaching to the phrase in question. If it means that the College 
Council are not alwavs agreed among themselves as to the propriety of 
th s or that proposition, which is not in any way denied, it only proves 
that the Council does conscientiously give its time and attention to every 
question that comes before it ; that, in short, it exercises truly and 
honestly its functions as a deliberative body ; but if the phrase means 
that there is no union in labouring for the advancement and progress of 
the students and the College, it is a mere sound without meaninpr, vox 
€t preterea nihilf'* and is directly opposed to the whole history of the 
College, from its establishment down to the present hour. 

The College Council freely admit, in reference to the second 
phrase, that they are apprehensive, though not morbidly so, as asserted, 
of any change that cannot be supported by sound argument ; they are 
proud of the confidence and trust which has been hitherto reposed in 
them, and they feel that they owe a very responsible duty to Govern- 
ment ; they are therefore unwilling to submit measures to authority, 
which in their opinion will not bear strict scrutiny, or of which the 
strongest recommendation appears to be their novelty, but, while they 
are thus apprehensive of such changes, they are most willing to receive 
every suggestion that appears to be sound, and really calculated to be 
beneficial — thus the College Council see reason to believe that the sug- 
gestion made by the Committee of Examiners relative to the establish- 
ment of a more rudimentary course of lectures for Military students 
is well worth mature consideration, but while they think this, they feel 
strongly, that unless the professors are called on to teach up to the day, 
on account of a higher class, the College will gradually sink into a mere 
rudimentary school ; while the grand objects and statesmanlike views, 
in obedience to which it was established, will be ignored and abandoned. 

The College Council having now done what they considered to be 
their duty, not altogether a pleasant one, but still a duty that waa felt 
to be due, both to Government and the institution they are attached 
to, and having, as they believe, shewn not only the groundlessness of 
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the charges brought against one of their numberi but also the fallacy of 
what has been stated relative to the organization of the College, have 
in conclusion only to request that this, their reply, may be laid before 
the Right Honorable the Governor in Council.

To THE PRESIDENT and MEMBERS op the 

MADRAS MEDICAL COLLEGE COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

The remarks of the Committee of Examination have placed me 
altogether in a novel position, and I cannot but feel that myself-respect 
is in a degree compromised, by being at this time of day called on to 
vindicate myself as a teacher. I might perhaps, with proofs such as I 
have at command, well afford to allow the remarks referred to, to pass 
by sub silentio^** but, gentleman, reputation is dear to all of us, to 
none more so than to me, and I cannot afford, however small that reputa- 
tion may be, to have it lessened or injured, without appeal. That you 
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may fully understand my case I must beg of ypu to bear with me, if I 
bring to your notice personal matters that I would rather not have 
touched on ; my defence however obliges me to do so. 

It is not, I believe^ unknown to you that I have during many past 
years, both privately and under some of the best masters in the world, 
devoted my best energies to obtaining a sound knowledge of Chemical 
science, and, while at home, specially with the view of becoming a 
teacher; my objects were two-fold ; I was anxious, first, to store up know- 
ledge ; secondly, to acquire a clear and logical method of imparting it. 

That I did not entirely fail in either of these objects, may, indepen- 
dent of such personal knowledge as colleagues generally have of each 
other, (and to which I appeal with confidence,) be gathered, first from

you. Secondly, it may be mierred from the 

fact, that as an honorary lecturer at literary institutions in England, I 
added considerably to their funds, and received the warmest thanksfrom 
their respective managing committees ; thirdly, it may be inferred from 
circumstances, to which I own I look back with pleasure. While 
at the Royal College of Chemistry (I never was appointed teacher there) 
I was appealed to daily by other students for instruction and for expla- 
nation, it was from a knowledge of the way in which these explanations 
were given, and from their being on occasions overheard without my 

having been aware of it, that Dr. Hoffinann 
^feiSn ^^^""^^^^ appended appended to his unsolicited testimonial the 

remarks relative to my method of imparting 
knowledge ; for the same reasons Mr. Abel in his testimonial alludes 
to my method of conveying instruction, but my case would be incom- 
plete indeed, if it rested on presumptive proofs or testimonials of 
former doings, I have been a teacher of chemistry at this College 
during six sessions, and on every former occasions, as five annual 
reports will prove, I have been thought to have done my work, as a 
professor of this College should do it, to the satisfaction of my 
colleagues and myself, and (may I add without arrogance) to the 
benefit of the state. During this period, I have had the satisfaction 
of seeing several of my pupils leave the College with such an amount 
of chemical knowledge as would ensure their passing with credit any 
of the ordinary examinations at home, and my lectures have been honored 
by the attendance of several gentlemen, among whom I may mention 
Major Lavie, Dr. Preston, Dr. Geddes, Major Simpson, and the reverend 
Mr. Burgess, (himself a teacher of chemistry.) It is not for me to repeat 
what these gentlemen have at different times said regarding the pains 
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taking and patient anxiety evinced by me to make the students compre- 
hend the subject matter of the lectures, but I can confidently appeal to 

them one and all, for their opinion on this sub-

trust, be held to bear me out in this remark. 
Should further proof of the soundness of my methods of conveying 

instruction be required, it is patent to my hand, 
^^^i J*"'"'"''"''''""'"* they have been adopted by Dr. Vanso- 

merenf who has recorded his reasons for so doing. 
With all this evidence before you, the remarks made by the Com- 
mittee of Examination relative to my defective mode of teaching and 
questioning will no doubt appear singular in the extreme, and the more 
so, when you reflect that their discovery of my unfitness, comes after six 
years* experience on my part as a teacher ; but what is most remarkable 
is that this discovery is made by gentlemen who have never had any 
experience as teachers, and of whom not one has ever heard a single 
lecture of mine.

Committee of examination is as follows : 

The first statement made in this para: is that the 4th year's boys 
appear to have signally failed, the second, that the boys had received 
no chemical instruction for one year. 

With respect to the 1st statement, I have no remark to make as 
far as regards the opinion of the Committee, they knew nothing of the 
boys, and judged by their answers on the day of examination only. 
The 2nd statement is a misapprehension from beginning to end, as the 
Committee would have seen had they glanced at the curriculum of the 
College, they would then have seen that the 1st year's boys are instructed 
in Inorganic Chemistry, that the 2nd year's boys are taught Organic 
Chemistry, that the 3rd year's boys have no Chemistry, and that the 4th 
year's boys have laboratory practice only ; it follows then, that as the 

Committee selected Nitrogen* for the subject 
iDorgunte'chem^l^r of examination, the 4th year's boys had been 

three years without instruction on the subject 
chosen, and not one, as they have stated, yet founding their argument 
on their own mistake, the Committee go on to observe " this however, if 
the cause, went Air to satisfy the Committee, that there must be some 
defect, as regards the degree or nature of that instruction which could 
be forgotten in so short a period," thus charging the whole blame of the 
deficiency exhibited by the boys, on their teacher — a principle sj unjust 
that it could never be recognized or admittedi were it otherwise all the 
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idleness, carelessness and stupidity of boys would be the fault of their 
teachers, not their own. But after all it appears from the next sentence 
in spite of the defect in the degree or nature of the instruction that 
could be forgotten in so short a period," that the boys were found not to 
be so ignorant as was at first supposed, as shewn by the expressions. Many 
of them weref7ery wmcA better informed on this subject than they appear- 
ed to be when examined by the professor of Chemistry, " nevertheless the 
blame attributed to him for defective instruction, is allowed to stand, 
though that for which he was blamed, is proved not to exist, on the 
contrary, a fresh cause for blame is brought forward, it is now the 
professor *s method of questioning.'* Is it not remarkable that during 
the five years past the professor's method of questioning did not produce 
any such disadvantageous effects ? and is it not still more remarkable that 
the Committee did not perceive, that this could not be the true reason 
for the hesitation, &c, spoken of ? Since had it been so, the 2nd year's boys 
would have been equally at a disadvantage, and it is admitted that they 
answered most admirably. It is true, the Committee scarcely notice this 
in their report on this class, but at the close of the examination, the 
eulogiums they passed on the class were such as I never heard before. 
But it may still be said ; well, if the 4th year's boys are really not so 
ignorant as the Committee at first reported them, and if they are mis- 
taken as to the eflTect of the method of questioning adopted, why did these 
boys make such an indifferent appearance on the day of examination ? 
The answer is palpable enough. 

Istly. They had received no instruction during three years on the 
subject on which they were examined. 

2ndly. They had been bestowing the greater part of their time and 
attention on other branches of study, and, Srdly, on the day of examina- 
tion, they were first examined on practice of physic, secondly, on surgery, 
and, thirdly, on chemistry ; three subjects widely different one from the 
other, yet no interval of time was allowed by the Committee of Examina- 
tion for the boys to collect their thoughts, and turn them into fresh 
channels ; one examination followed another immediately, it was therefore 
no wonder that they could not acquit themselves well ; had I known this 
at the time, I should certainly have declined to proceed with the exami- 
nation, till after the class had been allowed half an hour to recollect 
themselves, not knowing this, I felt both disappointed and displeased, 
and so expressed myself. 

What I have stated will, I have no doubt, make it abundantly evident 
that the Committee of Examination have fallen into a series of errors 
and mistakes, but as these errors and mistakes are on an ofiicial paper, 
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I feel it only justice to myself and the 4th year's boys to request that you 
will have the kindness to forward this letter to the Director of Public 
Instruction with the request that he will be so good as to lay it at the 
same time with the report of the Committee before his Lordship the 
Kight Honorable the Governor in Council.

My dear Mayer, 

Your note this moment received fills me with a surprise so extreme 
that I find difficulty in believing that there is not some strange 
misapprehension connected with the vexatious matter you allude to ; 
why if I who have had the privilege of attending the nearly the whole, 
I believe, of your first year's lectures, were asked to characterize the 
prominent features in your method of instruction, I would say that it 
was in the first place marked by an earnest desire to carry the whole 
class on with you by patience, lucid reasoning, and explanation, by 
striking experiments, by apt and familiar illustration when difficulty 
arose and the subject admitted of it, and by a singular skill in keeping 
alive the interests of the students up to the last moment of each lecture* 
In brief, in my judgment, and I am not altogether unacquainted with 
the difficulties of tuition, I don't remember that I have ever listened to 
one more eminently qualified than yourself in the art of imparting 
instruction. 

It has appeared to me in several instances that some of the lads 
whom you have to instruct in so difficult a science as chemistry, were 
wanting in that previous indispensable preparatory education: it is 
difficult to teach chemical equations to a lad scarcely acquainted with 
the rules and terms of arithmetic.

On Chemistry — here the class seemed to the Committee to 
have signally failed, whether from the mode on which they were examined 
by the Professor or from the cause assigned by him, that of their not 
having been instructed on this subject during the past session — Che- 
mistry not being taught after the third year. This however, if the cause, 
went far to satisfy the Committee that there must be some defect as regards 
the degree or nature of that instruction which could be forgotten in so 
short a period.*' On the after examination of the students of this 
class, however, individually by the Committee to pass them into the 
service, it was found that many of them were very much better informed 
on this subject, than they appeared to be when examined in class by the 
Professor of Chemistry, whose method of questioning the lads was such 
perhaps as to cause hesitation, and make them appear to less advantage. 

On the other subjects of examination the class as a class answered 
satisfactorily — there were individual exceptions. 

On the following day, Snd April, the 3rd or senior class was examined 
and acquitted itself generally on the several subjects of study very much 
to the satisfaction of the Committee, including the examination on Or- 
ganic Chemistry. The same remark is applicable to the 2nd and 1st or 
two junior classes, relatively to the time they have been engaged in study.

My attention has been drawn to a communication which appeared 
in the Athenaeum newspaper of the 5th instant, containing a detailed 
commentary on the report of the Committee appointed to conduct the 
late examination at the Medical College. 

2. The communication to which I refer enters in considerable 
detail into the various matters adverted to in the Committee's report 
and is evidently the work of a person who has had access to that docu- 
ment, and who probably had it before him when he wrote. 

S. It is hardly necessary for me to inform you that the unautho- 
rized publication of official documents or of comments on such docu- 
ments in the public newspapers by officers of Government is strictly 
forbidden, and that every officer in the service of Government is bound 
not only to abstain from communication with the public press regarding 
papers which have come before him in his official capacity, but to take 
due precautions that such papers while in his official custody are not 
tampered with by others. 

3. It is evident that in the present case the communication to 
which I allude must have been written either by one of the Committee 
of Examiners or by some person to whom its contents were communica- 
ted by a member of that Committee, or by one of the members of the 
College Council, or the secretary, or by some person by whom it has 
been seen since it came into the official custody of the Coimcil, or by 
myself or one of the servants in my establishment. The natiire of the 
communication is sufficient to refute the supposition that it can have 
been written by any members of the Examining Committee, or by any 
person to whom the Committee are likely to have shewn their Report, 
and I am in a position to state that the copy of the Committee's Report 
which has been furnished to me has not been made use of for this 
purpose. 
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4. I am constrained therefore to infer that the communication in 
question must have emanated from the Medical College, and I consider it 
my duty to request that you will take such steps as may prevent the 
occurrence of a similar violation of the order of the Honorable Court 
of Directors on any future occasion.

Sir, 



I have the honor to submit, fcr the consideration and orders of the 

Right Honorable the Go- 
vernor in Council, the An- 
nual Report of the Medical 
College Council and reports 
on the examination of the 
Primary Medical School es- 
tablished in November last, 
together with the papers 
noted in tlie margin, having 
reference to the changes pro- 
posed last year in the course 
of instruction of the Students 
of the College. 

2. The report of the 
College Council is not, on 
the whole, favorable. They 
state that the conduct of 
the students, during the past 
Session, has been characterized by much carelessness and irregularity, 
which they attribute to three causes, 

1st. The extreme youth of many of the students. 
2nd. The premature removal, to appointments in the Public 
Service, of a large number of students who had not gone through the 
prescribed course of instruction. 

3rd. The number of subjects the students were required to study

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3. The first of these causes, it appears to me, may Le obviated 
in future by passing a rule to the effect that no student, whether 
European, East Indian or Native, shall be admitted into the College 
under the age of 17 years, and 1 beg to recommend that this rule be 
sanctioned. 

4. The second cause to which the College Council attribute the 
carelessness and irregularity of the students during the past Session, ris., 
the premature removal of many students after only two years' Collegiate 
instruction, and the encouragement thus afforded to an idea on the part 
of those now in the College that their future employment would be 
necessitated by the requirements of the Service, irrespectively of their 
own exertions while under instruction, was perhaps unavoidable. It 
originated, as the Government are aware, in the pressing demand for 
Medical Subordinates to supply the places of those who were sent to 
Bengal to meet the exigencies of the Public Service in that Presidency. 
It doubtless has had, and is calculated to have, a most prejudicial effect 
in unsettling the minds of the students, and is a measure which should 
only be resorted to on the most urgent grounds, 

5. The number of subjects which the students were required to 
study and which is said to have operated injuriously in distracting their 
attention is, I would observe, but little in excess of the usual course* 
In the scheme submitted to Government with my letter of the 26th 
August last, which was framed by the Council, and was adopted on 
their recommendation with the view of meeting the exigencies of 
the Public Service, by enabling the then 1st, 2nd, and 3rd Classes of Me- 
dical Apprentices to complete their studies in three years. Materia 
Medica was added to the Curriculum for the 1st year, and Medical 
Jurisprudence to that for the 3rd year. Organic Chemistry, how- 
ever, which had previously entered into the 2nd year's course was omit- 
ted from that course, and the study of Chemistry was limited to the 1st 
year. I have now suggested to the Council that the 1st year students, 
both Medical Apprentices and Native Medical Pupils, should, as recom- 
mended by Dr. Van Someren, be relieved from attending the Lectures 
on Materia Medica, and that the study of that subject should be reserved 
for the 2nd year ; that the Native Medical Pupils should also be re- 
lieved from attending the Lectures on Physiology and on Ophthalmic 
Surgery, «o much instruction as is absolutely requisite in Physiology 
being imparted in the course of Lectures on Anatomy ; and that, for the 
present, the instruction of Military students of both classes in Medical 
Jurisprudence should be discontinued. 
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6. The annual Examination was conducted by a Committee of 
Medical officers unconnected with the College, the Director General of 
the Medical Department being the President. Their report, which 
consists merely of two tabular statements, will be found in the Appendix 
to the Report of the College Council. The result of the examination 
of the several classes appears, on the whole, to have been more satisfac- 
tory than might have been expected from the remarks of the Professors. 
The Committee state that the stipendiary students of the 4th year and 
the Native Medical Pupils of the 2nd year on the whole made a fair 

appearance. The 4th year stipendiary students answered very fairly 
" in the practice of Medicine, well in Surgery, fairly in Midwifery, 
" The lads, who had only attended one course on diseases of the eye, 
" knew little or nothing, while those who had attended two courses 
" answered well. In Chemistry, the majority of the class answered 
" hesitatingly, but a few of them very well. The 2nd year students on 
" Anatomy and Physiology answered very well. On Midwifery, Sur- 
" gery and diseases of the eye fairly." 

7. The Medical Apprentices of the 1st year are reported to have 
*' made a creditable appearance, answering very well in Botany and Ma- 
** teria Medina, moderately well in Chemistry and very well in Anatomy." 
The Native Medical Pupils of the first year " did not answer well in 
" Anatomy or Physiology, but those in the 1st Section of the Class 

did well in Surgery." 

8» The written exercises of the stipendiary students are said to 
have been ** written in a manner that reflected credit on the students." 

9. Eight Candidates presented themselves for diplomas, of whom 
four were second Dressers, two stipendiary students, one a Lane Scholar 
and one a private student. Of these six passed with great credit. 

10. The result of the first examination of Candidates for the di- 
ploma was less satisfactory. Of seven who presented themselves, only 
one passed. 

11. The College Council, at the conclusion of their report, again 
draw attention to the great want of additional rooms for lectures and 
other purposes. They specially advert to the great inconvenience 
which is felt from the want of a reading room for the students. " Du- 
*' ring the intervals between the different lectures, the students have no 

place for study. Much valuable time is thus lost and the necessity 
" for an increase to the building cannot be too strongly urged." 

12. The Primary Medical School was opened on the 1st Novem- 
ber last The reasons for its establishment are thus stated in the an« 
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nual report submitted by Mr. Kellie, under whose superintendence it 
has been conducted, " It having been found impossible to procure a 
" sufficient number of well educated native lads for the subordinate 
" branch of the Medical Service, and also from it having been observed 
" that the majority of the native pupils belonging to the Medical Col- 
" lege were unable to benefit by instruction communicated solely by 

lectures, from their imperfect acquaintance with the English language, 
" it was proposed to meet the above difficulty by establishing a Pri- 
" mary Medical School, introducing the tutorial method of teaching, 
•* and endeavouring, by this mode of tuition, to impart an elementary 
" knowled<^e of their profession to the boys, while at the same time 

every effort vvas made to extend their acquaintance with the English 
** language." 

** It was believed that by such a system of teaching, conducted by 
" one in the position of a school master, much valuable information 
might be imparted to even imperfectly educated lads, and that the 
" pupils after one year's attendance at the school, would in many res- 
** pects be well fitted fi.r receiving, by means of lectures, scientific 
"instruction at the Medical College." 

13. The number of students has been limited to fifty, of whom 
forty are considered by Mr. Kellie to be qualified for promotion into 
the Medical College. The course of instruction has embraced the 
English language, Arithmetic and Geography, the names of medicines, 
their properties and doses, and the names of diseases, with an outline of 
their symptoms anJ treatment, the elements of Anatomy and Physio- 
logy, and practical instruction in the duties which usually devolve on a 
Dresser. For this latter purpose they have attended regularly at the 
Vepery Hospital, and have there been taught to compound and exhibit 
medicines, to bandage and dress ulcers, &c. 

14. At my request they have been lately examined by a Commit- 
tee formed from among the Professors of the Medical College, copies 
of whose reports are annexed. Mr. Shaw and Dr. Mayer, who con- 
ducted the examination in English, Arithmetic, Geography and Anatomy, 
consider that with reference to the attainments of the pupils on ad- 
mission and to the short time they have been under instruction, " their 
" general progress is very satisfactory and promises well for the future, 
** while ii speaks strongly in favor of the pains and assiduity bestowed 

on them by their teachers." Mr. Blacklock and Dr. VanSomeren, 
conducted the examination in Physiology, Materia Medica and in the 
practical duties of a Dresser. Their report is as follows. " We have 
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" much pleasure in recording our very high opinion of the excellence 
of the mental and manual training which these lads have received, 
" and of the remarkable progress they have made in all the most neces- 
sary parts of a Dresser's knowledge in the very short period of eight 
" months* tuition. We found they had an excellent practical knowledge 
of Osteology, as evidenced by their clear exposition of the Anatomy 
" of those very difficult, and, to a beginner, forbidding bones, the tem- 
'* poral and sphenoid. Their knowledge of the elements of Physiology 
" was good, judging by their replies to questions on the proximate 
" principles of the animal body, and the circulation of the blood. In 
" Materia Medica their replies were very intelligent, as was their 
*' knowledge of the method pursued, and precautions attended to, in 
the practice of vaccination. They were much less certain in their 
replies to questions on the symptoms and treatment of diseases ; but 
" they possessed what is of considerable value to pupils commencing 
" service in Hospitals, — they clearly understood the meanings of the 
technical names of diseases as laid down in our Medical code. Band- 
" aging and the application of various fractures and wound contracting 
'* apparatus were the last and most practical subjects on which they 
" were examined, and they evinced in these a degree of manual skill 
" and good common and surgical sense such as is rarely to be met with 
" among Native Medical Pupils some years in College. Of course we 
" did not expect them to have any but a very superficial knowledge of 
the nature of the accidents which require such appliances. What we 
" had to determine was, how far they could be trusted to apply ordi- 
nary surgical apparatus under duly qualified surgical authority ; and 
we were satisfied that they were fully equal to undertaking this branch 
*' of subordinate duty with pleasure to a Medical superior and comfort 
" to a patient. 

" In conclusion, we desire to express our conviction that the pre- 
" liminary training these lads have received has been of most essential 
" service in fitting them either for studying with ease and certainty of 
" good progress in the Medical College, or for immediate employment in 
" practical subordinate duties in the Hospitals ; and we would respect- 
" fully venture to recommend that the Medical College Council be re- 
" quested to determine whether or not all Medical Apprentices and 
Pupils should be subjected to the same preliminary training, before 
*' being sent to the College." 

15. The foregoing opinion is very encouraging, and would seem to 
show that a school of this character is well adapted to provide useful 
subordinates for employment in Hospitals. 
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16, I will now proceed to review the correspondence which has 
takc^n place during the past year with reference to the course of instruc- 
tion most suitable for Military Medical students, and a part of which is 
appended to this letter. It will be in the recollection of His Lordship 
in Council that the Committee of Examiners, in their report on the 
annual examination held in April 1857, recorded their opinion that the 
course of study prescribed for the Native Medical Pupils and Medical 
Apprentices was unnecessarily high and unsuitable to their future posi- 
tion and prospects in the service. A similar opinion was subsequently 
expressed by Major General Beresford, then Commanding the Army, and 
more recently by His Excellency the present Commander-in-Chief. In 
my letter forwarding the report of the Committee of Examiners and the 
Annual Report of the Medical College Council for 1856-57, I stated that 
I was not then prepared to offer any definite opinion on the subject, and 
that I had applied to the Committee for a more detailed statement of 
their views and of the grounds upon which, in each of the several branches 
of instruction, they considered that the course should be reduced. I at 
the same time called upon the College Council for their opinion on the 
general question of the instruction of Military Students with special 
reference to the suggestions made by the Committee of Examiners. 

17. The correspondence which ensued is 
See Enclosure No. II. • j i • j- r *u 

reviewed at length in my proceedings of the 

12th November last, from which it will be seen that no little difierence 
of opinion prevailed among the authorities concerned, as to the course of 
instruction best calculated to fit the subordinate grades of the Military 
Service for the efficient discharge of the duties devolving on them. The 
Committee of Examiners proposed to omit, as separate subjects, four of 
the subjects which had been hitherto taught, namely, Botany, Inorganic 
Chemistry, Military Surgery and MedicalJurisprudence, and to include 
so much information on these subjects as is requisite in such of the more 
strictly professional subjects, as have the nearest affinity to them respec- 
tively. The College Council proposed to retain Botany, Inorganic 
Chemistry and Medical Jurisprudence as separate courses, but in the case 
of Military students to omit Organic Chemistry and Military Surgery. 
Both the Council and the Committee of Examiners included Midwifery 
and the diseases of women and children in their respective schemes. 

18. While the correspondence was in progress I was furnished* 

, . by Government, with a copy of the Adjutant 
•Extract Minutes of Consnltation i, i r i. m.i. o * u 

under date the 16th October Creneral s letter of the 19th September, m 

18!»7, No. 1477. which His Excellency the Commander-in- 

Chief expressed his opinion that, if the present system of education in 
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the Medical College was not modified as regards Military students, 
serious consequences might ensue from that Institution failing to meet 
the demands of the Army, and his concurrence in the view expressed by 
Lieutenant-General Beresford that the education of Military students 
at the Medical College should receive a more practical turn ; or, as was 
subsequently intimated to me in the Adjutant General's letter of the 
29th October, that the instruction of Military Medical students should 
be confined to Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Surgery and the 
practice of Medicine, to the exclusion of Chemistry, Botany and Medical 
Jurisprudence, and that their instruction in the first four named branches 
% should be more by practical demonstration than by lectures. No allusion 
was made to Midwifery or to the diseases of women and children or 
Ophthalmic Surgery, but it was to be inferred that his Excellency pro- 
posed to exclude these subjects, except in so far as they might be 
included in the instruction given on Medicine and Surgery. 

19. It ap})eared to me, after a careful consideration of the three 
propositions which I had before me, that the course of instruction 
indicated by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief would be quite 
suflScient to impart as much theoretical knowledge as is requisite for 
the efficient performance of the duties devolving on the great majority 
of the Military Medical subordinates, for all in fact who are not employ- 
ed in independent charges. The course, I observed, as His Excellency 
proposed to restrict it, was the same as that which was given in the Medical 
School while that Institution was under the exclusive management of 
the Surgeon and Assistant Surgeon of the General Hospital. It is not 
very much in advance of that which is now given in the Primary Medical 
School under Mr. Kellie's charge. 

20. But it seemed extremely doubtful whether the course of 
instruction indicated would prove sufficient for the efficient performance 
of the duties devolving on Medical subordinates of the higher grades, or 
for any who might be placed in independent charges, and who, liable as 
they are at any moment to be called upon to act entirely on their own 
responsibility and without any other aid than the preparation they have 
received from their College training and from private study and prac- 
tice, stand in need of as full and complete a course of instruction in the 
principles and practice of their profession as it is possible to afford 
to them. 

21. It was clear from the correspondence which has taken place on 
the subject that the opinions which have recently been broached in 
regard to the unduly scientific character of the instruction imparted to

the Military Medical students might be attributed to two causes: Ist, 
the admission into the higher grades of the Medical Service of persons 
who have been educated at the Medical College, but who it is said are 
not fitted, either by their general education or by their social habits and 
position, foi the situations in which they are placed ; 

2nd. The difficulty which has been of late experienced in sup- 
plying the demands of the Public Service for Medical subordinates 
of an inferior grade and who are wanted for employment on duties 
not requiring any considerable amount of professional or scientific 
knowledge. 

22. The remedy for the first of these two evils, it appeared to me 
was not to reduce the standard of education below what might be con- 
sidered desirable for the efficiency of Medical subordinates eligible for 
employment in responsible situations, but either to abandon the system 
of competitive examinations under which Assistant Surgeons are now ap- 
pointed to the service of the East India Company, or so to arrange the 
standard of those examinations, as to exclude all persons who may not 
have received a liberal as well as a professional education. 

23. And with the view of removing the difficulty which is at pre- 
sent experienced in providing an adequate number of Medical subordi- 
nates, for employment in hospitals, I suggested that some more marked 
line should be drawn than at present exists between those classes of 
Medical subordinates who are eligible for independent charges, and who 
may at any time be entrusted with duties equally responsible as those 
devolving upon Commissioned Officers, and those classes who are merely 
required to act as Assistants in Hospitals, and to perfoim what may be 
designated rather as mechanical than as scientific duties under the im- 
mediate supervision and control of European Officers* 

24. Under the present arrangements of the service, all Medical 
Officers of the subordinate grades are eligible for detached employment, 
and consequently the same description of education has to be provided 
for all. In this respect it seemed to me that some alteration was required, 
and I suggested that the object in view might be most readily accom- 
plished by abolishing the distinction on the score of birth between the 
Dresser grade and the Apothecary grade, as was suggested in my letter 
to the Chief Secretary to Government, under date the 23rd August 1856, 

_ , (a copy of which for convenience of reference is 

Enclosure No. IV. i i x i . ^ ^ , 

enclosed,) making Europeans, East Indians and 

Natives indiscriminately eligible for either, confining those employed as 
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DresserSy whether East Indiana or Natives, to the duties of Hospital 
Assistant, regulating their preliminary education with reference to such 
duties, and continuing the instruction of Candidates for the Apothecary 
grade at the standard hitherto in force with perhaps some slight 
modification. 

25. I requested the Medical College Council to favor me with 
their views as to the feasibility of the above arrangement, and with a 
scheme of the course of instruction they would propose for each of the 
two classes of Medical subordmates in the event of its being sanctioned. 

26. I also drew their attention to the remarks of His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief as to the necessity of imparting instruction to 
the Military Medical students more by practical demonstration than by 
lectures, and requested them to state to what extent, under the present 
system, practical demonstration is afforded in each subject. The opinion 
of the Committee of Examiners as to the feasibility of the proposed forma* 
tion of a class of Hospital Assistants not eligible for detached duty was» 
at the same time, called for. 

27. The replies of these bodies are contained in the letters from 
• Endosnre No II, Secretary to the Medical College Council 

of the 14th January* and 1st April,* and in 
that of the Committee of Examiners, dated the 29th December * and 
received on the 9th February last. They both consider the arrangement 
which I had suggested for the formation of a separate class of Hospital 
Assistants to be impracticable. The Committee observe that " the exi- 
*' gencies of the service would never admit of this distinction of having 

a class of Hospital Assistants not available for detached duties.*' They 
consider that the Curriculum recommended by them for the Apothecaries, 
grade is extensive enough for those who may have independent 

charges, and that the course laid down for Dressers is desirable in any 
** description of Hospital Assistant who would be really useful to the 

Regimental Surgeon, a subordinate who may be required to attend 
" emergently in cases until the arrival of the Surgeon and whose duty it 

is especially to attend the families and followers in the Lines.'* The 
College Council observe that *^ the requirements as regards Medical 

attendants in this country are very peculiar, and cannot be met by 

the same arrangements as are found to work well in England. It must 

at all times be borne in mind that the illness or unavoidable absence 
" of the Surgeon of a Station or Regiment may, and very often does, 

cause the treatment of important cases to devolve upon Medical sub- 
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" ordinates, and it does not seem possible any arrangements can be sug* 
" gested whereby this can be entirely avoided." 

28. In the face of the above objections emanating from some of 
the most experienced and able OflScers in the Medical Department, I 
cannot of course press the suggestion which I had made, but I am bound 
to say that I am not convinced by the reasons which have been assigned in 
support of those objections. It is no doubt desirable in the Medical^ 
as well as in every other profession, that every member of it should, as 
far as possible, be qualified for the discharge of any duty which may 
devolve on him, audit no doubt would be a great advantage if, whenever 
the European Medical Officer was absent, the Dresser were competent 
to supply his place, but the question, it appears to me, is not so much 
what is desirable as what is feasible ; whether, with reference to the 
salaries which the Government are able to offer to the lower grades of 
their Medical subordinates, and considering the great difficulty which 
exists in inducing tolerably educated persons to enter the service, it is 
reasonable to expect that any considerable number of those in the 
lower grades will be really qualified to act by themselves ; and, if not, 
whether it would not be a sounder and wiser policy to abandon the 
attempt to educate all up to a standard in advance of the duties- which the 
majority will ordinarily be called upon to perform, and to which many 
will certainly not be able to attain. There is no profession, I imagine, 
in which a smattering of knowledge is more dangerous than in the Medi- 
cal, and I cannot help thinking that it would be better and more to the 
interests of the public service and of the public in general, that there 
should be a known and understood deficiency of Medical subordinates 
competent to discharge independent duties than that the attempt to 
qualify for such duties every Dresser who is admitted into the service 
should any longer be continued. In the cases adverted to by the 
Committee of Examiners and by the College Council, it seems to me 
that it would be preferable that the patient should wait the arrival of the 
European Surgeon, or that he should be left without treatment alto- 
gether, rather than that he should be subjected to the treatment of an 
ignorant and incompetent practitioner. The Committee of Examiners 
express their opinion that the course proposed by them for Dressers is 
desirable in any description of Hospital Assistant. In this course they 
include Ophthalmic Surgery. It will scarcely be contended that every 
Hospital Assistant should be competent to treat diseases of the eye. 

29. These remarks I merely throw out for consideration and as 
affording further explanation of my reasons for suggesting the arrange- 
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ment to which I have referred. In making them, it is not by any 
means my intention to pass an indiscriminate condemnation on that 
branch of the Medical Service to * which 'they more especially refer, 
namely, the grade of Dressers, many of whom, I am aware, have proved 
themselves highly useful servants and have done credit to the instruc- 
tion they have received, whether in the Hospitals or in the College ; but 
it is not to be denied that many of them are very much the reverse, 
being deficient in that mechanical skill which is essential to the proper 
performance of the duties which ordinarily devolve on them and in 
other respects by no means qualified for duties of a higher range. It 
is also unquestionable that notwithstanding the extension of education 
of late years, the difficulty of obtaining candidates for the Medical 
Service (more especially Native candidates) possessing that knowledge 
of the English language and that mental cultivation which is requisite 
1o enable them to profit by the instruction imparted in the Medical 
College, is not decreasing. 

30. The Committee of Examiners, including the present Director 
General of the Medical Department, suggest, with the view of meeting 
this diflSculty, that an arrangement be made '^by which candidates 

should be induced to declare themselves anxious to enter into the 
Medical profession at an earlier age than they now do so." They 
propose that a monthly allowance shall be granted to such candidates 
while studying in English schools at the Presidency or in the Pro- 
vinces with the object of qualifying for admission into the Medical College. 
They also suggest that the tutorial system shall be introduced to a 
greater extent, than at present, into the College itself, and that the 
Professors shall examine their classes more frequently than they do at 
present. 

31. The Medical College Council advocate the adoption of a plan 
for improving the preliminary education of the East Indian Medical 
Apprentices, somewhat similar to that proposed by the Committee of 
Examiners with reference to the Native Medical Pupils, They 
recommend that at some of the principal Hospitals at Madras 
and at some of the principal Stations in the Provinces, a limited number 
of European or East Indian youths, between the ages of 15 and 17^ 
enteitained under the designation of Medical Volunteers and directed 
to attend at the Hospital and Civil Dispensary, receiving instruc- 
tion on two days in each week from the Medical Officer in charge, 
in the rudiments of Human Osteology, Materia Medica, Surgery and 
the practice of Medicine, and at the same time prosecuting their studies 




in a Government or other School, with a view to the attainment of 
" the greatest practicable amount of English and general education." 

32» The Council recommend that after one, or, at the utmost, 
two years, the Volunteers thus trained shall be examined by the Pro- 
fessors of the Medical College with a view to their admission into that 
institution, the examination having *^ reference principally to (he apti- 
tude of the students to write from dictation and to their professional 
knowledge/* but that in the published lists of successful candidates, 
the order of merit shall be regulated by professional knowledge only, 
and that with the view of encouraging Medical Officers to pay atten* 
tion to the instruction of candidates, the name of the Medical Officer 
under whom each boy has been educated shall be also inserted. It is 
also proposed that at some of the larger stations, where the number of 
candidates is likely to exceed six, an Assistant Apothecary shall be 
attached to the Civil Dispensary to assist the Medical Officer, receiving 
an allowance of Rupees 25 per mensem as staff salary, and a sum of Ru- 
pees 20 for each candidate of his School who shall succeed in his first 
examination for entrance into the C )Uege. 

33. The advantages which the Council anticipate from the plan 
above set forth are as follows: — 

1st. That the necessary preliminary education of a large number 
of candidates for admission into the College will be cotemporaneously 
carried on. 

2nd. That encouragement will be afforded to youths in the 
Mofussil to enter the profession, inasmuch as during the first two years of 
the probationary training, they will be able to reside with their parents. 

3rd. That an opportunity will be aiFijrded of judging as to the 
probability of particular candidates proving useful public servants before 
their admission into the Medical College. 

4th. That the candidates will be better prepared for Hospital 
duties and for undergoing Collegiate instruction and discipline than they 
are under the present system. 

34. The Council recommend that, in the event of this measure 
being carried out, the course of instruction in the College be limited to 
three years, and that the Curriculum, submitted on their recommendation 
in my letter of the 8th September, be permanently adopted. 

35. The Council do not assign any reason for confining their 
proposal to the instruction of European and East-Indian students, but 
it is unquestionable that if such a measure is necessary in their case, it 
is still more so in the case of Native Medical pupils, whose qualificationsj, 
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on admission into the College and throughout the Collegiate course, 
are usually very inferior to those of the East Indian students. Indeed, 
as far as I ara aware, this is the first occasion on which the necessity of 
making any special provision for the preliminary instruction of East 
Indian students has been brought forward. It is clear, however, from 
the reports of the Medical College Council that whatever be the cause, 
the East Indian students recently admitted into the College have prov- 
ed as a class, less intelligent and less able to profit by the Professors' 
lectures than their predecessors. This falling off is brought specially 
to notice in a letter from Dr. Mayer of the 13th January last, an extract 
from which is subjoined*. Whatever arrangements therefcre may be 
sanctioned with the view of improving the preliminary education of the 
Military Medical students, it seems necessary that they should be 
made applicable to both classes. 

36. The course of preparatory instruction which the College 
Council recommend is to be of two kinds ; — professional and literary, 
the one consisting of attendance at an hospital and of instruction in the 
elements of certain Medical subjects to be imparted by the European 
Medical Officer or an Assistant Apothecary, and the other of the study 
of the English language, Arithmetic and the other branches of know- 
ledge which usually enter into a School course. The main object which

'* I have the honor, through you. to bring to the notice of the College Council the fact 
that, as Teacher of Chemistry, I am with the present class of Medical Apprentices at a 
greater disadvantage than I have been heretofure, at any former period, inasmmh as 
I find it utterly impo^ribls to convey to the present class of ladi» the same amount of in- 
" struction that Iliave for six years been in the hhbit of imparting. I bi ^ u^ost particularly 
to assure the Council that no effort on my part has been wanting, on the contrary I have 
*' redoubled my exertions, but, with a few exceptions, all to no purpose. Af^cr announcing 
" a general law and illustrating its operation by experiments without iiumber, as well as by 
" the Diagrams and Equations on the board ; after questioning and explaining again and 
^ again, I find that my efforts are vain. As an instance of what I mean, I will refer to 
" what passed at this day*8 Lecture ; three several tiroes was a general law axplaim-d, illus- 
** trated by experiment, by equations and by questioning, and yet with some exceptions 
" neither the law nor the reasoning oa it, nor the examples at the close of the Lecture 
were understood. This did not occur on one point but on several ; it did not occur with 
one boy but with many, in fact this absence of knowledge on subjects, practically exem- 
plified several times during the lectnrei was the rule and not the exception with the class. 
'* I have never found so much difficulty in teaebing before^ J therefore am compelled to 
" regard this class as very far inferior to any class that I have heretofore taught,— there 
must be evidently a cause for this general inferiority* What this is, appears to me, to 
^ demand the best atteotioo of the College Council ; it also seems to me necessary that the 
inferiority of the classes of Uds now sent to the Medical College should b9 known to the 
Director of Public Instruction and, through him, to Govemfflent.*' 
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the Council have in view in proposing that a certain amount of pro- 
fessional instruction shall he combined wiih the literary instruction which 
is required, is apparently to familiarize the students with those pro- 
fessional and technical terms which occur in the College lectures, and 
80 to facilitate their understanding of the subject matter of the lectures. 
The Committee of Examiners do not advert to the necessity of any pre- 
liminary professional training, but confine themselves to recommending 
that candidates for the department shall be induced to prepare for it at 
an earlier age than they do at present, (the Committee refer exclusively 
to natives,) and that every effort shall be made to improve their general 
education and especially their knowledge of the English language. I 
think it right to draw attention to this difference in the recommendations 
made by the two Committees, as I am aware that some Medical Officers 
consider that candidates for admission into the Medical College would 
be better qualified for entering with profit upon their Collegiate course 
by a preliminary education purely literary, than by a mixed training of 
the description recommended by the College Council. It is thought that 
the professional part of the training is likely to interfere with that which 
is of more importance at the age at which it is proposed that the candi- 
dates shall enter upon their course of preliminary instruction, and that, 
in all probability, neither will be carried out efficiently. 

37. It appears to me that these apprehensions are not altogether 
without foundation, and that great care will be requisite to prevent auy 
portion of the time, which ought to be given to School instruction, 
being devoted to attendance at the Hospitals; and in this point of view 
I am disposed to think that the proposal of the Council to determine 
the position of candidates, on their admission into the College, by the 
amount of their professional knowledge, is of very questionable expedi- 
ency. Both in the preliminary training of the candidates and in their 
examination for admission into the College, greater stress, I think, 
should be laid on their general than on their professional attainments. 
It is, I would submit, a matter of paramount importance that they 
should possess a good knowledge of the language in which their future 
professional instruction is to be carried on, and that their reasoning 
faculties should have been strengthened and enlarged. Aa compared 
with this, the amount of professional knowledge they may have picked 
up in the Hospital is of secondary importance. 

38. But I see no reason why, by judicious arrangements, the two 
objects may not be combined. If four or five hours a day be given to 
School studies, there will be nothing to prevent the candidate's attend- 
ance at the Hospital for one or even two hours in the morning, and there 
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oan be no question lhat whatever may be his proficiency in the English 
language and his general intelligence, an acquaintance vith the meaning 
of professional and technical terms cannot fail to be useful when he 
enters upon his Collegiate studies. The Hospital atttendance, moreover, 
will not be without its use in quickening the candidate's habits of 
observation, in interesting him in his future profession, and in stimu- 
lating his desire to fit himself for it by zeal and industry in the prosecution 
of his School studies. No youth, I take it, becomes the worse scholar 
from feeling that he has already, in some measure, entered upon the 
business of life. 

89. On these grounds, I beg to recommend the proposition of the 
College Council for the favorable consideration of Government, and to 
suggest that fifty Medical Scholarships of Rupees 3 per mensem be 
sanctioned, to be held at the towns* named by the Council or at any 
others at which there may be a Government Zillah School or other 
School of an equal grade in respect of the standard of instruction im- 
parted. I submit herewith a draftf of a General Order setting forth 
the object with which these scholarships are to be established and the 
terms on which they are to be held. They should be open equally to 
youths of European, East Indian, or Native parentage. 

40. As regards the instruction of the Military students now in the 
College, and of those who may be admitted before the arrangements 
above referred to shall have had time to operate in raising the qualifica- 
tions of candidates for admission, I would recommend the continuance 
of the three years* Curriculum now in force, omitting for the present 
Medical Jurisprudence, confining Materia Medica to the 2ni year, and 
exempting candidates for the Dresser grade from the lectures on Phy- 
siology} and Ophthalmic Surgery. 

41 . The revised Curriculum now proposed is entered in the margin.

42. Reverting to the remarks of His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief as to the unpractical character of the instruction imparted in 
the College, I would request the attention of His Excellency and of the 
E lo re N II Government to the Councirs letter of the 14th 

January last and to the Minutes appended to 
it. It will be seen from these papers that practical demonstration forms 
a prominent feature in the course of instruction. At the same time it is 
not to be denied that the Professorial system of instruction is only adapt- 
ed to youths of considerable intelligence and perfectly at home in the 
language in which the lectures are delivered. In order that that part of 
the instruction which is imparted by means of lectures may be really 
useful, it would be well that each Professor should ascertain by fre- 
quent, if not daily, examination, that the subject matter of his lectures 
has been thoroughly understood. 

43. In para : 16 of the Extract from the Minutes of Consultation, 
under date the 17th November last, the Right Honorable the Governor 
in Council suggests the appointment of one or two tutors for the 

special duty of assisting the student in preparing for the lectures and 
impressing the subjects treated of on their minds." The Committee 
of Examiners also advert, in one of their letters, to the expediency of 
introducing more extensively the tutorial system of instruction. It has 
never been entirely omitted, as will be seen from the present and form- 
er Annual Reports. In that now submitted, the Professor of Surgery 
draws special attention to the aid he has received from the Native Assis- 
tant, whom he speaks of as having devoted a very great deal of time 
to the instruction of all the Native pupils in Surgery." It may be 
advisable, however, to provide for the system of tuition being more ex- 
tensively and more systematically carried out, and I would recommend 
that one of the Native Surgeons doing duty at Madras, be appointed to 
the Office of College Tutor on a salary of Rupees 100 per mensem. 
Should this appointment be sanctioned, the duty of aiding the students 
in their studies might be divided between the College Tutor, the Native 
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Assistant and the Assistants to the Professors of Chemistr j and Anato- 
my in such manner as the College Council may direct. 

44. The preceding suggestions have reference exclusively to the 
education of the Military Medical Students. As respects the course 
of instruction of candidates for Native Surgeoncies and of other candi* 
dates for the diploma of the ColIegCi no alteration is proposed ; but it 
is impossible to peruse the reports annually submitted by the Medical 
College Council and by the Committees who conduct the examination 
of these candidates, vrithout perceiving that the object sought by the 
Government in the establishment of the grade of Native Surgeons has 
been, in a great measurci defeated by the very low qunlifications of 
those who compete for the appointments* The failure on the late occa- 
sion of six out of the seven candidates who presented themselves for the 
first examination for the diploma, furnishes an additional proof of the 
necessity of some change in the rule which restricts these appointments 
to persons of pure Native parentage.

sure No. Ill arguments there advanced. I may remark, 

however, that the Director Oeneral of the Medical Department and his 
colleagues on the Examination Committee are in favor of throwing 
open the grade of Apothecary to Native students, and that both they 
and the Medical College Council advocate the creation of a class of 
appointments under the designation of Sub-Assistant Surgeoncies corres- 
ponding to those now open to Natives. It would, I think, be more 
satisfactory in every point of view and certainly more economical to 
abolish the grade of Native Surgeon and to establish, in its stead, a grade 
of Sub- Assistant Surgeons which shall be open to all classes, abolishing 
at the same time the caste distinction which at present exists between 
the grades of Apothecary and Dresser. 

46, I submit herewith, for the consideration of Government, copies 

• Enclosure No, n near of letters* which I have received from Drs. 
^ Evans and Mayer, requesting that one of the 
draft rules sanctioned in the Extract from the Minutes of Consultation, 
under date the 16th November 1857, may be re-considered. The rule to 
which they refer is No. 4, in which it is laid down that at meetings of 
the Council, the Principal, or in his absence, the Senior Professor 
present, according to the date of a/ppointmenty shall take the Chair. 
I beg to suggest that the words " according to the date of appointment** 
be omitted from the rule, in question, and that, as hitherto, the senior 

c 
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Professor with reference to his rank in the service, be permitted to take 
the Chair at all meetings of the Council from which the Principal may 
be absent. This alteration will not affect the selection of a Principal, 
which appointment, I am decidedly of opinion, should be conferred on 
the fittest man who may be available for the office. 

47. In connexion with the rules above referred to^ I take this 



17th November 1857, No, 1629. sanctioning their adoption, which lead me to 



infer that there has been some misapprehension of both of my present 
and of my past position with reference to the Medical College. In para : 
7 of the Extract, it is stated that when a vacancy takes place in the 
office of Secretary, the Director is authorized to introduce the change 
recommended by him and assimilate the arrangements of the College 
to those of the institution at Bombay." The arrangement referred to 
involves the appointment of a Principal, but thid is an appointment 
which it is clearly the province of the Government to fill up, and which 
it can scarcely have been intended to delegate to the Director ot Public 
Instruction. The wording of the paragraph must, I presume, have 
originated in an oversight I may also remark that the constitution pro« 
posed by me for the future government of the Madras Medical College 
bears more resemblance to the constitution of the Calcutta Medical 
College than to that of Bombay. 

4S. In paras : 25 and 26 of the same Extract, reference is made 
to No. 1 of the draft rules submitted by me, which is to the eflfect that 
the Government of the Madras Medical College shall be vested in a 
" Principal, aided by a Consultative Council composed of all the Pro- 
" fessors and of any other Members who may be appointed by Govern- 
" ment, subject to the general control of the Director of Public In- 
" struction." On this the Government remark as follows : " So far as 
the general transaction of the business, the curricula of study, &c., are 
concerned, there is no objection, but it must not be lost sight of that 
the main object of this College is to furnish Medical Subordinates 
for the Army, and that there are many points, consequently, on which 
it is advisable that the opinion of the Commander-in-Chief should be

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taken before a decision is come to, and that there are otiiers againt 
" upon which it may be necessary or advisable to comply with His 
" Excellency's requisitions without reference to the Director of Public 
" Instruction." 

49. From the wording of this paragraph it might be inferred that 
the last clause of the rule proposed by me involved a change in the 
management of the College, and that it had not hitherto been subject 
to the general control of the Director of Public Instruction." This 
construction, when the order was published, was put upon it by the 
Editor of one of the Madras Newspapers, and a good deal of declamation 
was expended upon my supposed presumption in seeking to arrogate to 
myself authority to wbich 1 had no claim, and on the propriety of the 
rebuke which the order of Oovemment was supposed to convey. It 
will perhaps be suflScient for me to observe that the particular clause in 
question merely embodies the purport of an order* of Government which 
has been in operation since the 1st June 1855, and whereby the superin- 
tendence of the Medical College was placed under the head of the Educa- 
tional Department. There can of course be no objection to any emergent 
requisition which His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief may have occa- 
sion to make, either for the examination or removal of Military Medical 
Students or on other points connected with these Students, being ad- 
dressed direct to the Medical College Coimcil, or to the Principal of 
the College, when the new arrangements shall have been carried out, 
but in all other matters and especially as regards proposed alterations 
in the course of study in the College or projects for the improvement of 
Medical education in other ways, I would submit that so long as the 
superintendence of this branch of education shall continue to be entrust- 
ed to the Director of Public Instruction, it will be more convenient in 
every point of view that all correspondence on the subject should pass 
through his office.

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ANNUAL REPORT of the MADRAS MEDICAL COLLEGE, 

SESSION 1857-58. 

The present Session was opened on the 1st August last by an 
address delivered by Professor Urquhart. 

Changes in the College Council and in the Department of 

Instruction. 

Dr. Scotti late Secretary to the College Council, resigned his 
appointment on assuming charge of the Acting Assay Mastership, and 
was succeeded by Dr. Montgomery on the 27th May 1857. 

Botany and Materia Medica- 

Dr. Cleghonii late Professor of Botany and Materia Medica, having 
been appointed Conservator of Forests, vacated his Professorship. Dr. 
Mudge was appointed Officiating Professor, but was relieved before the 
commencement of the Session by Dr. Montgomery, Dr. Mudge receiv- 
ing the appointment of Secretary to the College Council. 

In noticing the above changes, the College Council desire to record 
their high sense of Dr. Cleghom's valuable services as a Professor, and 
their regret at the loss of a colleague who had proved himself so suc- 
cessful a teacher. 

F. Appavoo, late 2nd Dresser and Assistant to the Professor of 
Botany and Materia Medica, having passed his examination as a Native 
Surgeon and obtained his diploma, was removed from the College, and 
2nd Dresser Ailsworth was nominated to succeed him, but owing to the 
urgent demands for Medical Subordinates in the Military Department, 
the services of the 2nd Dresser could not be dispensed with, and Native 
Surgeon F. Appavoo was as a special case directed to act in his old 
appointment until further orders.

In consequence of an urgent requisition from Government 19 
Native Medical Fupils of the 1st and 2nd Class were examined by the 
College Council on the 3rd July 1857, and passed as Acting 2nd 
Dressers. These youths had been only two years in College. 

On the 3rd August inconsequence of a similar requisition, 19 Medi- 
cal Apprentices being Students just entering on their 4th year of study^ 
were examined and found qualified for the grade of Asostant Apothecary. 

On the 26th of the same month a further dem.and having been made 
by the Oovemmenty 16 Apprentices of two years* standing and eight Na- 
tive Medical Pupils of the same year were sent out of College as Assistant 
Apothecaries and 2nd Dressers respectively. On the 9th November, 29 
Apprentices, two of whom were 3rd years* students, and the remainder stu- 
dents of the 2nd year only, were by order of Government sent out of Col- 
lege as passed Medical Apprentices with a view of being employed in Zil- 
lah jails, the Medical Subordinates in those appointments being sent up to 
Bengal to do duty with H. M.'s Troops. A letter explanatory of the 
limited amount of Medical education these Apprentices had received, and 
of the advisability of their further prosecuting their studies when practi- 
cable, was at the same time forwarded to the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion. 

Conduct of the Students. 
The general conduct of the students in College during the passed 
Session has been characterized by so much carelessness and irregularity 
that the ordinary punishment of restriction, loss of place in the class 
and impositions having failed to make a sufficient impression, a graduated 
system of fines was proposed by the College Council and sanctioned by 
Minutes of Consultation, No. 183, dated 15th January 1858. This sys- 
tem was made applicable to the conduct of the students at the difierent 
Hospitals at which they are appointed to do duty at the Presidency, as 
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weiras in the Medical College^ and, it is hoped^ may be productiye of the 
desired effect. 

The College . Council are of opinion^ that the inattention of the 
students during the present Session may be attributed to several causes. 

First. Their extreme youth, many of them being only 16, an age 
at which much stability of character can scarcely be expected. 

Secondly. The premature removal to paid appointments of so 
many students after only two years' collegiate instruction, thus encourag- 
ing an idea that although deficient in general acquirements the exigencies 
of the Public service may call for their employment and remove them 
at once to the enjoyment of a fixed salary irrespective of merit. 

Thirdly. The number of subjects they were required to study in an 
unusually limited period and without sufficient preparatory education, 
thus unsettling their minds, scattering their ideas over too wide a field 
of enquiry, and offering them but little hope of attaining proficiency in 
any subject. This cause is verified by the reports of the Professors as 
seen in the extracts embodied in this report. 

Primary Medical School. 

In the month of August, twenty-two Native Pupils who had been 
under Instruction by Mr. Kellie in the Vepery Dispensary, as mention- 
ed in last yeai*s Annual Report, were admitted into the College ; on 
receipt of the report of their examination it was decided by Government 
in their Minute of Consultation, dated 10th October 1857, No. 3549, 
that a primary Medical School attached to the 2nd District, and placed 
under the charge of Mr. Kellie, should be established for the purpose 
of preparing Native youths for admission into the Medical College, or 
in the words of the Minute " with the view of affording to all Native 
Medical Pupils an elementary knowledge of their profession, and a 
thorough acquaintance with every thing relating to the duties of Dresser 
previous to their admission to the Medical College.'* 
Alteration of the Curriculum. 

Consequent on the removal of the senior class from the College 
at the commencement of the Session, it was found necessary to modify 
the Curriculum, see Appendix No. 35, so as to meet as far as possible 
the exigencies of the Service, and to enable the 1st, Snd and 3rd classes 
then in College to complete their studies in three years respectively ; 
at the same time 2 paid, and 23 unpaid candidates were drafted into the 
first class forming a separate section^ who, it was intended, should pursue 
the regular course as heretofore. 
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In November, thirty-seven youths were examined and brought on 
the strength of the College as paid candidates. These have been ex- 
clusively under instruction of the Assistant to the Professor of Anatomy, 
and have not yet entered on the regular Curriculum of study, but will 
form an excellent 1st Class at the commencement of next Session.

Certain Lectures thrown open to the Public. 

In October 1857, the Lectures on Botany, Chemistry, Physio- 
logy and Medical J urisprudence were thrown open to the Public on 
payment of a fee of Bupees 10 for each course, but up to the end of 
the present Session, no person has taken advantage of the privilege offered. 
Proposed changes in the Constitution of the College Council. 

In November of the past year a proposal for changing the consti- 
tution of the College Council was forwarded to Government by the Di- 
rector of Public Instruction, and approved in Minute of Consultation, 
No. 1629, of the 17th November. This proposal tends to assimilate 
the management of the Madras College to that of Bombay. The mea- 
sure has not yet taken effect. 



Thirteen Native Medical Pupils who joined the College too late 
in the Session, to enter any of the regular classes, have been instructed 
by Juggunnathum, the Native Assistant, in English, including reading, 
dictation. Arithmetic and Geography, also in Osteology, and elementary 
Materia Medica and minor Surgery. They have been under instruction 
for two months ; much credit is due to the Native Assistant for the pains 
he has taken with these students in addition to his ordinary duties in the 
College.

The method of tuition has been described in my last report, but

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1 regret that, owing to the premature removal of the second and third 
year's Apprentices and the senior Medioal Pupils from the College, and 
the consequent necessity of reducing the period of study of the students, 
both East Indian and Native, who remain, it was impracticable to carry 
out the proposed plan of employing the first year's alumni as readers in 
the dissecting room. 

The first class has consisted of three stipendiary students, three 
private students, eighty-eight Apprentices and paid candidates, and 
thirty -nine Native Medical Pupils. 

The stipendiary and private students, Apprentices and paid candi- 
dates were divided into three sections ; the Jirat including the stipendiary 
and private students and twenty-eight Apprentices who entered College 
at the commencement of the session ; the second^ numbering seventeen 
Apprentices and six paid candidates who entered upon their studies a 
few days subsequently ; and the third including thirty-seven paid candi* 
dates^ who did not begin work till about the 10th of December. 

The students of the 1st and 2nd sections have, by indecorous conduct 
in the class room, frequently subjected themselves to reproof, and, as 
regards general intelligence and industry, bear an unfavorable com- 
parison with the classes of former years. Some of them however have 
behaved well and pursued their studies with success, and of this number 
White and Todd merit high approval, and Shortt and J. Johnson are 
entitled to approval. 

The paid candidates, composing the third section, have conducted 
themselves remarkably well, and discovered 
S.steinKbff. great diligence in the study of Anatomy.

Anatomist^ but Vencataroyloo, Aroonagheerji and Kajarutkuum do 
not advance so rapidly as tbey ought to do. 

Private student Cardozo wants application^ and has consequently 
not progressed satisfactorily. 

The first class of Native Medical Pupils have generally acquired 
only a very limited acquaintance iwith Anatomy, and none of them has 
proved himself worthy of special approbation. 

Lane student Lyons is a plodding pupil, and has obtained an amount 
of Anatomical knowledge highly creditable to himself. 

I regret being obliged to report as unfavorably upon the Snd class 
of Native Medical Pupils as upon the 1st, they know very little of the 
structure of the human body. 

I beg to repeat the complaint urged in my reports of the last 
three years regarding the want of room in the Anatomical Department. 
A private room for the Professor is still needed. The Anatomical 
theatre requires enlargement, and the dissecting room should be furnish- 
ed with a verandah. 

The dissecting season commenced on the 1st October 1857, and end- 
ed on the 31st March 1858. During this period eighty-eight subjects 
were brought to the dissecting room from the Institutions named below.

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Report of the Professor of Physiologv. 
The course has been a complete one, and consisted of seventy-five 
lectures and twenty-one examinations. 

The removal of the second year's Apprentices early in the Session, 
considerably reduced the number of East Indians in the class, which 
then included Lane student Lyons, private students Sheen and Chennell, 
and four stipendiary students, besides fourteen two year's medical 
pupils and twenty-four pupils who constituted the first section of the 
first class. 

Lane student Lyons has studied this subject with considerable 
success, while the stipendiary and private students have made fair 
progress ; Sheen merits a prize, and Chennell and Davaragooloo merit 
approval. 

The Native Medical Pupils have as usual proved themselves very 
unsuccessful students of this branch of their education. This year they 
have failed more than ever, as, in addition to the causes which have 
always operated against them, it has been found necessary to reduce their 
Collegiate and compress in a shorter time than usual the study of almost 
as many branches as formerly. Thus the second year's pupils, young men 
with defective acquaintance with English and an inferior preliminary 
education have studied during this Session, Anatomy, Physiology^ Sur- 
gery, Medicine, Midwifery, and diseases of the Eye, and the first sec- 
tion of the first year's pupils, youths equally defective with the preced- 
ing have studied Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, and Surgery. 
It is impossible for pupils to progress satisfactorily in any study when 
their attention is so divided, and it is unjust to them and injurious to 
the service at large, to attempt to cram them in this manner. In the 
Anatomical class of Apprentices also the ill effects of too much division 
of attention have been apparent. Materia Medica has been added to the 
studies of the first year, and partly on this account the attainments of 
the class have fallen below the usual standard, the first and second sec- 
tions attended both my lectures and the demonstrations of my Assistant, 
and yet in their public as well as private examinations made but a poor 
show in comparison with the third section, which attended only the 
demonstrations of Mr. Wilkins. This last section, however, studied no- 
thing but Anatomy, and only thefirst three divisions of this science. I would 
strongly recommend that Materia Medica should hereafter^ as in former 
years, be a study of the second Annus Medicus alone, as I feel confident 
from the admirable and successful manner in which the classes have 
been this Session instructed by Dr. Montgomery, that a preliminary 
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course is not necessary in the first year, and for the Native Medical 
Pupils, I beg to suggest that attendance upon the course of Physiology 
be dispensed with, until we either get a class who can profit by the 
course or are able to extend the duration of their Collegiate. I shall in 
my Anatomical course give these pupils such Physiological information 
as they essentially require.

Report of the Professor of Chemistry. 
During the past session 140 lectures on Inorganic Chemistry were 
given to the Ist year's students, of which number 13 are recorded as 
examinations. 

While suflfering from indisposition as well as while employed on 
other duty the lectures on Chemistry were delivered by Drs. Scott and 
Montgomery, to whom I beg to oflTer my best thanks for their kind and 
valuable assistance. 

The class to whom the Lectures just specified were given was formed 
of two sections^ the first or senior section including three private, four 
stipendiary students, and two native dressers, numbered in all 33 lads, 
tha second or junior section 23. 

The division of the class into sections resulted from the unusual and

These large drafts from the students occasioned corresponding 
vacancies which it was desirable to fill up as soon as possible ; 23 boys 
were consequently passed into College at different dates after the Session 
had commenced, thus forming a second or junior section of first year's 
students. To carry these two sections of students with me as one class, 
several repetitions of lectures, demonstrations, &c., on the earlier por- 
tions of the course were necessary, the time thus occupied was made up 
partly by extra lectures, and partly by treating of the metals least known 
and of least practical importance in a more cursory way than heretofore. 
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For reasons to which I shall advert presently a more rigid adherence 
than ever to the methods of instruction so often and fully described in 
former reports was felt to be needful and was throughout adopted. No 
new statement was made without the fullest demonstration, illustration 
and explanation^ that the subject admitted of ; and when all these means 
had been resorted to, not one but several pupils were made to go over 
the whole of the proofs and explanation, till it was supposed that not 
only the individuals themselves, but the whole class, thoroughly com- 
prehended the subject. 

As an illustration cf the methods described^ a single example will 
suffice ; after any experiment has been shown^ and explained orally by 
the teacher it is illustrated by a diagram showing the exact form of 
apparatus employed, while the action that will take place under the con- 
. ditions required is represented symbolically in the form of an equatiooi 
by which the total number and kind of chemical equivalents taken in 
the outset are accounted for, and the new products of combination shewn* 
The equation is then rubbed off the board and several of the students 
are called on to represent it by symbols. When this has been done often 
enough to give the dullest lad instruction, the class is questioned some- 
times by the teacher, sometimes by the lads themselves who are made to 
question each other. How it is possible that such a system painfully 
and patiently carried out can fail in any case to convey a competent 
amount of knowledge it is difficult to understand, unless an unhappy and 
delusive confidence has obtained as to the certainty of being passed into 
the service in consequence of a temporary pressure, or unless the student 
possesses very limited powers of acquiring knowledge, and has been very 
imperfectly prepared for admission to College, but whether all these 
combined causes have been at work or not, it can scarcely be denied, 
that the first year's students generally have not made such progress in 
Chemistry, as many of corresponding classes of former years did, and there 
can be little doubt that though the extent of the operation of the causes 
referred to cannot be exactly estimated, the pressure which necessitated 
the admission of very juvenile, and imperfectly prepared lads impressed 
with the conviction, that whether well informed or not, they would even- 
tually be passed, could not operate favorably either for teachers or stu- 
dents, since it enhanced the difficulties of the former, while it made 
the latter less attentive and diligent than they would otherwise have been. 

Private students Sheen, Chennell and Cardozo have made satis*- 
factory progress and their conduct was good. 

Stipendiary students Vencataroyaloo, Davarajooloo, Aroonagherry 
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and Rajarutlinum have also got on well, and their behaviour was most 
praiseworthy. 

Junior Medical Apprentice Seymour having attained the highest 
position in his class is entitled to a prize, and I consequently recom- 
« j^g^ mend him for one, and those lads who merit 

Shortt. approval are named in the margin. • 

I beg to reiterate the complaint urged in my previous reports in 
reference to the want of accommodation, a large room is much needed 
for the lodgement of stores belonging to the department^ and another 
for the students of the senior class attending laboratory practice.

A very small class, two second Dressers, and one private student. 

This course was reduced to one of 35 Lectures in compliance with 
a recommendation of the College Council, dated 22nd July 1857. 

Having given this plan a fair trial, I find that it does not allow as 
many Lectures as are essentially necessary for a class who have to under- 
go a strict examination in Botany. I would suggest the restoration of 
the original order allowing 60 Lectures to this course. 

The class was this year thrown open to the public, but no visitors 
attended on any occasion and no tickets for this course were purchased. 

The three pupils attending were regular in attendance and had 
every portion of the course fully illustrated by appropriate diagrams, 
and by the examination and demonstration of recent specimens. 

As before Balfour's Botany has been the Text Book. .As the 
^ ^ ^ ^ course was a short one I recommended the 

students to procure McGilivray's Manual of 
Botany, which is a good epitome of the most recent discoveries in this 
science, and very suitable as a first book in Botany. 
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Both at the private and public exaixiinationa 2nd Dresser Pulney 
Andy was highly distinguished for remarkably good answering ; I wil- 
lingly recommend him for a prize, and have no 
^Prizc, 2ad DrcwMsr Palnoy ^^^y^^ ^j^j^ increased opportunities he 

may become a very good Botanist. I would 
be glad if his other studies permitted his attending a second course as he 
would then be quite fitted to act as Assistant in this department should 
any vacancy occur in the appointment.

As detailed in this report 100 Lectures were delivered to, and 20 
Examinations held in the senior and 1st classes. This large number 
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(jnearly double that proposed at the coiumencement of the Session) being 
necessitated by the great size of the classes under instruction^ (96 in all,) 
and by the fact that the Apprentices were in their first Session in College 
and consequently entirely ignorant of all medical terms and the nature 
of diseases, and that the examination on a given subject was frequently 
obliged to be carried on in continuation for part of the lecture immediately, 
following as otherwise each boy could only get one or two questions at 
mostt Ai^d no idea can be formed of the progress of individual students. 

A second class was taken up by me early in January and educated 
on Materia Medica so as to fit them for promotion to the senior portion 
of the first class. This necessitated the delivery of 50 additional lec- 
tures and of 10 examinations for them alone, independent of the other 
and regular ones on Materia Medica. The whole number of lectures 
and examinations to all Classes amounted to 180. 

RoyJe'^s Materia Medica is in my opinion much too erudite for any 
Text Bocilc Military students of the College who 

must find it difficult to select the points of 
practical importance in it from such a mass of scientific information. 
But this book and Waring^s Therapeutics are both most valuable as 
works of reference for more advanced students and those studying for 
the diplomas of the College^ Garrod's Essentials of Materia Medica is 
much more suited to the requirements and capacity of ill ordinary stu- 
dents, and I have recommended its use henceforward as a text book. Iti^ 
also more portable and only one half of the price of Royle's work.

The lecture room of the College is entirely 
inadequate for the classes assembling in it, and 
is also a most defective apartment as a lecture room, omng to the great 
disproportion between its area and height ; a large, better ventilated 
lecture room is urgently required, and should, if possibIe,be in close con- 
tiguity to the several parts of the Museum and the Chemical Laboratory. 
Two or three reading rooms would be a great acquisition to the 

College and would afford during leisure hours

an opportunity of study to the boys, who 

now either loiter outside the College compound or remain about it, dis- 
turbing the lectures by loud talking, and who are quite unable to study 
and unnecessarily exposed to a strong sun. 

A few specimens have been added to the Museum and any further 

additions are prevented by want of sufficient 

space. Many specimens of Interest and im- 
portance are thus excluded and the studies of the classes would be 
rendered much more easy by considerable additions to the articles of 
Materia Medica, both Inorganic and Organic. I think that the Materia 
Medica and Botanical Museum should be entirely separated from that 
of Anatomy and Pathology, and much enlarged, 

A large number of diagrams have been added to the Botanical 

Museum and these are useful to the Materia 

Medica Class also. 
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I am happy to be able to speak in terms of the highest praise 
of my Officiating Assistant Native Surgeon 
lS(^w:Tr^nl^^Z":" Appavoo, who has been most c«reful in his 

duties, and to whose exertions I am indebted 
for the satisfactory progress of the pupils under my care. His regularity 
in attendance and high scientific acquirements make him a most valuable 
Assistant, and I would urge strongly upon the Council the great advan- 
tage likely to accrue from his continued enployment in the College. 
During the past Session he has only been allowed to draw a moiety of 
staff salary, should he be continued as Assistant permanently I trust he 
may be allowed the full salary as his employment at the College greatly 
interferes with his establishing himself in private practice, and his fre- 
quent visits to the horticultural gardens, to procure specimens, &c.^ 
are attended with some expence.

Report of the Professor of Midwifery and Diseases of the Ete. 

During the Session, 80 lectures on Midwifery, and 20 on Ophthal- 
mic Medicine (including examinations) were delivered to the students 
engaged on these branches. 

The 4th class of Medical Apprentices were removed at the begin- 
ning of the Session, and the 3rd class one month afterwards along with 
8 Native Medical pupils^ so that the class consisted during the greater 
part of the Session of one private student, six stipendiary students, two 
Lane scholars, and fourteen Native Medical pupils. 

The conduct of the class generally has been good. The private 
student, two Lane scholars and six stipendiary students have made satis- 
factory progress, comprehend the information imparted to them on the 
different branches, and on the whole understand their subjects well. 

The 14 Native Medical pupils have made but little progress from 
want of general intelligence, ignorance of the English language and 
defective information in the more rudimentary branches of medicine, a 
want of a suf&cient knowledge of English appears to be their chief 
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defect, for some of iheni are so ignorant of it that they cannot repeat the 
answer to a simple question when told to them two or three times. 

The only private student Bilderbeck has embraced every opportu- 
nity of profiting by the cases, that presented themselves at hospital, but 
the natives do not seem to have much tact in building up general informa- 
tion from individual cases, many prefer acquiring iheir knowledge by read- 
ing to studying cases. On the whole I have been disappointed by their 
deficiency in diagnostic tact. 

The attendance of the pupils at the Medical College prevents their 
attendance at the Lying-in-Hospital during the day. Formerly two pupils 
were detailed for duty every night at the hospital but this Session the 
stipendiary and private students only were available for this duty. Since 
1st May 1857 to 1st April 1858, there has been 765 confinements in the 
hospital, afibrding ample opportunities for their becoming acquainted 
with the mechanism and management of labor, and their attendance con- 
sidering their limited number has been good, Bilderbeck especially so, 
who has evinced on every occasion an anxiety to learn. 

At the Eye Infirmary, the total number treated were 1402 in- 
patients, and 1565 out-patients, the whole of which cases were open to the 



I propose that the prize be awarded in Midwifery to J. Bilderbeck, 
also another prize to Manickum. These two happen to stand equal in 
the register of merit, but Bilderbeck was senior at the last examina- 
tion and is the best informed in the particular branch.

25 Native pupils who had preliminary training in Dr. Kellie's primary 
school were added to my class, although they had not received a regular 
course of lectures on Anatomy and Physiology, which are invariably 
considered so essential as a foundation to a course on surgery. 

On the 9th November owing to the number of removals from the 
College, I had only 4 stipendiary students, 1 Lane scholar, 14 second 
year's Native pupils, and the 25 young natives who had been Dr. 
Kellie's pupils remaining under my instruction. The Apprentice stu- 
dents who were removed from College were about the worst I ever 
attempted to teach. They were deficient in preliminary education, full 
of conceit, and perfectly indifferent to their duties; as they discovered, 
soon after the commencement of the Session, that the emergencies of the 
time would soon lead to their removal without any regular examina- 
tion.

Indeed they were 
the only students who could thoroughly understand my explanations, 
and I appreciate their presence accordingly.* 

The first year's Native pupils require to have every allowance made 
for any deficiencies in their Surgery as they had merely a smattering of 
Anatomy and Physiology to serve as an introduction to it, and were 
burdened with lectures on three other subjects during this Session in ad- 
dition to my own. The upper ten are intelligent lads and have made very 
fair progress in Surgery, but are deficient in knowledge of English. 
The rest have very little acquaintance with English, and are extremely 
stupid, as has been proved by the attempts which the College Assistant 
Juggematbum has often made to convey instruction to them, to some 

* The second years' native pupils have asaclass, been remarkablj dull and slow and have 
profited little. I consider V. Ubboy is the smartest and most intelligent pupil, althoagh he 
is only 2nd in the class. Ilis superior intelligence appears to be the resalt of a good pre- 
liminary English education. All these pupils, however, are g0!>d and aseful yonng fellows 
in hospital, slow though they be in class attainiuents. 
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in Tellegoo, to others in Tamil. The preliniinary education in the 
primary school much facilitated the communication of information to 
this class, especially to the upper ten ; but had they entered College with 
a fair command of English they would have made much greater progress 
in the principles of surgery. 

I have been very ably assisted during the whole of this Session by 
2d Dresser Juggernathum, our College Assistant who has devoted a 
very great deal of time to the instruction of all the native pupils in 
surgery. He has been particularly attentive to the pupils who were 
admitted from Dr. Kellie's primary school and I am certain they owe 
as much to his unceasing exertions as to my own teaching. This arduous 
application is all the more creditably when we remember that he had 
the paid candidates, a still younger set of native pupils, to instruct 
at the same time ; besides carrying on his own studies to enable him to 
pass his examination for the diploma.

Report of the Professor of Clinical Surgery. 

All the senior Apprentices having been removed from College 
by the 9th November, there were no Clinical lectures on Surgery after 
that date as there were none but six stipendiaries, one private student, 
and one Lane scholar to addiess, and only four of these were in my 
wards during the Session. The four junior stipendiary students were 
instructed carefully during their attendance in the surgical wards, and 
have afforded me very great satisfaction. 

The senior stipendiaries three Dressers, one Lane and one private 
student, who are about to stand their examination for the diploma, have 
always attended in the Surgical class room, when there has been any sub- 
ject worthy of their attention from its practical importance. They have 
also had a very careful course of practical instruction in operations on 
the dead body and have frequently joined me in conversations and 
discussions on practical points. 

Mr. Wilkins has exerted himself most creditably during the last 
half of the Session in the instruction of the seniors in practical surgery.

Report of the Professor of Clinical Medicine. 
To the students in the Clinical class, 27 lectures have been deli* 
vered in the College, besides the daily bedside instruction in hospital 
1365 Medical cases (besides 359 surgical military,) have come under 
the observation in hospital of the students in Clinical Medicine be- 
tween the 1st April 1857 and 31st March 1858. With reference to the 
surgical cases, from the 1st instant (April 1858,) a new arrangement has 
come into operation. Up to that time, all Military patients in the hos- 
pital, whether medical or surgical, were under my immediate care, but 
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the surgical cases are now transferred to the Professor of Surgery, and 
for the future they will be available for his Clinical lectures. 

By this arrangement my Clinique (as well as the surgical) will be 
greatly improved as the same enables me to devote more time and at- 
tention, than I previously could do, when I had a large number of surgical 
cases to attend to, to the instruction of the students in Clinical l^edicine 

The attention of the students to their Clinical studies has been 
generally good, and I beg particularly to bring to the notice of the 
College Council Stipendiary Student Ruthnum, and private student 
Bilderbeck as recorder of cases. Lane student Anthony, stipendiary 
student Manickum, Medical Pupils Ubboy and Condasawmy, are entitled 
to commendation.

COMPOUND DISLOCATION. 

TlIOPPAY, GETAT. 13, MaLE. 



Jiervo-sangnine TemperamenL 



Admitted into the Surgical Ward, General Hosj^tal, on the SGtb 
September 1858, at 5| p. m., \vith a Compound Dislocation at the 
left Elbow-joint The arm is bent at an obtuse angle with the lower 
extremity of the humerus protruding forwards and inwards through the 
integument which is torn irregularly and to a considerable extent. The 
Ulna projects considerably backwards with a hollow on either side of the 
olecranon. The lateral and anterior and posterior ligaments are com- 
pletely torn across ; the condyles and trochlear surface of humerus appear 
clean and free from any of the lacerated ligaments j bleeding little or 
none ; puliation of the radial artery can be distinctly felt at the wrist. 
The radius does not appear to be dislocated. No numbness or loss of 
sensation in the forearm and hand. The accident is said to have been 
occasioned by a fall on his hand while the patient was wrestling with 
another boy much his superior both in age and strength. 

The patient being put under the influence of chloroform, reduction 
of the dislocation was effected ; and edges of the torn »kin brought together 
by means of sutures. A triangular splint was then applied to the inner 
side of the limb and fastened by bandages. The elbow was afterwards 
painted with a concentrated tincture of Digitalis ; and the patient put to 
bed with the injured arm in an elevated position, on cotton pillowsr 
He has taken no food since early this morning.

pulse 140. Pieces of lint which were supplied to the wound, when it was 
first dressed, were removed^ to allow a free exit to matter if formed. 
Tinct. Digitalis, til v. 
Tinct. Hyoscyanii, til x. 
Mag. Sulphur, 3ss. 
AqusB, Si, mice. 

To be given every second hour, 
Yesp. Bowels opened three or four times ; skin not so hot as this 
morning ; but still the fever has not left him. Continue the Medicine 
without Epsom Salt. 

S9th. The arm is much swollen, but there is very little discharge 
from the wound. The wooden splint was removed and a perforated 
zinc splint applied to the outer side of the arm. Fever still continues, 
but less severe, pulse 136. 

Apply simple dressing to wound. 
Add Pot. Nitras. grs. x to each dose of his mixture. 
Vesp. Bowels did not move to-day. Fever high, pulse 142» 
tongue still broad and foul. There are a number of small vesicles with 
Erydiematous redness around the wound. 

R. Hydrarg. Chlorid. grs. viij. 
Pulv. Jalapae Co. grs. xx* 
Pulv. Zingibris, grs. vi. 
Aquae, Siss, mice, s.s. 

If his bowels do not move within four hours' time the following 
Enema is to be given.

Aq« Orizoe Oss mice, 
30th. Was purged freely last night after the Enema. Fever remits, 
pulse 120. 

R. Tinct. Digitalis, 111 ij. 
Tinct. Ferrisesquichli til x. 
Aquae, Si, mice. 

every hour. 

Vesp. There are large bulks in place of the small vesicles. Face 
puffy. Complains of much pain in the elbow, arm and neck. No 
collection of pus in the joint 

Omit Tinct. Ferrisesquichli, and add Sol. Quinas^ 
Amorph. til x, to each dose of the medicine. 
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1st October. Skin cooler; tongue not so broad as before, begin- 
ning to clean ; pulse 100. Elbow feels easier. 
R. Sol. Quinse Amorph. tft x. 
Inf : Hoematozyl, Sij, mice, 
every second hour. 
2d, Erysipelas has disappeared ; but the wound is covered with 
a superficial slough, and it omits an offensive odour. Faceless swollen, 
tongue cleaning. Pain in the neck better. Bowels opened once last 
night. 

Ulcer to be dressed with lint and liquor. 

Sodas Chlorinat Cont. Medicine. 
3rd. No fever, pulse 82. Ulcer is irritable and bleeds easily ; there 
is scarcely any discharge from it The slough is being removed. Skin 
over the joint and forearm is wrinkled. 

Spoon diet. Bread 8 oz. 
Omit medicine. 
R. Tinct Feirisesquichli tft viij. 
Aquas, Si, mtc^, 

every 4th hour. 

4th. Is free from severe pains in the joint ; swelling less ; tongue 
pretty clean. Pain in the neck relieved. 

Chicken Broth, 1| pints. 
Rice, one pint. 

Vesp. No fever ; wound is closing, discharge slight. The Zinc 
aplint was removed and the wooden one bent at right angles substituted. 

5th. Ulcer is granulating. Bowels regular. Complains of a little 
pain in the neck. 

R. Tinct. Cannabis sat. tft x. 
Tinct. Opii. tft vi. 

every 2nd hour. 
6th. Bowels confined ; otherwise doing well. 
To have a Seidlitz powder to-morrow morning. Cont. Medicine. 
From this date the patient continued to improve more or less stea- 
dily ; and when the ulcers healed, he left the Hospital with a pretty 
moveable joint. 

Hemarks. 

It is but rarely that cases of Compound Dislocation are met with ; 
and the present one at the Elbow joint, recommends itself, therefore, 
to our attentive observation and study. 
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The legitimate function of the Elbow-joint is flexion and exten- 
sion^ the movements of pronation and supination, belonging strictly to 
the Radio-ulnar articulation. 

The Elbow, like all other joints of the Ginglymoid group, is 
provided with four sets of ligaments, namely anterior, posterior, 
internal lateral and external lateral. By some the whole of these four 
ligaments have been considered as one under the name of Capsular ; 
and two ot|iers, as the oblique and orbicular, have been included among 
the ligaments proper to the joint. But nothing like capsules, such as 
are found in the hip and shoulder, can be said to exist in the elbow 
joint. As for the two ligaments, orbicular and oblique, while the 
former belongs exclusively to the Radioulnar articulation, the latter 
can hardly be found to strengthen the joint. Thus it is not only 
anatomically correct to consider the ligaments holding together the 
humerus and ulna as four separate bands, but it is desirable to do so, 
as such a division has reference to a general rule observed in the forma- 
tion of the ligaments of the hinge-joints. To efiect the movements 
allowed in the joints, we have provided, the Biceps and Brachialis 
Anticus for flexion ; and, Triceps assisted by the Anconeus for exten- 
sion. These muscles further contribute by their tendons to the strength- 
ening of the joint. The conformation of the Elbow-joint renders it 
more difficult to admit of dislocation than that of the shoulder ; and 
when a comparison is instituted between the former and the knee, if 
we admit interlocking of bones as an element provided against the 
occurrence of dislocation, we find the Elbow claiming a superiority, 
in point of strength and rarity of luxation, over the latter. This 
superiority it would still maintain, if the knee did not turn the balance 
to itself by the greater number of ligaments with which it is supplied. 
The smaller size also of the elbow and its frequent exposure to acci- 
dents, in consequence of the use of the upper extremity as an organ of 
defence, render it more frequently subject to dislocation than the knee* 
Without comparison then, the elbow is sufficiently strong to fulfil 
with efficiency, the various offices for which it is intended. * So strong 
is it that, in some instances, the bones would sooner break than ligaments 
allow of dislocation. But it has, like every thing else, weak points or 
positions, which render it easily assailable by the causes tending to 
produce displacement. For example, a person, falling on his hand 
with his elbow semiflexed, has not the ulna in the line of gravity with 
the humerus, to receive the weight of the body with advantage and 
convey it to the earth's centre ; so that, the whole weight of the body 
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falling on the humerus drives its further end out of the Sigmoid cavity 
of the ulna (which then forms an angle with it) either forwards, or 
forwards and outwards, or, as In the case under consideration, forwards 
and inwards. In some persons the conformation of the joint appears 
to be weak. Thus instead of a hollow in the flexure of the point, 
there is prominence and frequently a depression in the site of the 
Olecranon. This can only be produced either by the shallowness of the 
sigmoid cavity or by the laxity of the ligaments. The former defect 
appears to be produced by the same casual circumstances as those 
which, in some, give rise to a want the Antero-posterior or trans- 
verse arch of the foot; and when this exists the head of the 
humerus not finding sufficient room to conceal itself, stands prominent. 
The interlocking is then imperfect and the occurrence of dislocation easy. 
When the laxity of the ligaments, a consequence of general debility, is 
present, the humerus cannot be firmly bound down to the ulna ; and no 
wonder, that it should form a projection in the bend of the elbow and 
render the articulation weak. At the time when the injury happened in 
our patient, the arm is said to have been in the first of these circumstan- 
ces, viz,, in a semi-Jlexed state. As soon as the case was brought under 
our care, having ascertained that it was one of compound dislocation, 
uncomplicated with rupture of the artery or laceration of the nerve ; and 
having determined to save the joint, we proceeded without delay to re- 
duce the dislocation. There was no bleeding from the skin to call for 
treatment ; and this is what generally occurs in lacerated wounds from 
the irregularly torn vessels readily contracting and thus preventing the 
escape of their contents. In effecting the replacement of the humerus, 
it was necessary to cut a few fibres probably of the anterior ligament 
and make a slight incision in the skin to admit the bone. There was 
some bleeding during the operation, but only very little. The edges of 
the skin were then brought together by sutures, and pieces of lint, partly 
secured with blood, were put on the wound, care being taken to prevent 
any air being confined in the joint. The wooden splint bent at right angle 
was applied to the anterior part of the arm with an angle well against 
the bend of the Elbow, to prevent re-displacement, an occcurrence by 
no means infrequent in such cases. 

The dangers in compound dislocation are, as might be anticipated, 
proportionate to the nature of the joint implicated, the importance of the 
parts injured, the extent of laceration and exposure of the synovial sac ; 
and the age, constitution and previous habits of the patient. Injuries 
involving the joints of the lower extremities, are far more serious than 
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tliose of the upper ; this is owing partly, to greater size of the joints and 
the high degree of inflammation which follows. There is nothing, in the 
patient himself, that would make the case very serious, except his age. 
Still the injury itself is very severe: — all the ligaments are completely 
torn asunder, the Bi^chialis Anticus muscle is, in all probability, separat- 
ed from its attachment, the skin is considerably lacerated, the synovial 
membrane is exposed and the artery and nerve, though not torn, are yet 
much overstretched* When the whole system began to feel the existing 
injury, and fever and inflammation appeared, the pulse rose first to 120 
and then to 142, all the secretions of the body began to be altered, 
either in quality or quantity, and the elbow swelled and became tense 
and painful. The means employed to meet these morbid symptoms 
were simple ; yet well calculated to avert them without being in danger 
of giving rise to any. An evaporated tincture of Digitalis was applied 
to the elbow from the very commencement to moderate the inflamma- 
tion and consequently the fever. 

After Purgatives and Salines, Digitalis and Henbane were admi- 
nistered internally to reduce the frequency of heart's action, lessen fever 
and subdue swelling and inflammation. When Erysipelas showed itself, 
cold externally and Iron and Purgatives internally were used to stop its 
progress. When the fever took the remittent form. Quinine was given. 
By these measures the pulse gradually came down, fever disappeared, 
tongue cleaned, swelling and inflammation subsided and the wound 
commenced to granulate. When, at this time, pain was complained of 
in the neck. Cannabis was exhibited from fear of Tetanus supervening. 
The patient was subsequently put on full diet and tonics^ upon which 
he steadily improved and the ulcer gradually healed, occasional applica- 
tions of astringents alone having been necessary. The use of the joint 
was restored to a considerable extent when the patient left the 
Hospital at his own request.

T. D'S. JET. 53, Pauper. 
Temperament, Nervo-Sanguine, 

Admitted 22ad October 1857, about 8 a.m. with a hard, difiased 
and painful boil, oval in shape and situated on the right half of the 
back about 2 inches away from the spinal column and occupying the 
space from 6th to 9th rib. It is considerably elevated above the level of 
the surrounding integument and consists of several apertures or mouths 
giving exit to thin grumous pus. It moreover presents a dark purple 
appearance and is of about the size of a hen's egg. The patient complainsof 
pricking pain and burning sensation. Bowels confined, appetite impaired, 
tongue coated, skin warm, pulse quick and feeble, and his general health 
seems to be much deranged. On enquiry as to the origin of the com- 
plaint he states that it first made its appearance as a small pustule some 
5 or 6 days ago. 

22nd October. Spoon diet. 

The poultice with which he was admitted on his back to be 
removed and a piece of simple dressing put over the part. 
23rd October. No change since last report. 

PotassaFusa rubbed over the sore and a dry piece of lint applied 
over it. 

Port wine, one measure given immediately. 
R. Port wine, one measure. 
Vin. Ant. Pot. Tart Ift. xx. 
Quinas Disulp. gr. ii. 
Acid Int. Dil. III. x. 
Tinct. Hyascy. tit »x. 

Thrice a day. 
Spoon diet. Bread oz. 8, broth, pint 1, rice, pints 2. 
Vespere. Complains of less pain, skin rather cool, and the pulse 
less excited. States that he took his food with better appetite. 
R. Arrack, 1 measure, at bed time. 

24th October. States that he slept well last night and feels less 
pain, bowels moved freely once this morning. 

Full diet with 2 measures of Port Wine, one for breakfast and the 
other for dinner. 
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25th. Slougli caused by application of Caustic Potass is not 
separated and there exudes from the sore, some thin serous dis- 
charge mixed up with unhealthy pus. The patient complains of being 
affected with Piles, and states that when going to stool he experiences 
much pain and a burning sensation, which he adds are aggravated by tak- 
ing Port wine. He is moreovier labouring under Hydrocele for long 
time and seems to have been treated for it outside. 

To have Sherry wine instead of the Port. 

Copaiba Bolus Sss thrice a day. 

Cont. his other medicine. 

Spoon Diet. Bread oz. 8, Soup O ii, RiceO ii. Mutton Chops oz. 8> 
Soujee Conjee O i. 

26th October. Informs that he passed his night very quietly, 
bowels moved twice. Appetite good. Pulse normal. Feels a kind of 
dragging'^ pain. 

Cont. Med* and omit Port wine. 
27th. The scab separated itself this morning and there is some 
•discharge. 

Dress the sore with Lint dipped in Liq. Sodi Chlorinata, and a piece 
of simple Dressing to be covered over the part. 

28th. No ** dragging" pain since the removal of the scab, the ulcer 
is improving and there is still some bad odor about it. Cont. Med. &c. 

29th October. There is less discliarge and the ulcer is improving 
steadily. Functions normaU Cont. Med* &c. Full Diet. 

30th. No notable change. Cont, Med* 

2nd. December. Cicatrisation is commencing and the patient is 
getting stronger. 

9th. Cicatrization is almost complete* 
12th. Better. Discharged. 

Retnarh. 

It is very remarkable to observe that Anthrax or Carbuncle pre- 
vails amongst adults and the aged under two very opposite circumstances, 
the one being those in which the individual is leading a luxurious and 
sedentary life, and the other being those wherein he is placed in poor and 
needy condition ; because in both these cases, the blood is surcharged 
with effete materials which tend to vitiate the whole current and produce 
more or less the same results. When the carbuncle makes its appearance 
it seems to prefer the back and the nates which isattributed by some, to 
the comparative thickness of the subcutaneous cellular Tissue of ihojic parts, 

L 
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but cases not uiifrequently occur wherein we see it attacking the other 
parts as well. The rich natives of this place are more susceptible to this 
disease, which, I think, is owing to their mode of living. 

It is, as we all know, the salutary effort of nature to get rid of the 
deletereous materials existing in large quantity as the result of disintegra- 
tion of non-assimilated food (as in the case of rich individuals) as well as 
that of the Tissues of the body in the performance of their various 
functions and these disintegrated matters being retained in the system 
in consequence of sluggishness of the Emunctories act very injuriously. 

Carbuncle differs from Boil by its being irregular or oval in shape, 
by its being dusky in appearance and by its being possessed of a number 
of openings from which their grumous pus exudes instead of healthy 
one. It is moreover distinguished by its tendency to spread widely into 
the surrounding textures ; by its being destitute of limitary wall form- 
ed of fibrine which is a beautiful provision of nature to prevent the ra- 
vages of inflammation, and by its being accompanied with cachectic 
state of the body, and lastly by its aptitude to terminate fatally. 

The patient under our charge with this complaint is a poor old 
man of broken down constitution and from his ill-mode of living, there 
appears sufficient reason for us to believe that his circulating fluid is > 
very much impoverished and impregnated with impurities. As he is 
further suffering from Piles and Hydrocele, as stated in the case, I 
believe that these may also contribute towards enfeebling the system, 
and as we should estimate the danger of this disease according to the 
nature and importance of the place it is situated upon, it would lead us 
to fear that the sore, located as it is, on the right half of the back occu- 
pying the space from 6th to 9th rib, might, in case of taking an unfa- 
vorable course, make its way into the interior of the chest and set up 
inflammation in the Pleura Castalis, would thus endanger the life of 
the patient very much. 

There are various ways of treating the carbuncle and these are, 
in brief, making crucial incisions across the swelling, or circular inci- 
sion all around, or applying Caustic around the part with a view of 
forming a limitary wall, but the latter kind of treatment is of little or 
no service since the application of Caustic itself cannot produce any 
new fibrine, whilst the system is below par to effect the purpose. 

Some cases, again, are treated by the application of Potassa Fusa, 
and this is the one which was adopted in the present case, our object 
in using the Caustic Potass is to destroy the whole diseased surface and 
convert it into a clean healthy ulcer and after the Eschar was removed, 
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the further treatment in the case consisted in dressing tlie ulcer with 
lint dipped in diluted Liq : Sodi Chlorinata and with these local mea- 
sures, his constitutional treatment was not forgotten. He was placed 
upon mineral and vegetable tonics with moderate good and nourishing 
diet together with cordials and occasional laxatures for the purpose of 
strengthening his system by restoring the patient to his health. 

Under this treatment, the patient has made a considerable improve- 
ment and in short, being cured of the disease, was discharged from the 
Hospital.

The following remarks were written by P. Vencatarmgum Naidoo, 
Stipendiary Student^ on case of Erysipelas in one of the Mounted Police. 

From the history of the case, we are at liberty to pronouce that 
the constitution of our patient has been rendered very susceptible 
to impressions by an exhausting disease, the jungle fever, under which 
he was labouring for a period of 18 months. 

And if we add to this, his present avocation as that of a Trooper in 
which muscular exercise is indented upon, and the mental anxiety of 
running his life into risk in those critical days of Mohorum and a full 
exposure to the mercies of night air, we are naturally led to assert that 
the body under such circumstances must be rendered a fruitful nidus 
for reception and origin of diseases, i. e. in plainer language, the patient 
has a predisposing cause within .himself whereas the ulcer occasioned 
by a blister of his boot afforded only an exciting cause for the develop- 
ment of the disease : consequently although the malady has a Trau- 
matic origin, yet it is developed and kept up by Idiopathic causes. 

Erysipelas is a cutaneous disease, but distinguished from other 
skin diseases by its erratic and metastatic character and rapidly spread- 
ing tendency and sometimes by the presence of vesicles and bulla?. 
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Some divide the disease according to tlie parts afiected as Cutaneous 
and Cellulo-Cutaneous ; while others again in accordance to the degree 
of Inflammation as Erythema, Erysipelas and Phlegmonous-Ery- 
sipelas. 

Erythema is characterised by tenderness, softness of the skin, and 
diffuse superficial redness without hardness ; and is one where much 
danger is not anticipated, as it only involves the Retas Mucosum. This 
is clearly seen in this case on the inner Aide of the thigh soon after the 
patient's admission into the hospital. 

In Erysipelas it is the true-skin or Cutisvera that becomes 
involved, and is distinguished by its hard and leathery feel, leathery 
because the whole cutis is injected, as we witnessed in the case on the 
inner side of the same limb. 

And in Phlegmonous-Erysipelas the skin is leathery at the onset, 
but after the lapse of few days it changes in its consistency and feels 
soft and boggy from the formation of putrid matter in the sub-cuta- 
neous cellular-tissue, as manifested in the present instance though 
indistinctly at about the lower third of the leg where the Erysipelas 
inflammation existed and the formation of pus was indicated by a short 
fit of shiver. ^ 

Thus, we observe, in the case three degrees of the specific inflam- 
mation more or less strongly and distinctly marked : — moreover it has 
shown a peculiar tendency to creep upwards towards the trunk whick 
is explained as a peculiarity of the disease. 

As the skin which covers the whole frame of the human body is 
an excretory organ, it separates and throws out certain moi*bific 
materials from the blood and thus renders that vital fluid pure, and 
hereby fits it to nourish other tissiies of the system. But when such 
an extensive organ becomes implicated with disease either in part or in 
whole (exanthema tons diseases), we have as a consequence the materia 
morhi retained within the system, which aggravate the granity of 
the disease by adding firesh fuel to the flames and even slight our treat- 
ment — however judicious it may be» 

Here our plan of treatment for the most part as regards the local 
and constitutional is the same in both cases, viz.. Erythema and' Erysi- 
pelas ; and in Phlegmonous Erysipelas, we should promptly give to the 
patient the benefit of our lancet by free, short and deep incisions in ad- 
dition to the other measures. As Erysipelas is a disease of debelity it 
vequires a tonic mode of treatment ; and not strictly antiphlogistic 
The depressing plan of treatment^ instead of curing the malady material- 




ly deteriorates the nutritive fluid more and more, and the already 
weakened system, by irritating the weak capillaries hastens Suppura- 
tion ; This in turn kindles up fresh inflammation. 

Now a days many resort to a plan of treatment called " Caustic 
Rings ;** and they argue that they produce an adhesive inflammation 
by these rings and thereby efiusion of fibrine is effected, which by its 
property of forming a limitary wall hems in the malady and thus pre- 
vents the further progress of inflammation. This is true, but the ques- 
tion arises whether there is sufficient fibrine in the blood to be efiVised ? 
But unfortunately we have the freedom to pronounce in the negative, i. e., 
there is very little fibrine in the blood to be effused and to which alone 
wecouldattribute the rapid spreading of the disease and infiltration of pus 
in the surrounding tissues as was exemplified in Phlegmonous Erysipe* 
las. Consequently these Caustic Bings instead of benefitting the poor 
patient engender a fresh inflammation of the same type and make the 
case more serious and alarming in its character, and thus not only prov^ 
inefficacious but also superfluous in cases where fibrine could be effused, 
because there the limitary wall will be formed (out of fibrine exuded 
from the blood) by the already existing inflammation, the Erysipelas, but 
not by these caustic circles which cannot make new fibrine. 

Therefore our object should materially be to relieve the lesion of 
innervation, circulation, and secretion by bracing up the capillaries and 
strengthening the Heart by administering sedatives and tonics. 

Tinct : Digitalis. 

Tinct : Hyoscyamii. 

Solutio Ferri lodidum and 

Cordials. 

The Tincture invigorates the capillaries thereby relieving the lesion 
of innervation and at the same time makes no impression, on the central 
organ of circulation, the heart ; and tlie iron strengthens both capillaries 
and the heart by increasing the red corpuscles of the blood. 

In the present case the patient being prudent enough to apply for 
treatment, in due and proper time, had been benefitted by our treatment 
and the disease has now terminated in restoration.

Teviperament Phlegmatic. 
Admitted 23rd Septeinberl857, at 9 A. M. complaining of an in- 
ability to raise the left arm and of pain in the left shoulder joints ; said 
to be caused by a fall on that side while ascending the steps of a build- 
ing. 

On examination the form of the shoulder joint is altered, being 
flattened, arm lengthened, elbow is sticking out from the side and there 
is a hollow felt under the Acromion on raising the arm, the head of the 
bone is distinctly felt in the axilla, the patient is found leaning towards 
the dislocated limb, keeping the fore arm slightly bent and the elbow 
supported on his hip, symptoms of fracture are discernible. Health good. 

Dislocation reduced and the parts retained in their place by a pad 
and a bandage while the arm is supported by a suspensory bandage. 

Spoon diet. 
Broth, 2 pints. 
Rice^ 1 pint. 

34th. Complains of pain in the joint ; was restless last night bad no 
sleep. Full diet. 

27th. Bandage removed, had the part examined, the joint is improv- 
ing. Complains of pain while moving the joint. This is owing to the 
reparation that generally takes place during rest. 

2nd October. Is improving and requests to be discharged with a 
promise of paying occasional visits to the hospital. 

3rd. Discharged. 

Remarks on M. J*s. case. 

Of all the joints in the human body none is so frequently dislocated 
as the shoulder joint, because of the shallowness of the glenoid cavity of 
the little thickness of its margin and of the semi-spherical form of the 
head of the humerus which is almost twice as broad as the cavity in 
which it moves, although such are the facilities which render the bone 
most obvious to dislocation, yet we see a wise provision made by nature to 
remedy these evils and that is by the ready mobility of the scapula itself 
which accompanies the humerus in all its motions. 
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Although I have said that this joint is very liable to dislocations in a 
general sense, yet it is not equally so in all directions^ for its displace- 
ment upwards is rendered less frequent by the resistance offered to it 
by the Acromion and Coracoid processes by the triangular ligament 
stretched between them and by the fleshy portion of the Deltoid, 
Its dislocation backwards is resisted by the Supra spinatus, Infra spi* 
natus Teres minor and Triceps muscles. 

The case under consideration is one of a simple dislocation with- 
out any complications of fractures or of lacerations of muscles or integu- 
ment. It is the most frequent of the displacements to which the shoulder 
joint is liable, because of the absence of any muscular or solid struc- 
ture to offer any resistance to the descending head. The loss of rotun- 
dity of the joint is accounted for by the fact of the deltoid muscle being 
dragged down by the weight of the arm and by the absence of the head 
of the humerus in the glenoid cavity. The peculiar bent position of 
the trunk of the patient towards the affected side is due to his attempt 
to keep the elbow fixed at the hip and thus raise the head of the bone 
from pressing on the axillary plerus of nerves which if not early attend- 
ed to will have a permanent numbness and paralysis of the fore-arm 
and head. 

In dislocations there is almost always a laceration of ligaments 
surrounding the joints occasioned by a forcible protrusion of the heads 
of the bones through them. In addition to this there must be also some 
injury sustained by nervous filaments which accounts for the pain com- 
plained of by the patient during movement. 

As this dislocation is liable to be mistaken for certain fractures, 
it will not be much out of my place, if I say a few words with regard 
to its diagnosis from them. It can easily be distinguished from frac- 
ture of the Acromion by the pressure of the head of the humerus in the 
glenoid cavity, by the absence of any shortening or lengthening by the 
easy restoration of the form of the joint by simply raising the arm and 
by the presence of Crepitus which cannot be mistaken for a crackling 
noise present sometimes in dislocations resulting from an effusion of serum 
into the cellular Tissue around the dislocated head fracture of the neck 
of humerous with a dislocation of its head is easily diagnosed by the short- 
ening of the limb, by the presence of Crepitus, by the extension involun- 
tary movement and by the fact of the Surgeon being able to feel the 
rough end of the shaft and by the head of the bone remaining motionless 
when the elbow is rotated. 
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Allhougli there are a number of methods recommended for the re- 
duction of this displacement^ still we succeded in one which seems to 
be an easy practice. Having placed the patient on his back on a cot 
the Apothecary on duty placed his heel in the axilla (without the boot) 
and extended the arm downwards carrying it at the same time inwards. 
The heel acted as a fulcrum and the hand of the operator as the force, 
by these simple means the bone was returned to its place easily. 

After reduction a pad was put into the axilla to prevent the hand 
from being again displaced, and the limb was confined to the trunk by 
a few turns a roller, and the elbow was kept up by a sling. 

As Uiere were no urgent symptoms of inflammation present no 
active measures were adopted except that of keeping the patient in rest. 
The pain complained of by the patient was due partly to the injury of 
some nervous filaments and partly to the reparation that was taking 
place after injury which is generally carried on during rest. 

If this dislocation had not been reduced soon after the accidenfi 
the constant pressure of the dislocated head on the axilliary plerus may 
bring on a paralysis of the whole arm, sometimes violent extension that 
is used to reduce a long standing dislocation may cause a rupture of the 
axilliary artery, sometimes injury to the circumflex nerve may cause 
paralysis of the deltoid and the consequent inability to raise the arm.

It will be 
remarked also that it is proposed to devote more time to the important 
branches of Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery and Pathology.

In returning the Proceedings and original letter of the Examina- 
tion Committee, I have the honor to forward a tabular statement of 
such alterations in the Curriculum of study as the College Council con- 
sider compatible with the requirements of a sound education for the 
Military Medical Students. 

2. The Council observe, that in Para : 3 of the Examination 
Committee's letter, it is proposed to omit 4 separate subjects, viz. 
Botany, Organic Chemistry, Medical Jurisprudence, and Military Sur- 
gery from the Curriculum of study, on the ground that the instruction 
in thse 4 subjects, admitted to be necessary, can be imparted by the 
Lectures on other distinct subjects. 

3. The College Council see no considerable difficulty in, and 
therefore do not recommend, the introduction of one distinct subject 
into a course of lectures on another ; moreover they are not in a posi- 
tion to omit from the College curriculum the courses under notice^ 
without breaking faith with the Colleges at home, on the strength of 
which their recognition was bestowed. But courses not considered 
necessary for Military Students may be excluded from their curriculum. 

4. In considering the proposed alterations, the efficiency of the 
College as a School of Medical education must not be impaired, but the 
education of Military Students need not necessarily be so extensive as 
that which the College is bound by its agreements with the Home 
Colleges to offer to Students generally. 

5. In the alterations now submitted for the sanction of Govern- 
ment, the College Council have been desirous of meeting the sugges- 
tions of the Committee of Examination as far as practicable.

Sir, 



I have the honor, by order of the Commander-in-Chief, to reply 
to your letter. No. 988, dated 24th Instant, that His Excellency deems 
the highly scientific education at present imparted to Military Students 
at the College quite incompatible with the subordinate position, duty 
and low rates of remuneration these ranks are intended to hold. 

2. Lieutenant General Sir P. Grant considers that the educa- 
tion of a Medical Subordinate (as the grade is at present constituted), 
should be strictly professsional and that the whole time and attention of 
the student when at College should be devoted to what will best fit 
him for the discharge of professional duties either as an Assistant in 
an Hospital or when in independent Medical Charge of a Station or 
Detachment of men. 

S. In accordance with this view His Excellency considers that 
the Military Students should be taught Anatomy, Physiology, Materia 
Medica, Surgery and the Practice of Medicine to the exclusion of 
Chemistry, Botany, and Medical Jurisprudence; and that their instruc- 
tion in the above branches should be more by practical demonstration 
than by lectures. 

4. The present high standard of education is, in His Excellency's 
opinion, injurious not only to the Government, but also to the subordi- 
nate service, and only beneficial to the individual who has the good 
fortune to obtain an Assistant Surgeoncy — a position for which he never 
can be fitted and in which he never can be acceptable to his patients.

1. On the 11th of June last, adverting to certain recommendations 
made in the report of the Committee who conducted the Annual Exami- 
nation at the Medical College, to the eiSect that in the case of Mili- 
tary Medical Students, both European and Native, the course of study 
should be curtailed, the Director of Public Instruction requested that 
Committee to furnish him with a detailed statement of the grounds 
upon which they considered the several subjects which they proposed to 
omit from the course, to be unnecessary for the instruction of Apothe- 
caries and Dressers. The Committee were requested to furnish the 
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information called for in a tabular statement, exhibiting the several 
branches of Medical Science taught in the College, the extent to which 
instruction is at present given in each, and the extent to which, in the 
opinion of the Committee^ the course should be reduced, with their 
reasons in each case. 

S. The Medical College Council were at the same time requested 
to favour the Director of Public Instruction with their sentiments on 
the Committee*s recommendations. 

3. The replies of the Committee and of the Medical College Coun- 
cil reached the Director on the 22nd June and 22rd July, respectively. 

4. The Committee proposed to omit Botany, Organic Chemistry, 
Military Surgery and Medical Jurisprudence, as separate subjects, and 
to provide for the requisite amount of instruction in these subjects in 
the lectures on Materia Medica, Chemistry, Medicine and Surgery. 
They proposed that more time should be devoted to Clinical Medicine, 
Clinical Surgery and Pathology. 

5. The College Council, who, on their application, were furnished 
with a copy of the Committee's scheme, objected to the arrangement 
proposed by the Committee for omitting the four courses abovemen- 
tioned as separate courses, and including them in the lectures on other 
kindred subjects. They recommended that the course in Botany, In- 
organic Chemistry and Materia Medica should be reduced, and that 
Organic Chemistry in the case of Military students, and Military Sur- 
gery in the case of all students, should be omitted. They proposed that 
the course in Surgery should be increased from 90 to 100 lectures, to 
include the principles of Military Surgery. They recommended that the 
lectures on Medical Jurisprudence should be continued, but that they 
should be attended by the students in their third year instead of their 
fourth year as heretofore. In lieu of three Clinical lectures a week on 
Medicine and Surgery, as proposed by the Committee, the Council 
recommended that one weekly lecture should be given in the College on 
each of these subjects, and daily vivd voce instruction at the bedside in 
Hospital. 

6. The President, it should be mentioned, dissented from the re- 
commendations adopted by a majority of the Council. The grounds of 
his dissent are stated in a Minute bearing date the 30th August. They 
relate to the omission of the Council to express any opinion regarding 
the system of Medical education which obtains at the College and its 
bearings upon the class of Medical Subordinates, and to their omission 
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to propose a difTerent course of education and mode of imparting in- 
struction to the East Indian and Native Students. 

7. Mr, Kellie considers even the modified Curriculum of study 
proposed by the Council to be too scientific with reference to the future 
position and prospects of the Military Medical Students, and to be 
injurious to the public service, inasmuch as it tends to unsettle their 
minds in leading them to aspire to the rank of Assistant Surgeon, for 
which they are unfitted by their general education and social position. 

8. He also considers the mode of tuition adopted in the Medical 
College by means of Lectures, to be unsuited to the class of Native 
Students who resort to the College and who, from their defective know- 
ledge of English, find it " most difficult, if not impossible, to compre- 

hend lian address abounding in professional expressions and technical 
•* terms," and, in his opinion, " this mode of tuition is quite unsuited to 
" Native Students until they have acquired scholastically an elementary 

knowledge of their profession and become familiarized with profes- 
" sional language." 

9. Mr. Kellie's views on this subject have been already brought 
to the notice of Government through His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief, and in accordance therewith, a Primary School for the prelimi- 
nary training of the Native Medical Students, previous to their admission 
into the College, has been established, and has been placed under his 
charge. 

10. On considering the schemes submitted by the Committee of 
Examiners and by the College Council, the Director saw reason to 
question the expediency of omitting Military Surgery as a separate 
course. This subject, he observed, had only lately been introduced 
into the Medical College under, he believed, the expressed orders, at 
all events with the expressed approval of the Honorable Court of 
Directors. It is a subject which, he imagined, must be particularly 
useful, if not essential, to Military Medical Students, for whose special 
benefit it had been introduced. He accordingly suggested that the 
Council should re-consider their recommendation on this point. 

11. While this discussion was pending, a demand made by the 
Commander-in-Chief for Medical Apprentices resulted in breaking up 
the senior class of the College and led to the Council proposing an 
immediate modification of the Curriculum of study, with the view of 
enabling the 1st, 2nd and 3rd classes to complete their studies in three 
years respectively, and so meeting the probable wants of the public ser- 
vice. The modified scheme proposed, which, it may be observed, includes 

o 
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Chemistry and Botany in the 1st year's course, and Medical Jurispra- 
dence in the third year's course, was sanctioned by Government as a 
temporary arrangement in the Extract from the Minutes of Consulta- 
tion under date the 8th September last. 

12. The reply made by the College Council to the Director's request 
that they would reconsider their proposal to omit Military Surgery 
as a separate subject From the College curriculum was, to the effect that 
this subject could not conveniently be iucluded in the abridged course 
which had recently been submitted for sanction. The Council appa- 
rently overlooked the fact that the arrangement, under which the two 
senior classes of Military Medical Students now under instruction are to 
complete their course in three years, was merely a temporary arrange- 
ment arising out of a temporary emergency and one which should not 
be taken into consideration in determining what subjects should be 
included in the course of instruction, supposing that course to extend 
over the usual period of four years. 

13. The College Council, in their letter of the 29th September 
last, state more fully the grounds upon which they recommended that 
the course of Military Surpfery should be abolished. Their reasons are, 

1st. That the Examination Committee had recommended, and the 
Council of the Medical College had coincided in the opinion, that 
" Military Students were not to be called upon to attend the Lectures on 
" Military Surgery. 

" 2nd, That the Council were of opinion that for the delivery of a 
" separate course of Military Surgery, involving, as it does, much extra 
" labor^ &c.. Dr. Blacklock was justly entitled to extra remuneration. 

" 3rd. That all Medical and Surgical points in Military Surgery are 
** already fully explained in the classes engaged on these separate sub- 
''jects." 

14. It was solely with reference to the instruction of Military 
Medical Students that the Director questioned the expediency of dis- 
continuing the Lectures on Military Surgery, and as the late Committee 
of Examiners and the Medical College Council are unanimously of 
opinion that separate instruction on this subject is not necessary for 
this class of Students ; all the Medical and Surgical points involved 
" in it being fully explained in the lectures on Medicine and Surgery," 
the Director is not prepared to advocate its continuance. 

15. Since receiving the Council's letter, the Director has been 
furnished by Government with a copy of the Adjutant Generals letter 
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of the I9th September last, in which the Commander-in-Chief expresses 
his opinion that, if the present system of education in the Medical 
College is not modified, as regards Military Students, serious conse- 
quences may ensue from that institution failing to meet the future demands 
of the Army, and his concurrence in the view expressed by Lieutenant 
General Beresford that the education of Military Students at the Medical 
College should receive a more practical turn. 

16. On receiving this communication, the Director requested to 
be informed in what particular respects His Excellency considered it 
desirable that the education of the Military Students should take a more 
practical turn. The reply of the Adjutant General is contained in his 

^ letter • of the 29th Ultimo, from which it 
• Of which a copy IB annexe . appears that the Commander-in-Chief consi- 
ders that the instruction of Military Medical Students should be confin- 
ed to Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, Surgery and the practice 
of Medicine, to the exclusion of Chemistry, Botany and Medical Juris- 
prudence, and that their instruction in the first five named branches 
should be more by practical demonstration than by lectures. 

17. It will be seen from the foregoing resum^ of the correspond- 
ence which has taken place, that no little difference of opinion prevails 
as to the course of instruction best calculated to fit the subordinate 
grades of the Medical Service, European and Native, for the eflicient 
discharge of the duties devolving on them. The Medical OflScers, who 
conducted the late examination at the College, would omit four of the 
subjects which have been hitherto taught, as separate subjects, viz. 
Botany, Inorganic Chemistry, Military Surgery and Medical Jurispru- 
dence, and include so much information on these subjects as is requisite, 
in such of the more strictly professional subjects as have the nearest 
affinity to them respectively. The College Council propose to retain 
Botany, Inorganic Chemistry and Medical Jurisprudence as separate 
courses, and, in the case of Military Students, to omit Organic Chemistry 
and Military Surgery. Both the Council and the Committee of 
Examiners include Midwifery and the Diseases of women and children 
in their respective schemes. 

18. The Commander-in-Chief, on the other hand, entertaining 
views very similar to those enunciated in Mr. Kellie's Minute of the 
SOth August last, is of opinion that the instruction of the Military 
Medical Students should be restricted to Anatomy, Materia Medica, Sur- 
gery and the practice of Medicine, to the exclusion of Chemistry, 
Botany and Medical Jurisprudence^ and also, the Director infers, to the 
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exclusion of Midwifery, the Diseases of women and children and 
Ophthalmic Surgery ; except in so far as these subjects are treated of in 
the instruction given on Medicine and Surgery. 

19. There can be no doubt, the Director apprehends, that the 
course of instruction recommended by His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief is quite sufficient to impart as much theoretical knowledge as 
is requisite for the efficient performance of the duties devolving on the 
great majority of the Military Medical Subordinates ; for all, in fact, 
who are not employed in independent charges. The course, as His 
Excellency proposes to restrict it, is the same as that which was given 
in the Medical School while that Institution was under the exclusive 
management of the Surgeon and Assistant Surgeon of the General Hos- 
pital. 

20. If it be determined to revert to this course, it must be admit- 
ted that in so far as the Military Medical Subordinates are concerned, 
the educational arrangements of the last ten years have been based on 
erroneous principles, and that the conversion of the School into a Col- 
lege and the creation of a large staff of Professors, were uncalled for 
measures and, in their effect on the Subordinate Medical Service, have 
been positively prejudicial. 

21. Whether, if this view be correct, the expense which has been 
incurred can be justified on the score of the superior education which 
has been provided for a limited number of Native Surgeons, seems pro- 
blematical. 

22. But the Director cannot believe that the scheme of the Ma- 
dras Medical College, as regards what must have been then, as now, the 
most important of its functions, viz., the education of Military Medical 
Subordinates, which was devised by some of the ablest Officers in the 
service, can have been so utterly unsuitable, as the opinions which have 
been recently put forth would appear to imply. 

23. He cannot doubt that the course of education which was 
introduced into the Medical School in 1847 was considered, and has 
proved, to be highly useful, if not essential to such of the Medical Sub- 
ordinates as are employed in independent charges and whose profession- 
al education cannot in consequence be too complete. 

24. The opinion which has recently been broached in regard to 
the unduly scientific character of the instruction imparted to the Mili- 
tary Medical Students, may be attributed to two causes, 1st, the admis- 
sion, into the higher grades of the Medical Service, of persons who have 
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been educated at the Medical College but who are not fitted, either by 
their general education or by their social habits and position^ for the 
situations in which they are placed ; 2nd, the diiEculty of supplying the 
demand for Medical Subordinates of an inferior grade and who are 
wanted for employment on duties not requiring any considerable amount 
of professional or scientific knowledge. 

25. TheremeJy for the first of these two evils is, in the opinion 
of the Director, not to reduce the standard of education below what may 
be considered desirable for the efficiency of Medical Subordinates eli- 
gible for employment in responsible situation?, but either to abandon 
the system of competitive examinations under which Assistant Surgeons 
are now appointed to the service of the Eaet India Company, or so to 
arrange the standard of those examinations as to exclude all persons 
who may not have received a liberal as well as a professional education. 

26. And with the view of removing the difficulty which is at pre- 
sent experienced in providing Medical Subordinates for employment in 
Hospitals, it occurs to the Director that some more marked line should 
be drawn than at present exists between those classes of Medical Sub- 
ordinates who are eligible for independent charges and who may at any 
time be entrusted with duties equally responsible as those which devolve 
on Commissioned Officers, and those who are merely required to act as 
Assistants in Hospitals and to perform what may be designated rather 
as mechanical than as scientific duties, under the immediate supervision 
and control of European Officers. 

27. Under the present arrangements of the service, all Medical 
Officers of the subordinate grade are eligible to detached employment 
and consequently the same description of education has to be provided 
for all. In this respect some alteration appears to be required. The 
Director is disposed to think that the object in view might be most 
readily accomplished by abolishing the distinction on the score of birth 
between the Dresser grade and the Apothecary grade, as was suggested 
in his letter to Government of the 23rd August 1856, making Natives, 
East Indians and Europeans indiscriminately eligible to either, confin- 
ing those employed as Dressers, whether East Indians or Natives, to 
the duties of Hospital Assistants, regulating their preliminary education 
with reference to such duties, and continuing the instruction of candi- 
dates for the Apothecary grade on the standard hitherto in force with 
perhaps some slight modifications. 

28. Without some such alteration in the arrangements of the Sub- 
ordinate Medical Service, the Director does not see how the two objects 
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of imparting that preliminary education which is necessary for those who 
may be eventually placed in independent charges and of providing an 
adequate supply of Hospital Assistants can be carried out. He 
requests that the College Council will consider the subject and furnish 
him with a statement of their views on it and with a scheme of the 
course of instruction which they would recommend for each of t%e two 
classes of Medical Subordinates, in the event of the arrangement con- 
templated by the Director being sanctioned. 

29. The Commander-in-Chief, in the letter already referred to, 
adverts to the necessity of imparting instruction to the Military Medical 
Students more by practical demonstration than by lectures. This is 
a point to which the Council should give their attention and the Direc- 
tor requests that, in drawing up the scheme of instruction he has now 
called for, they will state definitely to what extent they propose that 
the instruction should be imparted in the form of practical demonstra- 
tion. It has been brought to the notice of the Director that some of 
the Medical Students, who have passed through the College, have been 
found deficient in certain mechanical part of their duties, such as ban- 
daging, &c., for want, the Director presumes, of sufficient practice while 
attached to the institution, but he is under the impression that in all 
the subjects which enter into the course, practical demonstration forms 
a prominent feature in the system of instruction and the Council will be 
good enough to state to what extent it is afforded in each subject. 

Ordered that Extract from these proceedings, together with copies 
of Mr. Kellie's Minute of the 30th August last, of the Extract from 
the Minutes of Consultation, under date the 16th Ultimo, and of the 
Adjutant General's letter of the 24th Ultimo, be communicated to the 
President and Members of the Medical College Council.

Sir, 

We have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 
1140 of the 3rd Instant, with the papers which accompanied it, and in 
reply to state that we see nothing in these papers to induce us to alter 
the opinion we expressed to you in our letter of the 17th June last on 
the subject of a suitable course of instruction for the Military Medical 
Students at the Medical College. We concur in the opinion expressed 
by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief through the Adjutant Ge- 
neral, in that Officer's letter to you of the 29th October 1857, in refer- 
* ence to the more practical nature of the instruction, presuming that His 

Excellency does not mean to exclude Midwifery and the Diseases of 
women and children and Ophthalmic Surgery. 

2. We approve of what is termed " amalgamation " so far as to 
open the grade of Apothecary to Natives ; as we believe it is not only just 
in principle but that it would be a great incentive to Natives of the better 
classes to enter their sons as Medical Students, as we know that the 
better educated, and most intelligent in these classes do not consider 
the remuneration, or position of 1st and 2nd Dressers, especially after 
so long a course of laborious training, sufficient to induce them to do 
so, while many would not venture to hope to attain to the Diploma of 
the College and Native Surgeoncies. We would again repeat our 
recommendation that a certain number of appointments termed Sub-Assis- 
tant Surgeoncies should be opened for the Europeans and East Indians 
of the Apothecary class, to put them on a par with the Natives, to 
whom the grade of Native Surgeon is open. 

3. With reference to your remark in the 23rd para : of Proceedings 
of the 12th November 1857, "that the course of education which was 
" introduced into the Medical School in 1847, was considered, and has 
" proved to be highly useful, if not "essential" to such of the Medical 
" Subordinates as are employed in independent charges" -, we would 
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observe, that while we fully appreciate and advocate the advantages of 
the College instruction, we believe it will be found that the Apothecary 
in charge of the " Coromandel" and some others we could name in* 
• Raneepet DispeiiBBry, important charges never had the advantage 

Kotighwry^' of even the original school in its most primi* 

Mysore Commission, &c. tive form> but got their first instruction with 
their Regiments, and in the field. 

4. We cannot approve of the scheme suggested in paras : 26, 27 and 
28 of the same Proceedings, believing that the exigencies of the service 
would never admit of this distinction^ that of having a class of Hospital 
Assistants not available for detached duties. We consider that the 
Curriculum of education recommended by us, as given in the tabular 
statement accompanying our letter of the 17th June 1857, for the Apo- 
thecaries' grade is extensive enough for those who may have independent 
charges, and that the course laid down for Dressers is desirable in any 
description of Hospital Assistant who would be really useful to the 
Regimental Surgeon, a subordinate who may be required to attend, 
emergently, on cases until the arrival of the Surgeon, and whose duty 
it is especially to attend the families and followers in the lines. 

5. In conclusion, we would take this opportunity of recording our 
opinion on the absolute necessity that exists for all the Native ( more 
especially) candidates possessing a more intimate knowledge of the 
English language than they are found to have. 

6. We need not remind you, that it is the medium through which 
all their Medical knowledge at the College is obtained, and in our 
remarks on this point in our former letter, we noticed that the greater the 
amount of knowledge the candidate under examination was found to 
possess of the English language, the greater was the amount of profes- 
sional knowledge he had acquired. While we beg to call your attention to 
this fact, we must at the same time confess to the many difficulties 
that may be met with in attempting to remedy the evil. 

7. But it does appear to the Committee that much good might be 
obtained by adopting a system, by which candidates would be induced 
to declare themselves anxious to enter into the Medical profession, at an 
earlier age than they now do. 

8. This may be done in our opinion by granting an allowance 
monthly to them while they are studying the several branches of educa- 
tion which constitute the English language, as well as thos3 that are 
considered necessary for them to be acquainted with before they are 
admitted into the Medical College. 
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9. This allowance to be extended to candidates under instruction 
in the Provincial Schools, as well as at the Presidency. This, in the 
opinion of the Committee, would enable the Candidates to understand 
fully and distinctly the lectures of the Professors, which the Committee 
much fear is not done at present, as well as prevent their acquiring a 
merely theoretical knowledge which they do by trusting so much to 
the system of reading the text books that are put into their hands. 

10. It would also tend in our opinion to counteract the injurious 
system, now practised, of the student trusting to his power of memory 
instead of calling into operation his reasoning faculties of mind. 

1 1. The Committee are also of opinion that the tutorial systemmight 
be introduced with great advantage at the College. They are aware 
that it is pursued to a certain extent at present, but they consider it to 
be very desirable that the principle of this mode of instruction should 
be extended and also that more frequent examination by the Professors 
themselves should be made.

proposed the reduction of 
the length of the Materia Medica course, they recommended it to 
be attended twice, instead of once as formerly, and thus did not 
lessen the amount of instruction, but on the contrary actually increased 
it. The proposed reduction in the length of each course has since 
been found impracticable. {Fide accompanying Minute of the Officiating 
Professor and the Resolution of the Council thereon ; vide also para : 
9 of this letter.) 

3. The Minute by the President dissenting from previous pro- 
ceedings of the Council has received their careful consideration, and 
they do not think it necessary to reply to it in detail. They will, how- 
ever, consider in this communication all the points in it which, they 
feel, affect the working of the College or the principles on which the 
Medical education of Military Students should be conducted. 

4. The letters. No. 1097, dated 19th September, and that subse- 
quently forwarded, dated 29th September, both from the Adjutant 
General of the Army, have been perused by the Council with deep cod- 
cern. The Council, entertaining as they do the greatest respect for the 
views of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, submit that on 
account of their practical and individual experience, their opinion on 
Medical education is deserving of some consideration. 

5. His Excellency is of opinion that the Collegiate Medical edu- 
cation as regards Military Students should take a more practical turn. 
With reference to this point the Council desire to bring prominently to 
the notice both of the Connnander-in-Chicf and of Government, the 
accompanying Minutes by the Professors of Chemistry and of Medicine, 
and MnKellie. The Council believe that Mr. Mayer's and Dr. Evan's 
Minutes contain a most satisfactory exposition of the practical charac- 
ter of the instruction given at the Madras Medical College. 

6. The scheme of education for Military Students proposed by 
His Excellency seems to the Council insufficient to qualify any 
Student for the grade of Assistant Apothecary, and it omits entirely all 
mention of Midwifery, Diseases of Women and Children, and Ophthal- 
mic Surgery, which perhaps of all distinct branches of Medical and 
Surgical practice require the largest amount of special education. The 
Coimcil cannot conscientiously recommend, and would witness, with

great regret, the systematic introduction into the service of Assistant 
Apothecaries who had not received special education in the above sub- 
jects. 

7. After due consideration the Council are unable, without more de- 
tailed instructions, to comply with 
the request contained in para : 
28* of your proceedings. The 
proposed scheme appears imprac*. 
ticable. The requirements as re- 
gards Medical Attendants in this 
country are very peculiar and 
cannot be met by the same ar- 
rangements as are found to work 
well in England. It must at all 
times be borne in mind that the 
illness or unavoidable absence of 

the Surgeon of a Station or Regiment may, and very often does, cause 
the treatment of important cases to devolve upon Medical Subordinates, 
and it does not seem possible any arrangements can be suggested where- 
by this can be entirely avoided. 

8. The object of the College has ever been to prepare Assistant 
Apothecaries by a liberal education for the discharge of all ordinary pro- 
fessional duties likely to devolve upon them, and the result of this sys- 
tem has been to place at the disposal of Government a class of Medical 
Subordinates who have been very generally pronounced superior to any 
such class elsewhere. The Council gladly recognize your high estima- 
tion of the merits of the system which has now been in force for 10 
years, and which has produced a class of Subordinates equal to any posi- 
tion as regards professional education. The objections to this system 
are founded on two causes which have not resulted necessarily from the 
College system, viz., the appointment of certain Assistant Apothecaries 
to the grade of Assistant Surgeon and the present want of Medical Sub- 
ordinates. The latter is of a temporary nature only and will probably 
be eventually relieved by the return to this Presidency of the large 
number of Subordinates recently lent to Bengal and by care being hence- 
forward taken to keep up the Senior Classes in the Medical College to 
above the number required to meet the ordinajry demands of the service* 
With reference to the former ground of objection, the Council feel that it 
is a matter for the consideration of Government and they would not 
wish to express any opinion upon it.

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9. With a view to meet as far as possible the wishes of His Ex- 
cellencj the Commander-in-Chief, the Council desire to submit to you, 
for the approval of Govemmenty certain arrangements whereby they 
believe the class of Military Students may be better prepared for the 
Public Service. Two difficulties are very frequently experienced with 
the Junior Class of Students. 

1st. Their very imperfect and incomplete English education. 

2nd. Their ignorance upon admission into College of all professional 
matters. 

The former of these will perhaps be gradually removed as increased 
facilities are offered in Mofussil Schools and educational Institutions at 
the Presidency for procuring a thorough knowledge of English, and it 
would only now appear necessary to remark that the present standard 
for English education should be still futher insisted upon. But instead 
of boys being (as owing to the requirements of the service they have 
lately been) drafted irom the School room into the Lecture room of 
the Medical College, it is suggested that all boys aged 15 to 17 who 
may, at the Presidency or in the Mofussil, desire to be entertained as 
as Medical Volunteers should be permitted to enter on preliminary 
studies at the large Hospitals and Dispensaries. This would not pre- 
vent their continuing attendance for some part of the day upon some 
good Government school, where their English education could be im- 
proved. It is also proposed that means should be adopted to ensure 
their instruction for two years at large Mofussil hospitals in the rudi- 
ments of Anatomy, Physiology and Materia Medica. The practical 
duties of an Hospital Assistant and Dresser with practice of Pharmacy, 
and the Elements of practice of Medicine and Surgery. It is believed 
that, by this means, within two years, the lads would have an amount 
of practical professional knowledge quite enough to enable them readily 
to comprehend the course of lectures at the College, a modification 
in which will hereafter appear ; and it is also proposed as a trial to 
limit their attendance at College to 3 years instead of 4, thus complet- 
ing their education at the age of 20 or 22, 

The advantages which the Council hope to derive from such a 
system are as follow: — 

1st. The education of a large number of boys can be contemporane- 
ously carried on without imposing upon the Professors in the College 
the frequent necessity of pausing in their Lectures to question or in- 
struct upon elementary points of information, a fore-knowledge of 
which renders lectures doubly valuable and without which they cannot 
be understood. 
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2nd. Lads whose parents were living in the Mofussil could continue 
under their charge during their two years of preliminary education 
and therefore a very small amount of pay would probably suffice to 
make the latter willing to place their sons as Medical Volunteers, 

3rd. An opportunity would be afforded of judging how far it was likely 
that individual lads would prove useful public servants, and their 
discharge for inattention or misconduct might be effected without di- 
minishing as it now does the Classes at the College. 

4th. The lads would get such a general idea of Medical duties that 
they would profit much more by Hospital education when they come 
to Madras, and, being for two years under a certain amount of disci- 
pline, they would probably conform more perfectly to the demands 
of a strict Collegiate system. As to the details cf this preliminary 
education, the Council are prepared to submit a plan should you 
desire it. 

If such a method be adopted, they would then recommend that the 
College course should only extend over three years, and they submit 
the following curriculum for approval.

At the conclusion of this five years of professional education, a 
class of really well educated Assistant Apothecaries could be produced, 
who would be equal to all the ordinary requirements of the service 
and their age would entitle them to have full confidence placed in their 
professional and personal conduct. 

10. To induce Assistant Apothecaries to endeavour by every 
means to advance their professional information and to make them try 
and prove themselves worthy of higher rewards than are usually the lot 
of Assistant Apothecaries, the College Council are unanimously of 
opinion that the institution of the grade of Sub-Assistant Surgeon is 
the most desirable plan that can be proposed. 
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11. They would submit for the consideration of Government, that 
the following scheme might with great advantage both to the Subordi- 
nates and the Government be introduced. 

Ist. That a certain number of Sub-Assistant Surgeons should be ap- 
pointed and the vacancies hereafter occurring by casualties in this 
grade be filled up as proposed below. 

2nd. That the future test of qualification for this grade shall be the 
possession of the Diploma of the Madras Medical College, and, in the 
cases of old and meritorious servants selected by Government for this 
grade, they would respectfully recommend that Honorary Graduates* 
Diplomas should be conferred. 

8rd. That each Assistant Apothecary anxious to compete for this grade* 
shall be examined at the first Divisional Examination after he has 
completed ten years' service as an Assistant Apothecary. 

4th. That an Annual Examination of all Assistant Apothecaries who 
have been for five consecutive years recommended for it shall be held 
on the 1st July in each year by vivd voce examination and written 
papers, and that the latter shall be submitted to the College Council 
who are to have the power of selecting the candidates for the 
Diploma, being favored by the report of the Divisional Committee 
upon the actual and comparative merits of the candidates.

Minute by Professor /. E. Mayer. 

After having read Extract of Proceedings of the Director of Public 
Instruction with much care and attention, it appears to me that the 
view therein taken by him is founded, not only on broad and liberal 
principles, but on a wise and correct estimation of the numerous diffi- 
culties by which the question of Medical education in this Presidency 
has been hitherto beset. 

Paras: 20, 21, and 22 discover a most comprehensive grasp of the 
whole subject ; in fact the soundness and strength of the inferences to 
be deduced from them is so apparent, that it is almost superfluous to 
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offer any additional remarks ; nevertheless, as the subject is so inipor* 
tant, perhaps a brief examination of the main propositions contained in 
these paras : will not be altogether misplaced. Para : 20 asks whether the 
educational arrangements of the past ten years has been based on 
erroneous principles, and whether they in their effects on the subordi- 
nate Medical Service have been prejudicial ? Now can it be said, in 
answer to these questions, that some few cases of insubordinate or in- 
temperate conduct should be weighed against the greatly extended 
knowledge, ability and usefulness of a large body of men ; but admit- 
ting such to have existed, is it a logical mode of meeting the difficultyi 
to desire to alter a whole system, merely to cure such over-growths 
or accidental developments of discontent ? Or is it just reasoning to 
assume, that these evils are the results of superior education, when such 
prominent reasons as slow promotion, and a remuneration inadequate 
to the deserts of many are at hand to account for them, such reasoning 
is not less illogical than shortsighted, since it is clear that the whole 
Medical Service of this Presidency has received an enormous impetus 
and stimulus to mental exertion by the kind of education given to 
Medical Subordinates at the Madras Medical College. Very properly 
Medical Officers wish to keep ahead of their subordinates, and the first 
result of this feel'ng is, that they now read and study. The final 
and* most important one is, that the public and the service at large 
are benefited to an extent, that can scarcely be over-estimated. 
Some of these results have been recognized and admitted by Govern- 
ment, both here and at home ; and are we now because of some trivial and 
fortuitous di:sadvantages to abandon a system that has produced such 
results ? I cannot anticipate that this will be the case, and I firmly 
hope and believe that it will not be so. When it can be shewn that 
there ever has been any great good attained without some atter^ant 
drawback, then surely it will be time enough to ignore the vast benefits 
derived from the superior Medical education now given at our Medical 
College, and to retrace all the steps taken since the days of Messrs : Key 
and Harding, but surely not till then. The existence of an evil inci- 
dental to any special arrangements, otherwise good and beneficial, having 
been clearly proved, the legitimate course would appear to be, to endea- 
vour to correct of the ascertained evil, not indiscriminately to de- 
stroy the beneficial arrangement out of which the evil arose ; yet such 
would be the effect of carrying out the retrogressive measures proposed. 
The Medical College of Madras, which has hitherto confessedly been 
the means of diffusing sound and practical knowledge to an extent that 
could scarcely have been anticipated, would be reduced to a Prepara- 
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tory School, and a breach of faith with the Home Colleges (on the 
strength of which their recognition was accorded) would be committed. 
But setting aside these considerations and the wishes of Government 
with those of the Honorable Court of Directors which may be safely 
predicated from the arrangements and conditions decided on in reference 
to the Universities now being established in the several Presidencies, 
as well as from the uniform support and encouragement accorded in so 
many ways, expensive instruments of scientific research, models of the 
most valuable kinds, books and prints, with a whole host of means and 
appliances, besides a *' local name and habitation," — setting all these 
considerations aside, would it not be the more legitimate course to sug- 
gest such further rules, regulations, and, if necessary ; punishments, as 
would in future prevent improper conduct on the part of subordinates, 
and at the same time, to suggest suitable rewards for such as steadily 
continue to distinguish themselves ? 

It can, I think, scarcely be doubted that this is the legitimate 
course, and to this course the Director of Public Instruction pointedly 
calls attention in para: 26. In the commencement of this Minute I have 
referred to the 21st and 22nd paras : of the Director's letter. To con- 
sider them seriatim at a similar length to para : 20, would extend my 
Minute unreasonably ; I will therefore content myself with ofFefing 
some reply to the Director's question relative to the kind of instruction 
given at the College, and this will at the same time, I trust, help to 
change the opinion formed by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
on this subject. 

I, as one of the teachers attached to this College, feel strongly 
that the system of teaching adopted here has been both misunderstood 
and misrepresented to llis Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, who 
has been informed that the system adopted is not a practical one. There 
cannot be a more signal mistake. I have not the slightest hesitation 
in affirming that not only is the system in the highest degree practical, 
but that it is without any exception the most practical that I have ever 
seen or heard of. I have been a student late in life, and when I was 
such, my attention was fixed not merely on the best methods of acquir- 
ing, but also on those of imparting knowledge. I made myself 
acquinted with the methods of teaching prescribed at the best of our 
schools, I drew my conclusions, and since I have been a teacher have 
put them into practice. Other documents have shewn the opinion 
entertained by my colleagues in reference to these matters ; I may 
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therefore fairly claim to be a more competent judge of these matters 
than Gentlemen who have never been teachers, and who practically 
can know very little of this or that method of imparting knowledge. 
Now for the proofs of the statements I have made. In the subject 
considered by every one as the foundation of all professional knowledge, 
Anatomy, what is the system pursued ? why, it is practical from begin- 
ning to end ; it is one continued series of demonstrations, and if demon- 
strations are not practical, I must confess my ignorance of the meaning 
of the term. Combined with this thoroughly practical mode of teaching, is 
the system of constantly calling on the lads themselves to explain and 
demonstrate what has been explained and demonstrated to them. Not 
a lecture is ever delivered in which this is not done, and so repeatedly 
done, that at last, in spite of carelessness and stupidity itself, the boys 
are compelled to understand. In my own department every single 
statement is demonstrated, if it be possible to do so. Not only is this 
done, but the boys themselves are made to give the practical demon- 
strations to the class ; they are questioned again and again, and over 
again they are made to cross-question one another ; and yet it is said 
that the system is not practical. What is meant by this much abused 
word practical ? Certainly it must be used in a sense widely different 
from that in which it is generally accepted, since ingenuity itself can 
imagine nothing more practical than these methods, which are aided 
in the fullest manner by diagrams, drawings, plates, models, &c. What 
has been said of the branches of Anatomy and Chemistry, is no less true 
of all the others, the two branches selected claim no pre-eminence on 
account of the practical methods of ijistruction adopted, over any of the 
others ; thus, in Botany, the living or recent specimens of all plants, 
are submitted to the individual examination of the class ; during and 
after ea'ch lecture, the greatest pains are taken to demonstrate the 
differences of structure both by an appeal to the unaided sight and by 
the Microscope, while the valuable collection of diagrams, illustrates on 
an enlarged scale all the generic characters requiring notice; and in 
Materia Medica all medicines are shewn to the pupils, and they are 
called upon to select them by their appearances ; the method of their 
preparation is fully described and illustrated, and they are then called 
on to explain what has been taught ; formulae for the prescribing of 
medicines are given to the class, which they are subsequently called 
upon to write down and explain. In Botany and Materia Medica, 
every thing is a demonstration. In the practice of Physic, with the 
extraordinary facility for demonstration and illustration of disease 
afforded at the bedside of the patient by the General and other Hoapi-

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tals, every statement is brought home to practice, in fact to reali- 
ty, and if some of the boys do not reap all the benefit that could be 
wished, it is their own fault entirely ; assuredly, it is not from want of 
opportunity or want of practical illustration. 

In Surgery the boys see and do everything that they are taught ; 
they themselves perform on the dead body every operation, they see all 
that is done in the wards of the hospital, and in the operating theatrci 
and they are compelled, as well as the students of Medicine, to take 
notes of a certain number of cases. Can any thing be imagined more 
practical than this ; and these notes are discussed, commented on, and 
explained by the Professor at the bedside of the patient. Dr. Urquhart, 
speaking of instruction in Medical Jurisprudence, remarks — " my 
** course is as much of a practical character as possible, as every subject 
** is illustrated by actual cases, and the general principles laid down are 
" applied to these cases which I draw from experience or from the best 
" writers on my subjects. The students are taught to apply the prin- 
" ciples, and this I test by examination on cases where principles guide 
** the student in his answers," 

In Midwifery and Ophthalmic Surgery every thing is a demonstra- 
tion, crowned with the most practical proof that it is possible to give, 
viz. the attendance on women in actual labour. With a full knowledge 
of all these facts, which the whole College Professors, Students and 
Patients can attest, and which any one and every one may verify for 
themselves, it does appear difficult to understand, how any one could be 
led into the belief that the system adopted at this College is not a prac- 
tical one. Any additional proofs after those given, would be a complete 
waste of words, none such being wanted, but were there any occasion 
for further t^vidence, it is at hand. Hear what those who have lately 
returned from England say. Those who were formerly military or 
private students concur in affirming that so highly is the course of edu 
cation given here thought of at home, that it seems to be regarded by 
the Board of Examiners as almost a certainty that if the Candidate for 
examination comes from the Madras Medical College, he will pass. 
Major Lavie, who has just returned from England, and who it is well 
known takes a deep interest in all educational matters, and who has 
for many years past devoted considerable attention to them, states that 
the system of education adopted at this College bears comparison with 
that of the best of schools at home. 

To dwell at further length upon this subject is neither necessary 
nor desirable, yet it would be scarcely accunite to omit all mention of 




the well selected Library belonging to the College, as well as of the 
Anatomical and Pathological Museum, both which are valuable adjuncts 
to the practical system of Medical education in use at the Madras 
College.

Minute by Professor TV. Evans, m. d., & f. r. c. s. 

One of the most zealous and enlightened Medical Officers in the 
service (Dr. Arthur) who at the time had recently returned from Eu- 
rope, and was Acting Professor of Medicine 
* ^tmtsK"^'' ^""^ and Clinical Medicine, remarks in his Annual 

Report for 1852-63,* as follows. 

" The Clinical system of instruction (alluding to that carried out 
** in the General Hospital) is excellent. It is the continental, or more 
" especially the German system, modified so as to adapt it to the alter- 
ed state of things here. The same method is now being introduced 
" into England, and, in fact, is the only system in existence, really 
" fraught with practical importance." He adds, " as a Clinical school, 
" I doubt if any Hospital in India is superior to the General Hospital 
" here," &c. 

In my Minute forwarded to the College Council in 1854, 1 shewed 
from Official documents, that the aggregate number of patients treated 
in the various Hospitals in Madras, and available for the instruction of 
our College Students, exceeds an average of fifty thousand per annum. 

At the same time also, our students have far better opportunities 
of becoming practically acquainted with disease in Hospitals than 
students have at home. In the large Hospitals of London and the 
Continent, the number of students is so great, that it is only with great 
difficulty, and by dint of violent pushing and struggling that the 
student can get to see a patient, consequently the great majority of 
cases are lost to them, and might as well not be there for any practical 
use they derive from them. In the General Hospital at Madras, the 
students are much fewer in number, and each has the fullest and freest 
opportunity of seeing the practice of the Physician or Surgeon. 
Besides which he can visit the patients by himself as often as he pleases 
in the course of the day. Each student is in fact a clinical clerk. 
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Besides carrying out the treatment of cases under the superintendence 
of the Clinical teacher, he keeps his own journal of them, and makes 
his own observations upon them, which are duly read and commented 
upon in the Clinical class room. In a word, and without going 
further into details, each student in the General Hospital has the most 
full and complete opportunities of improving himself in practical know- 
ledge at the bedside.

Minute by the President of the Medical College Council, 

If the first portion of Mr. Mayers Minute, which is eulogistic of 
the course and system of education which has hitherto been pursued at 
the College, has reference to the education of young men to fill the 
commissioned ranks of the service, I have not a word to say against it ; 
but if it is intended as a description of the education which ought to 
be given to those who are to fill the subordinate ranks, I maintain that 
it is, and has been found unsuited. In that opinion I am borne out by 
the Government Examiners and by other Medical men of high profes- 
sional standing and well able from personal experience to form a correct 
opinion on the subject. 

Different opinions will of course exist as to how far the system 
ought to be modified ; but I think that the scheme now circulated 
will meet many of the evils which have been complained of by executive 
Medical Officers, and were not in my opinion incidental, but the neces- 
sary consequence of the system which has hitherto been pursued. 

The latter portion of the Minute is explanatory of the mode of 
instruction pursued at the College. Now, I am not aware that that has 
ever been called in question, and, in my opinion, it is all that Mr. Mayer 
represents it to be. The Adjutant General's letter refers entirely to the 
subjects taught, not to the mode of tuition.

I would submit for the consideration of the Council that it is highly 
desirable to arrange some plan whereby these two classes should be as 
far as possible made to enter upon the same system which has been 
already initiated with one of them, and that until some decided change 
occurs in the requirements of the Public service, all apprentices should 
be prepared for promotion in three sessions according to the temporary 
arrangement proposed in letter, No. 110, dated 8th August 1857 and 
approved by Government in Extract Minutes of Consultation, No. 1257, 
dated 5th September 1857. To effect this it will be necessary in the 
present instance that the new 2nd Division of the 1st Class shall for the 
remainder of the session study Materia Medica, the course upon which is 
now more than half delivered, 

I propose therefore to include these students in my present class 
from the commencement of the lectures on " Organic Materia Medica." 
The whole class to study this part of the course as at present three times 
a week (Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays,) and I am willing to 
deliver on alternate days (Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays) 35 to 40 
Lectures to the new portion of the class so as to go over the subjects 
already lectured upon to the senior class. 

By this means I hope to bring the whole class over a full course of 
lectures upon Materia Medica before the end of the Session ; and here I 
am bound to bring to the notice of the Council, that the reduction 
(proposed by me at the beginning of the Session and recommended to 
Government in their letter, dated 14th January 1858,) of the Materia 
Medica course from 90 to 65 Lectures, has been found to be impracti- 
cable, owing to the imperfect knowledge of English on the part of the 
great majority of the native pupils, and the fact that the Apprentices 
were at the time of joining the class ignorant of any medical terms. 
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either referring to medicines or diseases, and, consequently the necessity 
of frequent explanations of the nature of diseases, &c., to impress 
their names and mode of treatment upon the minds of inexperienced 
students. 

I hope however as an evident feeling exists upon the part of His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief that the education of the Military 
Students should be as practical as possible, that upon the conclusion of 
the 2nd course of Materia Medica, these students will be found suffici- 
ently prepared in these matters to enable them to assume the part of 
dispensers, should the continued exigencies of the service demand any 
further draughts from the College in anticipation of the conclusion of 
the modified curriculum (before alluded to as recommended in letter, 
No. 110, dated 8th August 1857). 

The probable number of lectures to be delivered on Materia Me- 
dica will thus be 

To present class 90 

To new class 50 of above and 40 additional. 

Total 130 

By the adoption of the plan of throwing all these 48 East Indian 
Students into one class, an opportunity will be afforded to the Council to 
select hereafter those who may be best fitted for promotion, and retain- 
inec for a longer time under instruction those who are unequal to respon- 
sible appointments, and by making promotions dependent on actual 
answering in class and decided superiority, the students will be more in- 
cited to study them ; under the present system all the senior class is 
sure to be promoted in due course independent of the qualifications of 
individual students. I therefore solicit the permission of the Council to 
extend my Materia Medica lectures from 65 to 90, and to take, under 
instructions for the remainder of the Sessi6n, the new 2nd Division of 
the 1st class,

Sir, 



I am directed by the College Council to acknowledge the receipt of 
the Extract of your Proceedings, dated 16th March 1858. 

2. With reference to the request contained therein, the Council 
would beg to forward the following scheme for the education of Europe- 
an and East Indian volunteers for the Medical service. In doing so, 
it does not seem necessary to recapitulate in detail the reasons which 
induce the Council to hope, that the adoption of this plan will serve to 
remove the difficulty now experienced by all the Professors in educat- 
ing boys who come lo the College totally unprepared for instruction 
by any preliminary education of a professional nature. 

3. The Council are aware that during the present Session this had 
arisen from the necessity of removing the senior classes, in anticipation 
of the conclusion of their studies, to meet the requirements of the pub- 
lic service. But they would bring to your recollection that if the 
scheme now proposed be adopted by Government, the Professors are 
willing to test (experimentally) whether it will not be possible to 
complete their College education in 3 years instead of 4 as hitherto. 

4. The only points upon which the Council feel called upon to re- 
mark in detail are those which regulate the preliminary education, 
general and professional, of the Medical volunteers. They propose 
Istly. That all boys of European or East Indian parentage who, at the 

Presidency or in the Mofussil, shall have reached the age of 15 and 
not more than 17 years, may be permitted to be entertained as Me- 
dical volunteers. 

^ndly. That these lads* names and ages shall be submitted to the Ma- 
gistrate of the place, who shall direct their attendance at the Civil 
Dispensary for the purpose of being reported upon as to physical fit- 
ness or unfitness by the Civil Surgeon or Garrison Surgeon, or other 
Officer in charge of such Dispensary.

It having been found impossible to procure a sufficient number of 
well-educated lads for the Subordinate branch of the Medical Service, 
and also from it having been observed that the majority of the Native 
Pupils belonging to the Medical College were unable to benefit by in- 
structions communicated solely by lectures, from their imperfect ac- 
quaintance with the English language, it was proposed to meet the 
above difficulty by establishing a Primary Medical School, introducing 
the tutorial method of teaching, and endeavouring by this mode of tuition 
to impart an elementary knowledge of their profession to the boys while 
at the same time every effort was made to extend their acquaintance 
with the English language. 

2. It was believed that by such a system of teaching, conducted 
by one in the position of a master, much valuable information might 
be imparted to even imperfectly educated lads, and that the pupils, after 
one year's attendance at the school, would in many respects be well 
fitted for receiving, by means of lectures, scientific instruction at the 
Medical College. 

3, Under these circumstances, and for the reasons above assigned, 
a Primary Medical School was established by order of the Government, 
dated 12th October 1857, and was opened on the 1st November 1857

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under the superintendence of the Surgeon of the 2nd District^ assisted 
by two Medical Warrant OflScers and an English Teacher. 

4. The number of Students was limited by Government to 50, 
but much difficulty was experienced in procuring even that number 
possessing the requisite qualifications, viz, a moderate acquaintance 
with the English language and ordinary intelligence. Ninety-one 
candidates were admitted into the school, many were discharged on 
account of ignorance and incapacity, and many withdrew from the In- 
stitution, but 40 have gone through the whole course of instruction and 
are sufficiently advanced in their education to be transferred with 
every prospect of advantage to the Medical College. 

5. The remaining ten have joined the school more recently, and 
several of them have only received instruction for one, two and three 
months ; nothing consequently can be expected of them, and they are 
quite unsuited for Collegiate Education. 

6. The system of instruction pursued at the School was entirely 
tutorial. Every subject taught was written down by the pupils to dic- 
tation, he was required to spell many of the vrords in the sentence, and 
to explain their meanings, and every care was taken by the teacher, 
by frequent repetition and explanation in their own language, that the 
subject was understood. 

The following subjects were taught by Mr. D'Sena : —

Anatomy — Osteology — Minute description of the bones of the 
Spine and Cranium, and a General Outline of the rest. An Outline of 
the Visera of the bead, chest and abdomen. 
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Physiology — An outline of the proximate principles^ and elemen- 
tary tissues of the body ; and Physiology of the process of respiration, 
circulation, and digestion. 

Surgical and Miscellaneous duties — Opening of abscesses; Arterio- 
tomy ; Venesection ; Lieecbing ; Cupping ; Acupuncture, the method 
of applying, and the use of the actual cautery ; making issues ; in- 
serting setons ; the application and use of the Moxa ; bandaging; ap- 
plication of blisters, sinapisms ; poultices ; fomentations, both sim- 
ple and medicated ; lotions ; the exhibition of medicines externally by 
friction ; sponging ; the preparation and use of the steam, mustard, and 
medicated baths. The exhibition of enemata, aperient, anodyne and 
stimulant. 

7. The students were also made practically acquainted with all 
the duties which usually devolve upon a Dresser. They attended the 
Vepery Hospital regularly, and were there taught to compound and 
exhibit medicines, to bandage and dress ulcers, &c. 

8. I trust that the continuance or discontinuance of the Primary 
School will not be made entirely dependent upon the result of the pre- 
sent examination, as the boys have had only about 8, instead of 12 
months* instruction, and because I feel convinced after giving the sub- 
ject the most mature consideration that the system of instruction 
pursued at this school is the only one suited, in the first instance, to 
the capacities and acquirements of the class of young men who now 
enter the Medical Service, and that without this preliminary training. 
Collegiate education would be nearly valueless, and would only end 
in disappointment to the teachers and the greatest inconvenience to the 
Government. 

9. In conclusion I beg to express my entire approval of the 
conduct of the three teachers, Messrs. Barrow, Conran and D'Sena, 
and bear willing testimony to the zeal, incessant labour, and general 
intelligence displayed by them during the period the school has been 
in existence.

Sir, 

We have the honor to report that we formed ourselves into a 
Committee to examine the progress made by the Students at the 
Primary School as requested in Extract from your Proceedings, dated 
2nd instant. 

Of course in the Report forwarded it is to be held in mind that 
the standard adopted for these boys is that for a junior or primary 
class. 

In the essential brandies of preliminary education, reading, writing, 
and spelling, we were well satisfied with the boys ; there were as usual 
several degrees in the scale of progress ; but as a whole we think the 
primary training so far has been successful. With reference to the 
meaning of words, the knowledge exhibited by the boys generally was 
indifferent. Dictation was given by their own teacher, Mr. D*Sena, with 
whose voice they were well acquainted, who also gave them very few 
words at a time, which were repeated more than once ; thus aided they 
acquitted themselves fairly. They exhibited a fair elementary knowledge 
of Geography. The progress in Arithmetic was not so satisfactory, the 
few lads examined not seeming to be clear or confident in the principles 
on which they worked. After the above subjects had been gone into, 
the day was too for advanced for Mr. Shaw to make more than a very 
short examination on Anatomy, the answers of the few boys who were 
examined displayed retentive powers of memory, on points of which 
they could know nothing except from books and what they had been 
told by their teachers. While the above noticed deficiencies are 
mentioned, it would be unjust not to bear in mind that the boys have 
been only 8 months under instruction in the primary school ; taking 
their attainments in connection with this fact, it appears to us that their 
general progress is very satisfactory, and promises well for the future, 
while it speaks strongly in favor of the pains and assiduity bestowed on 
them by their teachers.

We have the honor to inform you that we have this day been pre- 
sent at the examination of Dr. Kellie's Pupils by Mr. Conran and 
2nd Apothecary Barrow, and occasionally examined them ourselves. 
There were 42 boys present in two classes ; and some of a third and 
recently formed class were in attendance outside, to serve as make- 
believe patients, on whom the advanced students could exhibit the appli- 
cation of splints and bandages. 

We have much pleasure in recording our very high opinion of the 
excellence of the mental and manual training which these lads have 
received, and of the remarkable progress they have made in all the most 
necessary parts of a Dresser's knowledge in the very short period of 
eight months' tuition. We found they had an excellent practical know- 
ledge of Osteology, as evidenced by their clear exposition of the Ana- 
tomy of those very difficult, and, to a beginner, forbidding bones, the 
temporal and sphenoid. Their knowledge of the elements of Physiolo- 
gy was good, judging by their replies to questions on the proximate 
principles of the animal body, and the circulation of the blood. In 
Materia Medica their replies were very intelligent, as was their know- 
ledge of the method pursued, and precautions attended to, in the prac- 
tice of Vaccination. They were much less certain in their replies to 
questions on the symptoms and treatment of diseases ; but they possess- 
ed what is of considerable value to pupils commencing service in Hos- 
pitals, they clearly understood the meaning of the technical names of 
diseases as laid down in our Medical Code. Bandaging and the applica- 
tion of various fracture and wound-contracting apparatus were the last 
and most practical subjects, on which they were examined, and they 
evinced in these a degree of manual skill and good common and surgi- 
cal sense such as is rarely to be met with among Native Medical pupils 
some years in College. Of course we did not expect them to 
have any but a very superficial knowledge of the nature of the acci- 
dents which require such appliances. What we had to determine was 
how far they could be trusted to apply ordinary Surgical apparatus 
under duly qualified Surgical authority ; and we were satisfied that they 
were fully equal to undertaking this branch of subordinate duty with 
pleasure to a medical superior and comfort to a patient. 
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In conclusion we desire to express our conviction that the preli- 
minary training these lads have received has been of most essential 
service in fitting them either for studying with ease, and certainty of 
good progress in the Medical College, or for immediate employment in 
practical subordinate duties in the hospitals ; and we would respect- 
fully venture to recommend that the Medical College Council be 
requested to determine whether or not all Medical apprentices and 
pupils should be subjected to the same preliminary training before 
beingsent to the College.

With reference to No. 4 of the Draft rules for the Government of 
the Medical College entered at page 8 of the published Selections from 
the records of the Government, under the bead of the Annual Report 
of the Medical College, Session 1856-57. No. XLVIII, a copy of 
which has been forwarded to me, I had the honor to submit for your 
consideration, that if the proposed rule should come into effect, there 
would be a supercession of the two senior Professors of the College, 
without any cause, at least without any assigned. 

2. For the entire period, now more than eight years, that I have 
been a Professor in the Institution, I have as next Senior Medical Of- 
ficer, and in accordance with the College rules, invariably taken the 
• « In the absence of the Chair at the College Meetings in the absence 
*/. JP^id««t» the Senior Medical of the President.* As Senior Medical Of- 
<' Officer aball take the chair.*' ^ * i i t> . i j i. 

Rale 7— Page 70, Report for ficer I also acted as President, and at the 

same time as Secretary, from March 1854 to 
September 1855. For your opinion as to the manner in which these 
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studies were performed, I may be permitted to refer to your letter to 
my address of date 25t\i September 1855. 

3. I am aware that it has been sometimes said, that Military 
seniority should not be considered in the College. To which I may 
reply, that had I found this the rule of the College at the time I 
joined it, no complaint or remonstrance would ever had been heard 
from me. But having acted as Senior for a number of years, I hope it 
is not intended now to supersede me without a fault, and to place me 
under my junior Officer, by the operation of an ex-post facto law. 

4. I therefore beg with due deference to request that the proposed 
rule may not be permitted to come into operation ; at least not during 
the incumbency of the Senior Professors now in the College.

Sir, 

In reference to our conversation relative to the bearing of the rule 
proposed at page 8 of the annual Report of the Madras Medical Col* 
lege for 1856-57, see draft rules for the Government of the Madras 
Medical College, para : 4, I have the honor to submit for your consider* 
ation the following remarks which I venture to hope will not be viewed 
unfavorably either by yourself or by Government when the question to 
which they directly refer comes under decision. 

The words in para. 4 to which I would solicit attention, are at Meet* 
ings of Council the Principal, or, in his absence, the Senior Professor 
present, according to date of appointment, shall take the chair. 

To perceive the hardship and injurious bearing of the rule in ques- 
tion (supposing it to be affirmed,) it is merely necessary to state what 
has been the invariable rule and usage of the College during the past 8 
or 9 years. The Senior Member of the College Council, Dr. Evans, has 
on all occasions taken the Chair when the appointed President, an Officer 
always Senior to the Professors, was absent, and, by the same rule, when 
Dr. Evans was absent, I have done so ; now to inaugurate anew rule that 
would place a junior over our heads would not only be to give an ex- 
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tended ex-post facto operation to the rule in question, but it would be, 
I most respectfully submit, to inflict unmerited pain and slight on those 
against whom no complaint has ever been substantiated, on those who, 
I trust I may be permitted to say, have striven on all occasions to serve 
the State to the utmost, and who were originally selected for the positions 
they now hold, not on account of interest, but simply on account of 
superior attainments and fitness, and I trust again that I may not be 
regarded as overstepping the bounds of proper deference and respectful 
representation if I say that should such men so appointed and so recom- 
mended, with unnumbered testimonials of the highest character, without 
fault or complaint, and \ivithout any proposed test of fitness for the situa- 
tion of Principal, be superseded, it must necessarily operate very pre- 
judicially to the Service, as the natural inceinlives to exertion will hence- 
forth be wanting, since no man will labour for a life to distinguish him- 
self, if the doing so, will not save him from the pain and mortification 
of being passed over on occasions like the present. It is not only to this 
point of view that I would beg the attention of yourself and ultimately 
of the Government, but to the effect of the supercession under considera- 
tion on the practicable working of the College Council as a deliberative 
body. Can it be supposed that with hurt and wounded feelings on the 
one side, and most probably some exultation on the other, gentlemen 
closely and constantly brought into contact will be so likely or even so 
capable of devoting their best mental energies to the consideration of 
public business, as they would have been, if their ordinary and harmo* 
nious relations had remained undisturbed. But were this consideration 
of less value than I believe it to be, it may be further urged that the 
rule itself (were it established) is open to serious objection. We have at 
this moment several gentlemen attached to the College who are quite 
juniors in the service ; will it be considered advisable hereafter, when 
perhaps some Senior Member of the Profession is attached to the Col- 
lege, to make him a junior at the Council table ? and will such an ar- 
rangement conduce to the well working of the College? There is one 
other point regarding which I would beg permission to offer a few re- 
marks. It has been said that the longer a person is attached to the 
College, the more he will know concerning it ; now it is abundantly 
clear, with regard to this argument, as far as it applies to the case under 
consideration, that if a man does not understand the working of such 
an institution in 7 or 8 years, he will never understand it, nor will any 
more extended experience in such matters add to his fitness for thesitua* 
ation of Principal. I would further submit that this is by no means the 
standard by which a man's fitness or otherwise should be judged, which, 

s 
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it appears to me, should rather be, the soundness and breadth of his view 
on educational matters in general, and in particular on those of Medical 
education in this country, adapted to the wants of the service and the 
classes to be educated for it, as well as the distinctness and logical acu- 
men by which such views are enforced. Finally, I cannot but feel that 
where there is no fault to be adduced, years of good service do consti- 
tute an honest claim to the consideration of those in authority.

Sir, 

The Honorable Court of Directors in their Dispatch of the 26th 
September 1855, a copy of which was communicated to me in Extract 
from the Minutes of Consultation under date the Slst December 
last. No. 1616, called for explanation in regard to the circumstance of 
only one Candidate having come forward to the Examination at the 
close of the Session of the Medical College for 1853-54 for the Prize 
instituted by C. V. Conniah Chetty, and also as to the means existing 
orin contemplation for maintaining in the College a class of Students from 
which a succession of properly qualified Sub-Assistant Surgeons may 
in future be expected. They observed that no Stipendiary Student wa9 
a candidate for a Diploma at this examination, and that since the scheme 
came into a operation in 1852 only one diploma was conferred. 

2. Shortly after the receipt of this Despatch I had a conference 
with the Medical College Council on the subject noticed in the Extracts 
above quoted, viz : the small success of the measures taken for the edu^ 
patioji of Native Surgeons, apd I toqk the opportunity of discussing vitb 
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them the best means of improving the preliminary education of the Na* 
tive Pupils generally. 

3. The Council were at that time almost unanimously of opinion that 
the best means of inducing a better class of candidates to enter those 
branches of the Subordinate grades of the Medical Service which are at 
present filled by Natives would be to abolish the restrictions in respect to 
extraction and to throw open all branches of the service to all candi- 
dates without reference to creed, colour or caste. They considered that 
this measure, while it would open the superior grade of Native Surgeon, 
or Sub-Assistant Surgeon, as it is designated by the Honorable Court^ 
and the subordinate grade of Dressers to a better educated class of per- 
sons than those who have hitherto been admitted into it, it would even^ 
tually lead to a better class of Natives entering the Profession, inas- 
much as the respectability of those grades hitherto restricted to persons 
of pure Native birth, would be increased by the removal of the existing 
restrictions, and a large class of appointments to which they are at pre^ 
sent ineligible, would be opened out to them. 

4. Such was the opinion of the Council (with, I believe, one single 
exception,) at the period to which I allude (January 1856) and I was 
about to address Government on the subject and to report the measure 
of amalgamation as being considered by the Council as that best calculat- 
ed to improve the efficiency of the Department, when it occurred to 
me that certain points connected with the subject had not been 
fully discussed, and that it would be desirable before submitting so 
important an alteration, to have before me a written statement of the 
Council's views. 

5. In the meantime, the opinions of some Members of the Council 
had changed, and I now learn that, after a lengthened discussion, a ma- 
jority of the Council have pronounced against the proposed plan of amal- 
gamation, and consider that this measure, instead of attracting a superior 
class of Natives into the Department, would tend to exclude them 
from it altogether. 

6. The present views of the Council, with reference to this mea- 
sure, are stated in detail in their letter of the 25th Ultimo, of which a 
copy is annexed. By those Members of the Council who are in favor 
of the proposed amalgamation of the two branches. Native and Eura- 
sian, " it it considered that the fact of the Natives being debarred, as 
" they are under the present system, from aspiring to an equality with 
" the Eurasian branch, must still more in their countrymen's eyes de- 

grade their position in a profession which is not a popular one amongst 
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^ them, and that this has a marked influence in deterring young mefi of 
" birth from presenting themselves not only as candidates for Native 
Dresserships but as Stipendiary Students." 

7. The majority, on the other hand, " feel with r^ard to thia 
** proposition, that the appearance of strict impartiality and abstract 
" justice which, in the first instance, led them to approve of it, is delu- 
siva and will not bear examination," and in support of this view, they 
nrg^ the following considerations : — 

Amalgamation means placing the European, East Indian and Na<* 
*' tive, all on the same footing, no respect being paid to caste, creed or 
'* colour, they must all pass over the same path of study, and pass 
*' through the same examination : from this it is clear that the idea of 
•* amalgamation involves that of competition on equal terms, Competi- 
tion again requires that those who compete shall be on a par or nearly 
so in knowledge and mental attainments, without this, we submit, 
*• theie can be no real competition. The state of the Native Depart- 
•* ment is notorious and has been so unanimously complained of for a 
series of past years (as the annual reports of each Professor will shew) 
that it is unnecessary to insist on it here ; it is admitted on all hands 
" that the Natives, as a body, are much inferior in mental attainments 
" to the Europeans and Eurasians ; hov, then is it possible to fulfil the 
conditions required ? the question needs no answer : these conditions 
cannot be fulfilled so long as the Natives, as a body, are so far behind 
the other classes ; the inference is inevitable ; amalgamation would, 
under these circumstances, not be an act of justice to the Natives, but 
** a great injustice, as it would nominally put them on a par with those 
** to whom they are really not on a par, and in its working, it would 
certainly exclude them from those higher grades in the service which it 
professed to open out to them. 

" The majority of the College Council quite agree with their Col- 
leagues, who are in favor of amalgamation, that a beginning should be 
made, but they think that the beginning should be made in the right 
direction, viz.^ that of holding out every inducement to the Natives 
and studiously avoiding every thing likely to depress or discourage 
them, which the proposal to amalgamate them with the other classes, 
** would in the opinion of the majority, certainly efiect. 

The support unanimously given to the recent propositions of the 
" President for training and elevating the Natives shews that this is 
their feeling. The majority of the College Council have not gone 
** into the reasons why the Natives are inferior to the other classes in 
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attainments ; they have confined themselves to the statements of the 
*' fact* They do not, however, douht that the imperfect knowledge 
" of the English language is one of the main causes. They are quite 

unable to see how the present regulations of the service, with refer- 
r , " ence to the Native branch of the Medical Department, can prevent 

Natives of birth from presenting themselves as candidates for SHpen" 
" diart/ Studentships^ and the argument that the Native Medical Subor- 

dinate is debarred from aspiring to an equality with the Eurasian 
" is not borne out by any expressed wish of this class. On the contrary, 
" both Native Medical Subordinates and Eurasians deprecate the pro- 
*^ position of amalgamation, the latter fearing that, if carried, it would 

lower their position, while the former are so fully aware of their 
" inability to compete with the Eurasians in examinations that they 
" regard their exclusion from all the higher grades as the necessary 

result of it." 

.8. It will be observed that the foregoing exposition of the views 
of the College Council is confined to the question whether, as contended 
by the minority, the amalgamation of the two branches would be likely 
to induce a better class of Natives to enter the Department. It does no| 
touch on the more comprehensive question which seems to be involved 
in the Honorable Court's Despatch, whether some radical change in the 
present system is not required with the view of creating a class of Medical 
Subordinates, such as those to whom reference is made by the Honorable 
Court. The Council, indeed, at the commencement of their letter, Ci»ll 
attention to the difference which exists between the Medical Colleges of 
Bengal and Bombay and that of Madras, and to the circumstance that 
** in the two former there is a class of students who, if qualified, are ap- 
*' pointed Sub- Assistant Surgeons, irrespective of creed, color or caste, 
whilst at Madras, the only provision which approaches the privilege ac- 
" corded to sister Colleges is, the institution of Native Surgeons which, 
" as the name implies, is open only to Natives, wholly excluding 
** European and Eurasian Students, however talented they may be, 
" and whose highest prize is an appointment to the grade of Assistant 
" Apothecary," and they observe that " should it be the wish of the 
" Honorable Court to concede to our Students generally those privi- 
> " leges which are enjoyed by the Bengal and Bombay Medical Colleges," 

there are " many Europeans and Eurasians, already passed out from the 
" Medical College, and others at present studying there, equal in every 
" respect to those who have been appointed Sub- Assistant Surgeons in 
the sister Presidencies, and, generally, superior to those upon whom 
** Native Surgeoncies have been bestowed." But they do not state 
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how fat such a measure would, in their opinion, be conducive to the 
general efficiency of the Medical Service and beneficial to the country. 

9. This, as it appears to me, is the proper question to consider in 
connexion with the enquiry made by the Honorable Court " as to the 

means existing or in contemplation for maintaining in the College, 
" a class of Students from which a succession of properly qualified Sub- 
" Assistant Surgeons may, in future, be expected," unless it can be 
shown that there is a reasonable prospect of speedy improvement in the 
class of Native Medical Students, it is clear that the measures hitherto 
adopted have not as yet been attended with success. Up to this time 
only eight Native Surgeons have been appointed, none of whom were 
from the higher classes, while three of them have been Pariahs. As 
regards, therefore, the object with which these Surgeoncies were res- 
tricted to Natives, viz : that of raising up a class of well educated 
Native Practitioners, " who, from their being of respectable birth, would 
" readily be admitted into the families of Natives of Caste," the experi- 
ment has been a failure, and it will be seen from the Annual Reports of 
the College that, as a general rule, the qualifications of those appointed 
to Native Surgeoncies have been inferior to those of their Eurasian or 
European fellow students. 

10. Under these circumstances, the question arises whether re* 
taining the present division of the Department into two branches, any 
measures can be devised for inducing a better class of Natives, both 
as regards Birth and educational attainments^ to enter the College, and 
if this be not feasible, whether it would not be wise to abolish the ex- 
isting restrictions and to throw open all grades of the department to 
those best qualified for the duties belonging to them. 

11. As regards the prospect of obtaining a better educated body 
of Medical students from among the higher classes of the Native com- 
munity, it is extremely difficult to form an opinion. It is but reason- 
able to expect that as general education advances throughout the coun- 
try, the attainments of the candidates, who present themselves, will 
improve, and that the prejudices, which at present hinder the higher 
classes from entering the profession, will gradually yield to more en- 
lightened views. But this must be a work of time, and it is probable 
that, under the existing rules, the present state of things will continue 
for some years to come. 

12. If, on the other hand, the existing restrictions were to be re- 
moved, it is admitted on all sides that the difficulty of finding qualified 
persons, for the Sub-Assistant Surgeoncies would at once disappear. 
It is probable that, for a time, the appointments would be monopolized 
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by Eurasians, but this would not be likely to continue after the spread 
of education had, in some measure, removed the prejudices which have 
hitherto hindered the higher classes of the Native community from re- 
sorting to the College. The Council state in the 6th para : of their 
letter that " the Natives, as a body, are much inferior in mental attain- 
" ments to the Europeans and Eurasians." To this statement, if the 
Council refer to the Natives generally and not merely to the classes who 
have come under their observation in the College, lam unable to assent. 
It is opposed to the experience of those who have been most engaged in 
education in this country, by whom it is generally considered that if 
there be any marked difference in point of intellect between the Natives 
and East Indians, the advantage will be found on the side of the Natives. 
The majority of the Native Medical Students hitherto have not been 
sufficiently acquainted with the English language to enable them to 
profit by the Lectures of the Professors, but if the prelinanary edu- 
cation of the Native Medical Pupils be improved, 1 see no reason to 
apprehend that they will be less successful in the Medical College than 
they have been in other institutions where Natives and East Indians, 
are instructed together. 

13. Another, and indeed the main argument which has been 
advanced against throwing open the Native Surgeoncies to East Indians 
is, that high caste Natives will not permit East Indians to attend their 
families, but to this it may be answered that they are equally, if not 
more, unwilling to avail themselves of the attendance of low caste Na- 
tives, and that of the number of Native Surgeons already appointed, three- 
eights have been Pariahs. The existing rule which restricts the appoint- 
ments now under consideration to Natives of pure descent was, in point 
of fact a concession to native prejudice, and the failure of the measure 
has been the result of native prejudice. The advantages expected to 
ensue from conceding to a prejudice of one description which is sup- 
posed to deter Natives of Caste from availing themselves of the profes- 
sional aid of other than high caste Natives, have been neutralized by a 
prejudice of another description which prevents high caste Natives from 
entering the Profession. It may be alleged that a better class of Natives 
is likely to compete for these situations as education advances, but here 
again it may be urged that the same degree of enlightenment which shall 
suffice to conquer the prejudices which at present deter the more res- 
pectable classes from entering the profession, will also suffice to conquer 
the prejudices which render those classes unwilling to avail themselves 
of the services of Europeans and East Indian practitioners. Indeed, it 
is but reasonable to expect that of the two classes of prejudices^ that 
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which opposes the admission into Native families of other than Native 
practitioners of caste will be the first to yield. For these reasons I am 
disposed to concur in the opinion entertained by the minority of the 
College Couiicil that the wants of the country demand the abolition of 
the present restrictions and that while the adoption of what is admitted 
on both sides to be abstractedly the more liberal and the juster course, 
will place at the disposal of Government for employment in the impor- 
tant offices under consideration a superior class of practitioners to those 
available under the existing rules, we may safely trust to the progress of 
education among the Native population to remove those barriers which 
for a time may obstruct the usefulness of the only qualified class of prac- 
titioners it is at present in oar power to provide and which operate as a 
hindrance to the adoption of the Medical profession by the higher classes 
of the native community. 

14. The preceding observations have reference to the higher grade 
of situations in the Medical Department which are at present restricted 
to Natives, but they are not less applicable to the lower or dressers* 
grade, the unsatisfactory condition of which has been repeatedly brought 
to the notice of Government. The difficulties experienced by the College 
Council in training the class of candidates who are alone willing to enter 
this branch of the service have been frequently urged in their annual 
reports and are noticed in some detail in a Minute by the President 
which has lately been laid before Gevernment. In this Minute, which 
it is to be observed has received the unanimous concurrence of the Coun- 
cil, Mr. Kellie proposes certain measures for improving the preliminary 
education of the Native Medical Pupils previous to their admission into 
the College, which are no doubt well adapted to meet the object in view, 
but in order to ensure their success, he has deemed it necessary to re- 
commend that after being admitted into the College the Native Medical 
Pupil should be in all respects on an equality with the East Indian, and 
should be equally eligible to the appointment of Assistant Apothecary. 
This recommendation, I would submit, is a strong admission of the 
necessity for the general abolition of the existing restrictions, for if the 
only grade to which the East Indians are eligible is to be thrown open to 
Natives, it would scarcely be equitable to maintain the restrictions which 
debar the former from competing for situations in the other grades. 

15. Sometime ago the Medical Board submitted the following 
propositions for improving the efficiency of the Native branch of the 
Medical Department. 1st, that a large Civil Hospital should be erected 
with the view of afibrding them better opportunities than are at present 
available, gnd, that the number of subjects should be reduced, and Srdly, 
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that the period of instruction should be extended to four years. In the 
first of these proposals the Council fully concur, being of opinion that a 
large Civil Hospital is much needed, inasmuch as the Natives are gene- 
rally reluctant to resort to the General Hospital on its present footing. 
In regard to the expediency of reducing the number of subjects, the 
Council appear to be less decided. Very lately they informed me that 
they were unanimous in thinking that ** the curriculum should not be 

• «T J . J r impaired in any case," but, in a subsequent

to the address of the Secretary communication •addressed direct to Govern- 

DeparTm"'"'^'"^ ^^nt, they have recommended that, as a 

temporary measure, to meet the present exi- 
gencies of the service, the Native pupils should be exempted from 
attending the lectures on Chemistry, Botany, MedicalJurisprudence and 
Military Surgery. As to the question of extending the period of study 
to four years, they are not prepared to offer an opinion. If however 
Mr, Kellie's proposals should be adopted, or if the more comprehensive 
measure of amalgamating the Eurasian and Native branches of the 
Department should be carried out, there will be no necessity for any 
modifications of the scheme of study, in favor of any particular class of 
Students. 

16. It only remains for me to state that the circumstance of there 
having been only one candidate for Conniah Chetty's prize at the 
Examination referred to in the Honorable Court's Despatch arose from 
the fact that none of the other Stipendiary Students had completed the 
prescribed course.

Extract from the Minutes of Consultation under date the ^\st 
October 1858. 

Read the following letter from A. J. ARBUTHNOT, Esq., Di- 
rector of Public Instruction. 

(Here enter 30th July 1858, No. 609.) 

With this letter, Mr. Arbuthnot submits 

A. The Annual Report of the Medical College Council for the Session 

of 1857-58. 

B. Reports onHhe Primary Medical School, recently established, and 

C. Some correspondence on the subject of the changes proposed last 

year* in the course of instruction at the Medical College. 

2. The Council do not report well of the conduct of the Students 
during the past Session. It has been marked by much levity and care- 
lessness. One of the causes assigned for this and admitting of immedi- 
ate remedy, is the extreme youth of some of the Students. It is pro- 
posed by the Director that the age at which admission may take place 
be raised to 17 years. The sanction of Government is accorded to this 
measure. 

3. On the other hand the Report of the Committee of Examiners, 
consisting of the Director General of the Department and three other 
Officers unconnected with the Council, is of a more satisfactory character. 
Of eight candidates for the Diploma, six passed with great credit for 
that distinction. 

4. The want of additional lecture rooms, and above all of a reading 
room for the Students, is prominently put forward. This will be refer- 
red to the Department Public Works, for consideration. 

5. The condition of the Primary School is spoken of in high 
terms. The design in establishing it was to impart to young lads desir- 
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ous of entering the Medical College a greater acquaintance with English 
than is ordinarily met with in the junior classes of that Seminary, and 
an elementary practical knowledge of their future profession. To this 
end, after a few hours have been devoted to English, the lads are taken 
daily to the Vepery Hospital and taught to apply all the common Sur- 
gical apparatus. They have further received instruction in the elements 
of Osteology, Physiology and in Materia Medica, • The success of he 
experiment has been marked. There are between 40 and 50 pupils in 
this school. These results are highly satisfactory and reflect very great 
credit on Dr. Kellie. 

6. In paras : 16 to 29 inclusive, Mr. Arbuthnoi discusses the

been condemned by the Committee of Examiners convened last year 
{vide Selections of this Government, No. XLVIII,) as unnecessarily 
high, and incompatible with the future position and prospects of those 
concerned ; an opinion which has also been strongly pressed by the late 
and present Heads of the Army of this Presidency. 

7. The present system appears to be this : The Curriculum of 
study at the Medical College is the same or very nearly so for all classes 
of Students. On completing it, the Eurasian becomes an Apothecary, 
and the Native a Dresser ; and the Native has further open to him the 
grade of Native Surgeon." 

A. The Committee of Examiners, who first drew attention to the 
alleged evils of the present high standard, propose that Botany, 
Inorganic Chemistry, Military Surgery and Medical Jurispru- 
dence be omitted, as separate courses, and that more time 
shall be devoted to Clinical Surgery, Clinical Medicine and 
Pathology. 

B. To this scheme the College Council are found to object. The 
only concession they are willing to make is, to omit the courses 
on Organic Chemistry and Military Surgery and to reduce 
those on some other subjects. The President, Dr. Kellie^ dis- 
sents from his colleagues, being of opinion that the education 
of Military Students, even with these modifications, is pitched 
too high. His views accord very much with those of the 
Commander-in-Chief, which are as follows : — 
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C. His Excellency considers tliat it would be suJBcient if Medi-

Surgery, pressed exclusion of Chemistry, Botany and 

Practice of Medicine. Medical Jurisprudence, and to the exclusion, 
by implication, of Midwifery, Diseases of women and children 
and Ophthalmic Surgery. This scheme, it is shown, is nearly 
identical with the education that was afforded to Medical Sub- 
ordinates previously to the formation of the College in 1847, 
and is very little in advance of that no\f to be obtained by the 
youths at the Primary School, recently established. 

8. When the foregoing three proposals came before him, Mr. 
Arbuthnot^ under the belief that the adoption of either the first or 
second would fail to supply the want now felt in the Army, viz.^ a class 
of Subordinates of an inferior grade, to be employed on duties wherein 
very little professional knowledge will suffice ; while the adoption of 
the third would give to the Public Service mere Hospital Assistants 
without any admixture of men competent to act in detached situations 
or to take the place of the Medical Officer on an emergency arising — 
propounded the enquiry whether it would not be possible in future to 
train one class of Students as Hospital Attendants, and another for 
charges of a higher character; the first to be styled 'Dressers,' and the 
second, * Apothecaries' ; all distinctions on account of parentage being 
simultaneously removed. 

9. The Medical Authorities being unanimously opposed to this 
suggestion, on the ground that the exigencies of the Public Service 
will never admit of its being carried out, Mr. Arhuthnot (paras : 30 to 
39, inclusive) gives his attention to two proposals, one from the Com- 
mittee of Examiners and one from the College Council, for attracting 
to the Subordinate Medical Service lads with higher qualifications, both 
literary and professional, than now engage themselves. The generally 
slight knowledge of English^ which the present Candidates possess, is 
found to be a very serious drawback to their progress in the lecture 
room. If this state of things could be improved and arrangements made 
under which youths might enter the College, with some acquaintance 
with the rudiments of Medical Science, very great results might fairly 
be looked for. 

It is therefore proposed, that, at certain stations in the Mofussil, 
where there are both a Hospital and a Zillah School, or a School of a cog- 
nate character. Scholarships shall be thrown open to the competition of 
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lads of 8 certain age. The stipend suggested is 3 Rupees a month, and 

after pursuing his studies both under the Schoolmaster and under the 

eye of the Surgeon in charge of the Hospital for a certain period, the 

scholar is to be drafted off to the Medical College at Madras. As for 

lads at the Presidency, no Scholarships are proposed, they having the 

benefit of the Primary Medical School. 

Mr. Arbuthnot submits a draftf set of Rules, and, if the principle 

is approved, he begs that he may be allowed to 
t Enclosure No. IV. i i t^. ^ i /. 

revise the details with the Director Creneral of 

the Medical Department, and that it may then be promulgated in the 

shape of a General Order." 

This proposition will be considered in the Military Department of the 

Secretariat, in connection with the Minutes of the Honorable W. Elliot 

and Honorable W, Morehead. 

10. Paras. 40 and 41 describe the Curriculum Mr. Arbuthnot 
would propose for adoption at present in the College course, in the case, 
first, of Medical Apprentices, and, secondly. Native Medical Pupils, 
He thinks it will in a great measure meet the views of the Com- 
mander-in« Chief, and the Committee of Examiners, and he would main- 
tain it in force, until the Scholarship scheme above referred to shall 
operate in raising the qualifications of candidates for admission into the 
College. This subject will, like the former, be referred to the Military 
Department. 

11. Para, 42. Here Mr, ^r6tt/Awo^ shows that the Commander-in- 
Chief has been misinformed on an important point in regard to the 
studies pursued at the College, since " practical demonstration" forms a 
prominent feature in the course of instruction. 

12. Para. 43. Adverting to the expediency of introducing the 
« tutorial' system to a greater extent into the College, Mr. Arbuthnot 
proposes that one of the Native Surgeons be appointed Tutor on the 
salary of Rupees 100 per mensem. The Government approve this sug- 
gestion and will refer it to the Government of India, on being furnished 
with the usual application. 

13. Paras. 44 and 45. Mr. Arbuthnot adverts to the want of 
success which has attended the establishment of a grade of Native Assis- 
tant Surgeons. He would throw the appointment open to all classes, 
abolishing at the same time the Caste distinction now subsisting in the 
grades of Apothecary and Dresser. It is observed that this very im- 
portant question has, on former occasions, come under discussion in the 
Military Department. It will be considered again. 
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14. Para. 46. One of the draft Rules sanctioned by Government 
in Extract Minutes of ConsuUation, dated 16th November last, laid it 
down that at Meetings of Council, the Senior Professor, according to 
date of appointment, shall, in the absence of the Principal, take the chair. 
Mr. Arbuthnot now shows cause why the words underscored should be 
struck out Ordered accordingly. 

15. Para. 47 adjtnem. Mr. Arbuthnot shows that he was misap- 
prehended by Government in two passages in his letter reviewed in the 
same Extract of the 16th November last. 

16. Ordered, that the Director's letter and its enclosures be print- 
ed as a * Selection' from the Records of Government, with the foregoing 
Extract from the Minutes of Consultation appended.
